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TRANSLATOR’S PREFACE. 


The Emperor Jilaleddeen Mahommed Akber, to re¬ 

gulations for the government of HindoHan and patronage of 
the author^ the world b indebted for the following Work, was 
the filth in defeent from Timur, known in Europe by the' name 
of Tamerlane, He was born in Amerkote in A. D, 1542; 
w'as proclaimed Emperor in 1556, being then thirteen tolar years 
and four months old ; and he died in Agra in 1605, agied lixty- 
tbree years and one day, having reigned forty-nine years eight 
months and one day. His body lies interred in a magnificent 
maufokum in the cemetery of Secundia, near that city. 

He was univcrfally efteemed a great and a good prince; and 
was veiy fuccefeful, having in his reign made feveral conquers, 
and reduced to obedience aimoll all Hlndothin, which had revolted 
nndcr his fnilirr and orf'decednr Hemaioon.

It is needlels for me here to enter into a detail of the ex¬ 
cellencies of Akbef s government, as Lis political talents and un- 
rcmitling attention to the Jiappinels of his fubjeifls will heft appear 
from the regulations he elbiblifiled in every department of the 
empire. I*? or Ihould it be confidered as a weak part of his cha¬ 
racter, that be wiflied to be regarded as one who was under the 
influence of divine infplration, fince it Is not unreafonahle to 
fuppofe that his motives for endeavouring to inculcate this notion 
were purely political. 

His hifioiy has been written with great elegance and predlion 
by his vhtier Abulfazel, down to the forty-leventh year of the 
reign; at which period that great man was murdered by feme 
* banditti, on his return from the Deccan, whither he had been de- 
i puted by the Emperor upon feme weighty bulinefs. Abulfazel's 
I hidory was piibllllied under the title of Aksernameh, to which 
the Ayeek Aicbeht is a kind of fupplement, although in itfelf 
a complete work. 

Mahommed Shereef Moiamed Khan, the author of the Ekral- 
NAMES Jeuanoeert, who wTOtc Only fifteen years after the 
I death of Akber, gives in his preface the following charadcr of 
^ ; Abulfazel's hiilory : " To the learned it is well known that Alamy 
I " Sheikh Abulfazel, by the command of the Emperor Jilaleddeen 
' " Mahomraed Akber, wrote the hiilory of that monarch, from 

•* the coinniaiccmcnt of his reign till the time of his own death. 


** and 
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** and which he entitled Akbernameh. It is compoled of three 
** Tolumes. The dril volume conhiis of a tummary aveounP 
** of the Emperor's anceftora. The fecond volume conaprifes the 
** occurrences of Akber's rcign^ from his acceflion to the throne 
** down to the forty-fcventh year. And this volume is divided 
" into two parts: the firft part contains the firft thirty year*; 
** and the freond part begins with the thirty-firtl year, and con- 
''** eludes witJi the forty-leventh^ the time of the author s death. 
" The third volume is the Emperors inftitutes (or the Ateen 
“ Akberv). The whole of' the firft volume, and tlie firfl part 
“ of the fecond volume, are w ritten in motkm language: but, 
** in the .fecond part of the fecond volumcT and throughout the 
** whole of the third vbhime, he endcavouied to write tn the 

ftilc of the ^Iieft PerCan authors after Mahommed; which 
“ is riot only barih and unpleafing to the ear, but cannot be 
** read or comprehended by the generality of readers without 
** great difficulty.^ 

I have made this quotation, not with a view of arrogalmg 
to myfelf a fuperiority of knowledge in oriental literature, being 
perf©ftly fenfibic of my own infufficicncy, but merely to bring 
proof of the difficulties 1 have had to encounter in tranflating an 
author who in this part of his work is uncommonly obfeure, 
from having adopted a ftyle tliat was almoft obfolele two cen¬ 
turies ago. And I truft I ihall hereby fecure myfelf th.c candour

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and indulgence of all thofe who are capable of forrning a jufi: 
criticlfjn on my arduous undcrtaiing. 

1 have rather avoided rendering this Tranllation firieily literal, 
that I might not difgull the reader; but, at the lame time, I have 
endeavoured, to the bell of my abilities, to make the author fpeak 
in fucb a manner as I conceive he would have done had he 
written in Englilh ; never taking the liberty to obtrude any ex- 
predion that is not to be found in the original, nor omitting any 
thing that can be deemed in the linailert degree ellential to the 
grand delign of the w’ork. In the original, every regulation Is in¬ 
troduced by a pro/ufion of fullome and laboured prailcs of Akber, 
which to an EngliJh reader would be infudeEablc; and therefore 
I have generally fupprefled iheni. I have alfij entirely omitted 
Fizee’s poem of about 600 couphds, in particular commendation 
of every perfon who at that time held even the fmallcd office at 
court j as, frem the infgmficancy of the luhjetft, it w'ould have 
made but a poor figure in EnglHh profe. 

In a work w hicfi is intended merely for EngUlli readers, I have 
not thought k right to pay any regard to the mode in which 
D’Herbelot and other European foreigners have written oriental 
nam^: but have endeavoured to fpell them in fuch a manner 
as may lead an Englifliman, as nearly as polBble, to pronounce 
them as they are fpoken in Hindoftan. It is only ncceirary to re¬ 
mark here, that the letter a is always to be pronounced broad, as 
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in the words Ptf/?, BaU^ &c, Tl>e other vowels *nd the diphtlioiiga 
need no illuftration. 

To every one who wllhes to be pofTefled of an authentic account 
‘of the conftitution of the tanpirc of Hindoflan, and of its immenie 
relburces and expenditures, under the reign of one of its molt 
powerful monarchs, the following volumes cannot fail of being 
acceptable ; and e\-en thole who read merely for general amnfe- 
ment or inltruAion, will, it is hoped, find ample fiitisfatftion in 
pcrufing«thc geographical and biliorical parts of the work. 

The Governor-GenAal honoured the fo far as to prefent

Sly ccllaly is fufficient knowledge of thee ! 
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He is the molt commendable tvlio ftrives to perform meritorious 
actions, rather than how to utter fine fpeeches; and who, by 
delineating a few of the wonderous works of the Creator of Ujc 
world, actjiiires immortal felicity. 

Abul Fazcl Jlobarch returns thankigiving to the Almighty, by 
fmging the praifes of royalty; an<i, for the inllriiClion of tliole 
who Icarcli after knowledge and prudence, lie records a few ot the 
inllitutcs of the Lord of the world * j thus tranfinitting unto all 
ages a model of wildom. Since the turn of his intentions is to 
fet forth Uie law s of royalty, it is necetTary that he fpeak fomethlng 
of its exalted dignity, and deftribe the conditions of thole who 
are aflillants In this gr«it office. 

Some with cheerfiilneis take the road of obedience, by the light 
of the king's jutUce; whilll others, through fear of punhhment, 
abfiain from violence, and out of necellity make choice of the 
path of reAltude. 

They call him King w-ho furpafies his fellow’s, and who, by his 
wifdom, is acquainted with the teniperament of the world, and 
r^ulates his actions by tjie fiate thereof. Out of the abundance of 
his patience he doth not depart from his llation at the fight of any 
impropriety; neither is he difeouraged at an inconCderate rebellion,

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Cv h'ls liberality the Ixeans of tiie high and of the low obtain their 
defircs; lo l!iat the needy never wait in painful expectation. He is 
p<Tfet 51 y rehgned to the will of God; being confident of the 
equity of tlie divine difpentations. He is not dejefted in advertity ; 
and in prolperity he doth not neglctfl: to return thanks nntu God, / 
Tie pitlietU the reins of defire into the hands of rcalbn, and will 
not lole himfelf in fecking after what is improper. He keepelh 
his anger under the lulycdtioii of whUom, to the end that blind 
rage may not get the upper hand, nor inconfideratenets carry 
aught beyond its limits. He Icateth hitntelf on the eminence of 
humanity, that thofe who liaA'C fwm'ed from' I heir duty may 
haA'c a way left to return, without being cxpoled to ignominy; 
and in his beliavtour there is Inch condefcenfion, that tlic peti¬ 
tioner teems to be the judge, and himtelf the fuitor for JulHce, 
He confiders the bappinefs of Ills people as the beft means of 
pleating the Creator; but ]»e never leeks to pleafe the people in 
contradi<flion to reiiibn. He is ever fcarching after thole who fpeak 
trutli, and he is not ditpleated with words that are bitter In ap¬ 
pearance but fweet in cfieifl. He confiders the nature ot the fpcech 
and the rank of the Ipeaker^ He is not contented in that Iblely 
himfelf doth not commit violence, but he fees that no injuftice is 
committed within his realm. .He is continually attefttive to the 
health of the body politic, and applies remedies to the IWeral 
difeafes thereof, v 
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And in the tame manner that the juft temptraturg of the animal 
conlUtutioa is produced hj a fit mixture of the elements, fo alfo 
doth the political contlitution Ixxrome well tempered by a proper 
ditlribulion of ranks; and by means of the pure rays of imanlmity 
and concord, a multitude of people become one body; and the peu' 
pie of the world may be divided inio four kinds : Warriors, in the 
political body, have the nature of tire, whole guided by 

rcafon, dellroy the liraw and rubbillj of rebellion and ftrife. The 
artificers and merchants hold tlie place of |ij|j as from their labours 
and travels the blctTmgs of God become univerfal, and the breeze 
of contentment gives vigour and frethnefs to the tree of litc. The 
learned, fucTi as the philofophcr, the pliyfician, the arithmetician^ 
the geometrician, and the aftronomer arc like refrelbing the 

world with the llreams of art and fl-ience, Huibandmen and la¬ 
bourers tefemble c^rtli, and by their exertions the capital Hock of 
life is completed : confequently, a king is a perfon who, having 
put each of thefe in iJieir proper place, llrives to make the world 
flourifli, and regulates the degree of trull by the d^ree of ability, 
when certjmily confufion will hide its liead in non-cxiftence ; for 
this mixture will produce a due temperament. 

And as the grand political body Is temperately adjufted by four 
kinds of men, fo iikcwile is the royal palace. Tlic army, regard- 
Icfs of themfelves, make no account of their Jives in the field of 
battle : and tilde fortunate men are In the king’s court, in the 
place of fire, being the enlighteners of the hearts of his friends, 

c 2 and 
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and the defifoyers of his enemies. At the head of this number is 
the vakeel, who has acquired w ifdom in the fourth degree of per- 
fedion. He is the emperor’s lieutenant in all matters; and by hifi 
management and penetration the grand affairs of the nation are fet 
tn order; promotion and degradation, appointment and difmiilion^ 
depend on his good plcahire; theretore he mufl poUefs great ex-' 
perience, wifdgaj^nobility of mind, honelty, libcialitj, and con- 
fummate patience; he muft entirely dlveft hinifelf of prejudice, 
and bebare with equ al co mplacency towards relations, ftrangers, 
friends, and enemies. He mull be eloquent, inteliigent inbufinefs, 
a fpeaker of truth, w ell-bred, capable of giving advice, faithful, 
itigilant, and longfighted. He Ihould be well verfed in the arts 
of government, and be privy to the ferets of the ftatc, that in 
buhncls there may be no obftrudlion. He fhould not fuffin: his 
mind to be diflra^ed by the multiplidtj of his a^irs, but fhoulil 
’conhder it as his duty to promote the wilhes of others. All his 
actions fhould be founded on the bafis of integrity and a due regard 
to the different ranks of men. Dviirous of attaching to himlHf 
the hearts of all perfons, he treats even his inferiors with relped. 
He takes care not to commit impropriety in converlation, and 
guards himfclf from bad aiSions; and although he is not the 
immediate fuperinicndent of the finances, yet as the heads of all 
Ihc offices make their reports to him, it is neceflary that he be 
himfdf acquainted with the particular duty of each. The meet 
mahl, the keeper of the fed, the mecr bukhfliy, ilic youbegUy, the 

kourbeghy. 
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kourbcghy, the meer tuzek, the nieer belir, the mcCT ber, the meer 
munjdh the kliantalarj the moonfljy, the koofkbcghy, and the 
akhtaU beghy * are included in this diviflon. 

The aiEllants of vidorjv the colledors of the revenues, and 
thole who are entrufled with the management of the receipts 
and dilburfements of government, rcfcmble wind ; either a heart- 
rejoicing breeze, or a hot peliiientiaJ blalt. The head of this 
divihon is the vizier, whole o^cc is equivalent to that of dew an. 
He is manager of tlie finances, grand-treafurer, and accomptant 
He muft be a perlbti of diftinguilhed worth, Ikilful in arithmetic, 

' free from avarice, circumlpeft and abftinent, active in btifinefi, and 
pollcfled of a pleating and dear Ityie of writing; a fpeaker of 
truth, of ItriA honel^v with an agreeable manner; and he Ihould 
avoid precipitancy in buhnefs. He is allb the recorder and keeper 
of the archives. He explains many intricate points of bufiaels 
that happen to the mullofy; and whatever Is bej ond his ability is 
referred to the vakeel. The mullofy, the winters of the walle- 
book and of the journal, the meer litman, the lupcrintendent of 
the offices, and the dewan of the offices ; together with the mufli- 
reff of the treafury, the wakeh navees, and the aumil of the 
khalfah, are under his orders, and act bjthc force of his wildom. 
Some princes reckon the vizaret a part of the vakalet; and Ibmc-

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times^ from not being able to fintl a peribn quoliUcd for tlie 
« office of vakeel, tbey make choice of Ibme one who has a 
talle of his qualities, uiiom they appoint dewan; and 

he is higher in rank tUan tlie <lcn*anj and lower than the 
vakeel.. 


The comitanions of the prince, whofe advice he follows in 
aflairs of moment:, referable water. When they are of a mild 
i^mpennncnt, they off the dull of affiiiftion from the hearts 

of the difoeded, and didufe frellmefe and delight; but if they 
depart from moderation, they inundate the world with a deluge 
of calamity, lb that numbers arc overu'helmed by tlic billowy 
waves of nusforttme. At the head of thefc is the pluloibpher, 
who, by die depth of his wifdom and the fuundnels of his 
morals, llrives to Infufe virtue into mankind. And the fudder, 
and the meer adel, the cazy, the phylkian, tlie aftrologer, the 
poet, and the foothfayer are of the number of thofe fervants who 
adorn the portico of the kingdom, and are neceflaiy for the ftirice 
of the prelbnce- 

* 

The menial fervants, w'ho perform tlie duties about the royal 
peribn, are in the place of earth. If they are free from impurities 
and alloy, they are the elixir of the body; otherwife they are 
its deftruilion. The lackcjs, the kcwirdiy, the flierbetdar, the 
abdar, the tulhckdiy,thekcrkerali, and fuch like, are included in 
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this number; and as the monarch adjufts the political body by 
a wile arrangernent of nmksj. lb is his court properly regulated by 
a judicious mixture of thefe. 

The iiigcs of ancient times have delineated the four elements of 
monarchy after the following manner: iH, An upright intendant 
of the finances, who is the protector of the hufbandman and aJl 
the fubje^ls of the tlatc, and who increalcs the levenucs, by 
caufing tlie kingdom to flouriOi. sd. The commander in chief of 
tlic troops, W'ho acquits himfelf to the latisfaclion of all. 3d, Thtr 
chief juftlce, free from corruption and avarice, who, fcating hiui- 
felf on the eminence of circumipe^ion and iuvelligation, does his 
utmort to come at tie truth, and decides with Impartiality. 
4th, An intelligencer, who win ttunfmit the news of tic worid 
without addition or diminution, being pofiefled of integrity and 
penetration. 

It is moreover meumbent on a king to make himfelf ac¬ 
quainted with tiie five kinds of men of W'liom the wmrld is 
cornpofed: til, The moll commcntlablc perfon is he who makes 
choice of the propcrell time for everj' bufmefs, and wbofe good- 
nefe benefits others. Such an one is the fitteft perfon for a king 
to confult in tlic arrangements of government, 5 d, One who 
poflcll« the lame abilities as the perfon above deJeribed, but who 
docs not communicate benefit to others. Although it may be 

proper 
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jtropcr to fliow him klndnels and rcii»e£l, j'ct he doth not merit 
any degree of confidence. 3d, A llmplc perfon, xv ho doth neither 
good nor harm. Although lie be not worthy of grcatncls, yet 
he deierves to live at his cafe. 4th, Tlic tnconfidcrate man, who 
injures hmiielf without hurting others. Him the king fiiould dif- 
appoint in Jiis cxpc<^tlonSf and bring into the road of virtue by 
good advice and leverc reprehenfion, 5tli, He \% hole ruiturc is 
vicious, and whole bafe conduct it^urcs others. If advice and 
rcprelienfion do not amend him, he Ihould be confined leparatc 
fifom mankind; and provided this treatment doth not awaken 
Jiiin to a lento of his error, let him be banilhcd the city ; and if 
even ibb dotli not reform liim, they lhalt deprive him of fight 
and cut off his limbs; but they may not take away his life. The 
lages contidering the human form as the work of God, have not 
given pcrniillioii for its dellru6Uon. 

He is a Juft king who, having followed the light of knowledge 
and penetration, hath made himfelf acquainted with the ranks 
of men, and regulates bufineft accordingly: and from hence it is 
that tlie fages of ancient times have faid, Thofe are the moft illuf. 
trious princes who mount the ftced of wifdom.-^They admit not 
into their lervice any low people, but always make choice of thofe 
whom they know to be worthy of the ftatton. They do not 
judge every one fit to be admitted to their prefcnce cvciy- day; and 
thofe who are fo efpecialty favoured as to have daily admittance, 
arc not therefore deemed worthy of a near ftafton; neither is 
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eveiy one who is fit for a near ilation to be admitted into their 
privacy; nor are all thole who are admitted into privacy allowed 
to be feated in the aiiguft aflcmbl }'; and of thole who are lb 
fortunate as to be permitted to fit in the auguft aflembly, every 
one is not to be treated w ith familiarity : nor are all ^miliar com¬ 
panions to have a place in the cabinet council of Hate affairs, 

* 

Pralfe be unto God ! the exalted monarch of our own time is 
fo endowed with thefe laudable dilpolitions, that it is not exag¬ 
geration to lay lie furpaffes all tlie fages of antiquity: from the light 
of witiiom he difeovers the ranks of men.; and by the rectitude 
of his conduct he adds Iplendor to his underffanding by the per- 
formance of laudable adions. Who is it that is able to meafure 
the extent of his virtues ? They arc not only he3'^ond expreffion, 
but even exceed conception. It is better that I make not the at¬ 
tempt, but point out only a few intelligible w'onders, by letting 
forth his regulations for the houfehold, for the ordering of the 
army, and for the prol^ity of the kingdom; upon which three 
things depend tlic glory of a monarch ; licreby preparing a rich gift 
for tlic intelligent who feek after knowledge.

It h univcrfaltjr agreed, that the nobicft crap Joy luenis are the reformauoiv 
of the tnanners of the people, the advanoemeni of agriculRirc, the regiibtlon 
of the offices, and the difeiplinc of the army : and ihefe defireabic ends 
are not to be attained without ftudymg to plealc thtf people, joined with • 
good management of-this finances, and an exaifi: occonomy in ihc expcnccs 
of the Hate j but when alf thefe are kept in view, every dais of people 
enjoys profperity. 

■N^Ticn his majefiy firft began to give a little attention to ihefc weighty 
concerns, Atamed Khitn^ an eunuch of the royal palace, was dignified 
with befitting titles, and ehtrufted with his inraoft fecrets j whereby a few 
of the royti] intentioiis tvere gradually introduced into pra^ice. 

The royal domains and the Jagheer lands were feparated, and a coU ' 
lector appointed over every cron of damst to each of whom a treafurer was 
appointed. And it was ccmmandetl that they fhould not infift upon the j 

hufbandman paying coin of full w'etght i but that in whatever fpecics the 
coiledlions were made, an account thereof fhould be taken in writing, and 
be feoled up with the money: and this laudable regulation relieved the 
fubjc6:s from a variety of^preffions. When this mode was cflabJifhed, 
there was appointed a grand-treafutet, with a daregha and clcrts]. 

The following coftoiu was alfo introducedWhen the provincial 
treafudes had accumulated the fum of a hdi of dam^ they font the money

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to court f which, together with their accbimL^ were delivered to the graod 
trcafuTcr.

There were alio appointed, tneafurers, and ofheers under them, for the 
ftjkkttjk^ lor Tcveiliom, for offermgs, and for die monies ufed in weighing 
[he royal perfon, and for charitable donations. And to tbofe who had 
charge ol the moncf for diiburl'ements, was delivered, from the grand 
treafurer, whatever was requiiiie for their expen^, * 

In Iran and Turati there is only one treafurer, which necefliiiily creates 
great diJHculty in making inveftig^tions; but here the wealth is fo ex- 
cefEvc, and the bufinefe fo multiform and cKtenfivc, that there arc 
twelve treafurics: nine for the different kinds of fpecie, and ihrec for the 
jewels, the plate, and inlaid - work. Bciidcs which there are diltinft 
treafunes for cveiy o£Sce, whole number is near one hundred; and there 
are kept daily, monthly, qiilrteriy, and yearly accounts of the receipts and 
difburfements. Alfo, by the command of his majefly, a perfon of known 
integrity keeps ready in the hargah-cauti * fome gold and Cl vet for the 
neccffitous, that their wants may be itlieved without delay. Moreover, 
there arc always ready In the palace a crorc of dmns^ every thoufand of 
which are kept in bags, which they call fnhjdk^ and thefe wlien heaped 
together are called a gunge. 

Befides all thefe, there is a fom of money entrufted to fomc of the nobi¬ 
lity, part of which is always carried in a purfc, which they call hehhhi and 
from hence it arifos that this b ufnally called curch hilak, or the capcnces

. was of the greateft degree of finenefs, and In value 4C0 Jatss* ad, The 
mohur, which in the beginning of this reign they had made of the weight 
of eleven ^mjhahsy and it paffed current under three degrees. When of 
full weight its value was 360 dants ; and If after a time there was wom away 
the weight of three grains of rice, they ftill accounicd it ol the firft degree, 
and made no dilTercnce between them; what was dclident from four to fix 
of fuch grains, they made of the fecond degree, and its value was 355 daiia ; 
and If from fix to nine grains were loft, It was then reckoned of the third 
degree, and its %'alue was 330 da»^: and whatev^^was of ffaoncr weight 
than the latter was received as bullion. 

Rupees were alfo current after three degreest; ift, The fquarc rupee of 
pure filver, twelve majkuhs and a . half in wcigbc, vihich they called 
in value forty dams i and the old round rupee of jfkhr*Shah^ which, when 
of full weight, and until one ruitee fiiort weight, was vqj^iied at ihirty-nine

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dam. That ivliich was two ruitees defickni was rated at thirtr-eight 
Jams I and whatever was of fhorter weight than this was recdvetl as buUioo*^ 

Again, on the nth of the ntooth Mehtr^ and in the twenty-ninth year 
of the retgn, jtsededdavelah Emeer Fattshullak Shteraity coming at the 
head of afiairs, the royal orders were ilTued, tliat on thc^-awiAArj, as far as 
three grains, and on, die rupees, as far as (iz grains Ihort weight, no account 
fliould be taken, but that they fliould be reckoned of bill weight; and 
that whatever were more deficient, the escefs fliould be taken; and that 
after nine grains deficiency they fliould not be accounted of the ^e 
kind.

He ordered that 
the muhitr of three grains, and the rupee that was fix grains deficient, (liouy 
no longer be reckoned of full weight. And this regulation was the onfy 
effectual method that could- have been taken for Hioitening ibe hands of 
m ean mercenary wretches $ becaufe, chat If che'odicers of the mint coined 
money of fuch deficiency in weight, or the treafurers reduced the coins of 
full weight to this quantity of dcBciencj', there was no remedy \ and 
alfo fhamekfc thievifh people clipt^ the coin; and dcficienc three 

grains, they reduced to fix grains deficiency': and th^le of fix grains, they 
made nine grains deficient. Thus* .by incrcafing iho^dcficiency of tbe coin, 
they dc&aiided the Hate of a great deal of gold. 


By the command of his inajdlly they made graifis of agate, which were 

ordered to be ufed in weighing; and during the liune month and year many 

other efforts were exerted, ft was alfo ordered^ that the treafurers and the 

coUedors of the revenues Ibould not demand anyferucular fpccies of coia 

from the ^otts \ but that whateser was die deficiency In weight or ftandard,. 

Ihould be taken exafUy according to the prdent rate and no more.

THE 
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THE HARAM, OR SERAGUO. 


There is in generaJ great incotivemence ariUng from a number of women j 
but hi; majcfly^ out of the abundance of hb wlfdom and prudence, has 
made St fubfervient to public advantage; for, by coninufUng marriages 
with the daughters of the princes of Htndofbui and of other countries, he 
fecurca himfelf againft infun-c£tloos at home, and forms powerful alliances 
abroad. 

The hatam is an eudlofurc of fuch immenfe extent as to contain a feparate 
room for every one of the women, whoTc number exceeds five thoufand. 
They are divided into companies, and a proper emptoymenc is ailigned to 
each individua]> Over each of thefe companies a woman is appointed 
darogha. And one is fcle(flcd for the command of tl»c whole, in order that 
the afialrs of the haram may be conduflcd with the lame regularity and good 
government as the other departments of the fiate. 

Every one receives a falary equal to her merit. The pen cannot mcafure 
the extent of the emperor’s largeflcs; but here fliall be given Ibme account 
of the monthly fiipend ol each. The ladies of the firft quality receive from 
s6to rupees down to lozS rupees. Some of the principal lervants of the 
prcfcncc have from fifty-one down to twenty rupees; and others arc paid 
from two rupees up to forty. 

At the grand gale is ftattoned a mufhrcff, to take account of the receipts 
and expenditures of the haram in ready money and in goods. 

Whenever any of this multitude ot women want any thing, they apply to 
the tpcafurer of the haram, who, according to their monthly ftipend, fends a 

memorandum 
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memorandum thereof to the mufbreff of the grand gitc, who tranfrnits It to 

the treafurcr of the king’s palace, and he pays the money. In payment of 

ihcfe demands no alhgnmenti are given, but only ready money. 

* 

An eftimate of the annual expenses of the hanun being drawn oof, the 
mufbteff writes a draft for the amount, which is counterligned by the 
minifters of ftatc, after which it is paid in a coin that his majefly has caufed 
to be ftrttck Eblely for this purpole. This money is paid by the grand 
treafurcr to the paymafter-gcncral of tlie palace j and, upon a w'ritten order 
being fent by the mufhrcff of the gate, it is diftrlbuted amongft the Inferior 
paymaflers of the haram, and by them pid to the difierenc fervants thereof. 
And this money is reckoned in their falaries equal with the current coin. 


The inhde of die haram is guarded by svomen; and about the gate of the 
royal apartments arc pLiced the molt canfidencial. Immediately on the om- 
fide of the gate, watch the eunuchs of the haram, and at a proper dtfknce 
arc flationed the rajpoots, beyond whom arc the poners of the gates; and on 
the outildc of the enclofure, the omrahs, the ahdeeans, and other troops 
mount guard, according to their rank. 

Whenever the begums, or the witxs of the omrahs or other women of 
charafter,w3nt to pay their compliments, they firft notify their dclire to thofc 
who wait on the outHde, and from thence chetr rcqueil ts lent in writing to 
the officers of the palace, after which they are permitted to enter the haram * 
and fome women of rank obtain permiffion to remain tlierc for the fpacc of 
a month. 


But befidcsall the precautions above deicribed, his majefty depends on his 
own vigilance, as well as on that of his guards.

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OF THE EQUIPAGE FOR JOURNIES. 

Ic would be difficult to defcribc every partio^hr of this eibblilhmctit; but 
fomcthing fliall be faid of the equipage ufed for hunting, and for Ihort 
journicj. *

The goolalbar 1 $ an cnclofure, the invention of his nuyefty, the doors 
whereof are fecured with locks and keys. At the caftern end thereof Is ^ 

created a pavilion, containing fifty-four rooms, each twenty-four yards long, 
and fourteen yards wide. In the middle is ereiJtcd a chowbeen rowty *, and 
to this adjoin other pavilions; and near to ihcfc is a wooden houfe of two 
ftories, where his majefty performs divine worihip; and from the upper ftory 
he alfo receives the compliments of the nobility, m ihe morning. But 
wotneftdo not go there without leave. 

Next arc twenty-four chowbeen rowtccs, ten yards long and fix yards 
wide, which are feparated from one another fay kenauts. Here icfidc the 
favourite women; and there are other tents and pavilions fet apart for 
particular women: and they are adorned with embroidery, brocade, and 
velvet. Adjoining to thefc is a pavilion of caipeting, fixty yards fquare, 
under which fome tents are pitched : and this js the ftation of the ourdu- 
begeean -f" and other women. 

In the ftont thereof, as far as the dowlet khariah khafs. b a plain 150 
yards in length and too yards broad, which they call nialitaby; and on

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Loth fidcs thereof are eredlcd magnificeiic teots, fuch as have been already 
deferibed ; and at the tliftanee of ever)- two yards is fet up a pole (ii; j'ard* 
long, one yard of which is in the ground } and the top is ornamented with 
a brals knob, and it is'fallened with two tent-ropes, one on each fide. The 
guards watch here, as has been deferibed In tbe regiiJadons for the iiaram. 

In the midd of this plain is raifed a platform, over wbidi b Ipread an' 
awning called a nunigcerah, which is fupported by four poles. Tbbb the 
place where his majefty fits in the evening j and none but thofc who are par¬ 
ticularly favoured are allowed to be prefent. 

Near to the goolalbar fs a circular enctorure of 360 yards, with twelve 
pavilions s in the midll whereof b a chowbeen rowty of ten yards fejuaret 
railed from, the ground^ and forty other rooms. Thefe are covered with 
twelve awnings of twelve yards each ; and they are feparated horn others by 
kenauts *. This place h called the oupcheky khanah. And for each apart- 
meoi there is a privy. 

* 

Adjoining to Ithis are ereded kenauts of casting 150 yards fquare, and 
whi^, in the manner before deferibed, are fupported by poles ornamented 
with brafs knob^. In the center thereof 100 fendh raife four tents, con¬ 
taining feventy-rVo rooms 1 and over thefe is Jpread a calendcry, refembling 
a tent, made of i^a£-cloth, or oil-ctoth, to defend them from rain and the 
heat of the fun; i^nd the ouilldc is ibaded by fifiry awnings, of twelve yards 
each. This b th^ dowlet khanah khafs which is aUo fccured with doors 
and locks. And ^ere the nobility cannot enter till the oupchccan has ob- 



m 
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On the fitfl day of every moon, both the infide and mitfidc of the dowiet 
khanoh khafs are ornamented with flowered carpeting i and on the outfide, 
for the fpacc of 350 yards, tent-poles and ropes arc let tip, at the dilUnce 
of three yards from each oiber, about which guards are Rationed i and at 
that time this Is the devvan khanah aum, which ts guarded on alt Jides. 

At the diftance of twelve yards from the dowlet khanah is an enclolute of 
fixty yards of rope, for the nckar khanah: and in the middle of the area, 
the akafs-deah is lighted up. 

The ferafli * pitch this encampment on a fpot chofen by the mccr rnunzH. 

And fuch an equipage requires for its carriage 100 elephants, 500 carnets, 
400 carts, and loo men : and they are cTcoitcd by 500 cavalry, including 
munfubdars ahdccan, and others- And there arc alio employed on this ftrvice 
1000 ferafh, natives of Iran, Turan, and Hindoflan, 500 pioneers, too water- 
carriers, fifty carpenters, fifty tent-makers, fifty linkmen, thirty woAers in 
leather, and 150 fweepers. The monthly pay of the foot is from 240 to 
130

KEGULATIOKS FOR THE ENCAMPMENT OF THE ARMY. 

Hismajefty never col lefts his armies together in one hodyj for, bcfidei 
that many are employed on diffcrcot ftTvices, he doth not carry all his troop* 
along with him, from the confideration that fuch <ui immenlc multitude 
would breed a famine: and it would be impofiiblc to find quarters even 
for the loldiers; and then what mull become of the followers of the camp I 

His 
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His m^eRy has invented an admirable metliod of encamping his troope^ 
which is the means of afTording eafe to the people. 

In a l^ce of ground 15^0 yards long, are pitched the myat tents and 
pavilions, i^ the manner juR now deferihed. Then on the right and left Cdes, 
jitid behind, is an open fpaccof loo yards, which is never entered by any but 
the guards. After diis* at the diRance of l oo yards, in the quarter of the 
kowr, arc the tents of Mcriem Mukany and Goolbudcn B^m, and other 
prlnccl!^, together with thofe of Sulian DanieJ. On the right fide, Sultan 
Seleem ts encamped i and on the left, is the Ratipn of Sultan Morad : and 
at a imail diflance behind are the offices: behind which, in every corner, is 
left a road thirty yards wide. The omiahs are encamped without on all 
tides, according to their rank.

BEGULATIONS FOR TfilE ILLUMINATIONS. 

This is a J^tk of cetedial fire* 

At noon, when the fun enters the fourteenth degree of the Cgn Aries, 
they place in the fun’s rays a kind of filming onyx, adled in the Hin- 
doRony language, fbort^ kerant, and put to it a piece of cotton, which from 
the heat of the Rone catches fire and this ccleflial fire is committed to the 
care of proper perfonsj and the Lmip>lJghters, linkmen, and cooks, make’ 
ufe thereof for their ccTpeflive offices i and when the year expires, they catch 
new fire. The vciTel this file is preferved in is called agangcr, or the fire* 

pot. 
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pot. 1 here is alibi Qiiiibg white ftonc, called chundcrkcram, which, upon 
bciDg expofed to the niooii’s bearos, drips water. 

Every afternoon, it one gbuny before fuo-fet, his majefty, if on horfeback, 
alights; or if Jleeping, he Is awakened. And when the fun fets. the attendants 
light up twelver cimiphor candles in twelve candlefticks of gold and filver* 
and bring them into the prefence; when a finger of fweet melody, taking 
op one of the candJefticks, fings a variety of delightful airs, and concludes 
witli imploring bleflings on his majefty. 

It is impoOible to dcfcrilje the beauty and various forms of tlicfe candle^ 
flicks: Some of them weigh forty pounds and upwards, and are carved with 

a variety of figures* Some are llnglc, others of two branches, and others of 
more- 

They caft camphor candies three yards long, and fome larger; and they 
arc ornamented w'ith flowers. 

The palace is moreover illuminated wkhinlide and without with flambeaus 
fixed upon poles with iron prongs. The firfl, fecond, and third nights of 
ihe moon, when there is but little moon-light, the prongs arc lighted with 
eight flambeaus. From the fourth to the tenth they dccreafe one in number 
ctery nighr, fo that on the tenth night, when the moon fiiines very bright, 
one flambeau is fiifficicnt; and they continue in this ftate till the flfiecnih* 
and increafeone every day from the fixteenth to the nineteenth. On the 
iwentUthtliey continue the fame, and on the twenty-firft and twentyTecond 
increafe one daily; the twe„y.thlrd « the fame as the twenty-fecond; and 
frpm the twenty-foutth to the thinleth night of the moon, eight prongs arc 
I'ghted up. For each ^k arc allowed one feer and a half of oil, and half 

3 leer 
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a fcer of rags, more or icfs according to the fizc, Jn fome places they burn 
lamps with greaie; but in the palace nothing is itfcd but oil. 


In order to render the ropl camp confpicuous to thole who come from 
for, his tnajcfly has paufed to be eredetl, in the front of the dowlet khanah, 
2 pole upwards of frMiy yards high, which is fuppoitcd by fixteen^ ropes i 
and from the top of the pole is fti(pended a large lantern, w'hlch^they call the 
akaCdeeah. 


Theft offices are performed by many of the munfubdars, ahdccans, and 
other military men. The pay of a fbot>lbUlier never exceeds 1400, and is 
never Icfs tlvan eigitty t&w. 


THE ENSIGNS OF ROYALTVj 

Which wife monarchs confidcr as marks of divine favour. Some of thofe 
which are ufed in our time lhall be here deferibed. 

The auTting (or throne) is made of fevcrail forms} feme arc inlaid with 
precious fronts, and others arc of gold, filvcr, &c. 

TIic chatter (or umbrella)’ is made of great valtw, beiog ornamented with 
precious ftooes, and thoft are never fewer than feven. 

The ftyiban is of an oval form, a yard in length, and its handle, like that 
of the chutter, is covered with cloth of gold, and ornamented with precious 
fronts. One of the attendants bolds it to keep off ih/rays of the fun. It 
is alfo called afrabgeer. 
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Kowkebah *, Scvemt of thefe arc hung up in the from of the paUcc. 

And (hcfc four infignia of grandeur are ufed only by kjngr. 

The alum. When the king goes abroad, never lefs than five of thclc are 
carried along with the kowr. They are wrapped up in fcnrlet cloth-bags, 
and are difplayed on days of fcfiivlty, and in battle. 

The chuttertowk rcfcmbles the alum, only that it is fmallcr, and b 
adorned with tails of themoviotain-cow. 

The tementowk is like tlie chuttertowk, only that this is longer. 

And thefe two lad mentioned are the flags of thchigheft dignity. The 
tetnentowk is foleJy appropriated to miJitary officers of high rank. 

Tire jendeh is another kind of fiagi 

Every one of ibefe kinds, of flags muft abfolutcly be along with the 
kowr} and in battle great numbers of them are difplayed. 

The kowrekh +, commonly calleddemameh. Of thefe there arc eighteen 
pair, more or IcG; and they make a very deep noile.

Formerly they ufed to be 
blown at four ghurries before night, and at the lame ditlance from day-break. 
Now the drd blad is at midnight, and the other at fun^rile. 

One ghurry before fun'nfe, the enlivening blalt of the tema aw'skens thole 
who dumber j and the kowrekh is beat a link, Thcfc are joined by the 
kema, the nefeer, and all the other miiiical inllrutnents, excepting the &e< 
karah. After a Ihort paufe the fema and the nefeer play the muOca] modes; 
after which the aekarab is beat, and the people with one voice pray blelSngi 
on his majelly. 

His majedy is converOtnt in muilc, and has compofed upwards of 200 new 
modes, which are the delight of all hearers. The mod excellent are the 
Jilahhahy, the Mcbamccrkurgct, and the Nowro^,

. The bargah is of fuch a magnirude as to be able to co;itain ten ihouland 
perfons; and the creeling of it employs one thoufand feraftv fora week, 
with the help of machmes. One of thefc bargahs^ wiilvout any ornaments, 
cofts upwards of ten thoui^d rupees. They are libmetimcs finely omamentcri 
with tin. From die price of a plain one, may be formed a comparative 
efiimate of what ivould be the cxpence of making other kinds. 

The chowbeen rowty is raifed on ten pillars of iinerjual hcigks, and of 
which fome part goes into the ground ; and beams are laid upon the upper 
pan, and faflened above and below with crofs pieces of wiaodj and fome 
fmali crofs beams are fixed on the top, an 3 faftened with iron cramps* 
The roof and walls are made of reeds woven together. There are either 
one or two doors; and a platform is raifed at a convenient height from the 
ground. The iafidc is ocoamented with velvet and brocade, and the outfide 
h covered with l«Tltt broad doth bound round with Clkcn tape.

The duafhanah itiunzil is railed upon eighteen pillars of fix yards, in 
height, which fuppon a wooden platform; lend on the level tliereof pillars 
of four yards in length jirc made to fit, into thofe below, and form an upper

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lloiy. The upper part U the place for divine worlhip, and the lower (lory 
b for the women. In the upper (lory liis niajefty performs his rclig:toLw 
duties, and worihips the fun. After this ceremony, the women are admitted 
to pay their compliments j and when they retire, the nobility enter and make 
tlielrobcilances. On Journies the king generally holds his court in this houfe, 
.which is allb called the jehiokab. 

Tjic zemeendoze U made of various forms, and Is divided bj- cuttains. 

The ajayby is compoftd of nine awnings, each fupported by fogr pole*. 
Five of the awnings are fquare. and four of an elliptical form. 

The mundel Is compofed of five awnings meeting together, and fupported 
by four poles. Sometimes four of the awnings are let doivn to form curtains, 
and Ibmetimcs they lilt up one of thent 

The atkembeh conlifts of revcntccn awnings, feme joined together, and 
others feparatc j and they are fupported by eight poles. 

The khergah is made dlfijrently j lome with one, and others with two 
doors. 

The (hahtnyanah is of different fizes, but never Ids tlian twelve yards. 

The calcndery Is In the form of a tent, and is made of wax-cloth and 
fuch Uke. It is fpread over the top of the baigah, to defend it from tain 
and (he beat of the fun. 
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The iarahperdah. Formerly thefe were nude of cORrfe white linen cloth ; 
but his majefty*lu5 nowcaufed them to be made of carpeting, and tliereby 
greatly added to the magjtiificence of the encampment. 

The gutalbar arc Tvooden walls like thofe of the khergah ; they arc 
Rrengthencd with ilraps of leaiher, and fold together for the convenience 
of carriage. They arc folded up in red linen, and tied round with tape- 

G atcem •* H is efty has given fli ch encou ragement to this ma nufadure, 
til at the carpets of Perfia and I'artaiy are thought no more of. Great num¬ 
bers of carpcuwcavcrs art fettled here, and derive immenfe profit from their 
labour. The beft carpets arc nude at Agra, Furtebpoor, and Lahoor. In 
the ro)’al work-lhops, a carpet in length twenty yards and feven teffuj, and 
fix yards and a half tefluj broad, is made for i8io rupees; which thoJc 
fkilled in the bufinefs value at 2715 rupees. 

Tukceahnemed. Thcfc arc brought from Europe, and abundance arc 
made in this country. It would take up too much time to dderibe the 
beauty and variety of the jajums, fahtrinjes, baluchies, and filkcrt carpets 
tliat ace fiibricated in this empire. 

THE ABDAR KHANAHf* 

His majcfly calls water cooled with faJtpettc the water of life, and has 
committed the cate of it to proper peribns. His majefly, both at home and 
on joumics, always drinks Ganges water.. Some trufty perfbns are flationcdi

f Th€ pbc^whctc water is cocltd wtlh filtpetre. 
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00 Ilic bants of river, who fill vcfftls with its water, and Teal up the 
mouihs thereof. When the court is nt Agra or Futtchpogr. the tvatcr js 
brought from the town of Saroon : now that his niajelty is at Punjab, they 
bring it from Herduwar. For the kitchen are ufed the waters of the Jumnah 
or Punjab, mixed with feme of that of the Ganges. And on joumics and 
hiiming parties, proper perfons are appointed to make trial of the waters they 
may meet W'ith. 

Saltpetre, which in the corapofition of gunpowder fupplics heat, his majefty 

has dilcovcred to be aJfo produdlive of cold. 

* 

Saltpetre is a faline earth. They fill witJi h a perforated veflej, and 

fprinklcitwith water, and coUedtuig tpgcdicr what drops through, they boil 
it until it chr)'ftalizc$. 

A quart of water Is put into a gugglet of pesvtcr. or fdver, or any other 
dean metal, and the mouth dopped dofe. Then U tlrrown into a veflcl two 
feetsand a half of ikltpctrc, witli five feers of water; and the gugglet of 
water is ftirred about in that mixture for the fpace of a quarter of an hour, 
by which time the water will be fuffidcntly cool, * 


The price of liltpetre is from rhiity feers 10 four maonds for the rupee. 

Now slur the vidiorious ibodards ate errfied !o Punjab, being the thirtieUs 
of .he reign, the, bring fnow ice by land and water from ibe 
(omhem moontains bordmng on the lown of Pmhan, focty-Sve cofe from

His nmjefty even tstends bis attention to this department, and has made 
many wife regulations for it. 

He ears but once in the courTe of twenty-four hours, and he alwap 
leaves off with an appetite: neither is there any fixed time for this meal; 
but the foyants have always things in foch readinefs, that in the fpacc of 
an hour after the order is given, an hundred difhea arc fcrvcd up. Whar 
is reqmred for the hatam, is going forward from morning till night. 

Trufty people arc appointed to this department, and his majelly is not 
umvatchful of their conduft. 

At the head of thde fervants is the meer bekawel (or mafter-tafter) who 
lias under him many afiiftants, who tafte every dilh before it is brought to 
himj there is alfo an officer to take charge of die money, wid of the kitchen- 
utcnlils i together witli a number of cooks. There is likewife a mu Hire ff 
to keep the accounts; and cooks of every nation prepare all lints of 
viduals. 

There is always kept in readinefs flefti, oil, greens, ^nces, fweefmeais, 
&C. and every day fuch a mimbw of exquiftre difiics are prepared, as are 
fcarcely fecn at the banquets of other monwchs. 

On the beginning of every year there is taken our of ftore whatever wilt 
be required for one year’s confumpison, and the different articles are dif- 
iributcd to the officers of each particular branch; and the mouths of the 
VoL.I. K ^ ’ fKks' 
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facks and doors of the mngazinc are fcaled with the feaJs of the mccr bcka* 
ivcl a ad the tnufhrcff. 

Ever>’ month, is drawn out an account of the daiJy expenditure, for 
which vouchers arc produced under the Teals of tlte two officers above 
mentioned* when they are entered in the account charges. 

At die beginning of every quarter, the dewM of the offices and the mecr 
bekawcl, collea together whatever they think will be required for the 
kitchen; fuch as thofe kinds of rice caUed fukdofs. from Bahranichj dow- 
zerah, from Gualiar j khenjen, from Rajowry ; lumkhzurd and oil from 
Hiflhri and geefe and other water-fowl from Canimccr. The cooks fatten 
fhcep, goats, and poultry: the llaughter-houfe is without the city, and 
from thence the meat is font to the kitchen in facts fcalcd by the cooks. 

The water-carriers pour the water out of leather bags into earthen veflels, 
the mouths whereof, being covered with linen cloth, arc feaied up; and the 
water is left to fettle before it is ufed. 

The kitchen.gardei« are kept under a guard, that there may be a con¬ 
tinual fupply of frefh greens. 

The mecr bekawel and the mulhrcff draw out an eftimate of the daily 
expence of every kind of food, and make that their rule. 

Ordinary people arc not permitted to enter the kitchen j and no 

one IS entertained as a fervaw who cannot give fccurtty for his good be¬ 
haviour.

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The viduals are ferved up in Uilhcs of gold, filvc:, ftorie, aud china. 

During the time of dreUing and taking up the victuals, an awning is 
fpread over the top of the kitchen, and care taken that nothing falls there¬ 
from. The cooks tuck up ihefleevea and the fkirts of their garments, and 
hold their hands before their mouths and noftrils. Before the vidtuals 
arc taken up, a cook and one of the inferior bckawels tafte them i after 
which they are rafted by the meer bckawel, and then put into diihes. 

The gold and diver diflics arc tied up in red linen cloths, and thofe of 
' copper and china in white linen j and the meer bekawel puts bis feal upon 

ever)' dilh, and writes on the cloth what it contains; then the mufhrcfT 
tubbuck khanch (or clerk of the pantry) makes out an Inventory of all die 
difties, and this is font under a cover with the feal of tlie tneer bekawel, that 
none of the difhes may be changctt. 

The difhes are carried by the inferior ufters, the cooks, and other 
fcrvanis of the kitchen ; and the mace.bearers both precede and follow, to 
prevent ^oplc from approaching them; and with the difhes of meat are (enr 
plates of variety of fweecmeats and pickles, fealcd up In the Dune manner. 

The fervants of the prefcnce again taftc the viiftuals, and then ferve it 
up i when ihe table is ready, his majefty feats liimfelf j and the attendants 
place chcmfelvcs round the table in a lining pofture: lirft, the (hare of the 
dervilhes U fet apart, when his majefty begins generally with milk or 
curds.—After he has dined he fays grace. 

All this time the meer bekawel is waiting wuhout for diteclionsi and they 
carry back the difhes in the lime, order that they were brought,

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Belliles what is fenced up, a quantity of viAuals is kept Iiatf-drefTed, 
to be ready when called for. 

The copper mctirds for his majefty's ufc are tinned twice in a month,

OF THE ARTICLES USED IN COOKING. 

It is difEcoU to deferibe the various difhes; but iotuething flmil be 
l^d on this fubjeft. 

Cookery is divided into three kinds: jft, That without fleOi, which is 
commonly called fufytineb;; ad, Fielh with rice, and fuch likei 3d, Flefti 
with greens; and of each of chele kinds I fhall deferibe ten dilbea. 

TRE FIRST KIND, 

Zerdberinj. Ten feers of rice, five feets of* fugar-candy, th^ feers 
and a half of ghee, half a feer of kiflimiftjes ; of almonds and pjftachlos 
each half a fecr i a quarter of a feer of felt j an eighth of a feer of ginger i 
one dam and a half of faffron, and two midials and a half of cinnamon : 
thefc will make four ordinary dilhcs; fomc make this di(h with fewer fpices, 

and even without any: and there is alfo fometimes added llelh, with 
other fcafbnings. 

Khuikeh, Ten leers of rice, feafoned with half a feer of falti but it 
b made in dilTetent ways: this will make four dilhcs. A maund of Dow- 

zerab*^ 
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zcnili-padd^ yields twenty-five f«rs of rice, fifteen feers of which will be 
very fine; i nvaund of Khenjin-paddy yields twenty-two feers. 


Kliitchery. Five feers of rice and the like quantity of fplit peas, five 
leers of ghee, and onc^third of a feer of fait, will make four difhes* 

Shcerberinj. Ten feers of wheat ground, out of which a third will 
be loft in fifting, half that weight of ghee, ten milkais of pepper, four 
miikals of cinnamon, tliree milkais and a half of cloves, the fame quan¬ 
tity of cardamums, and one-third of a feer of fait, will make four difiies. 
Some add milk and fugar.

Chickbee^ Tea feers of wheat-flour made into a. pafte and wadied, 
till it is reduced to two l^rs; one feer of ghee, and the fame quantity of 
onions; faflron, cardamums, and cloves, each half a dam; cinnamon, 
round pepper, and coriander-feed, each one dam; green ginger and fait, 
each three dams, will make two difbes. Some add lemon-juice. 

Badinjan. Ten feers of bodinjan, one feer and a half of ghee, three 
quaners of a feer of onions, a quarter of a feer of ginger, the fame 
quantity of Jetnon-juice; pepper and coriander-feed five dams; cloves, 
cardamums, and aflaftriida, each half a dam, will make fix difhes. 


Pallet. Ten feers of mowngh, mafh, and adds, and fuch like, fkinned; 
half a feer of ghee; fait and ginger, each lialf a dam; cuuun-feed two 
mifkals, and one half mifkal of aflhfectida, will make fifteen dllbcs. 
This is generally eaten with khuflikeh. 
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Siwg is made of fpinacli, and many otlier greens ; k is the moft natural 
difh that is cooked. 


Ten leers of Ipinacb and fennel, See, one feer and a half of ghee, g ne 
feer of onions, five mt/kals and a half of pepper; cloves and cai-dnrrmni.c^ 
of each half a milkal, will make Ox diflies. 

Hulwa. Ten feers of wheat-flour, ten feers of fiigar-candy, and the iame 
• quantity of ghee, will make fifteen dUhes, 

All thefe dilhes are made after dlffercnc ways, and arc eaten with a 
variety of pickles and Iwectmeats.

Ten fcers of flelh, pounded wheat three fcers, ghee three 
fcers, a quarter of a leer of nakhud, one leer and a half O'f lalt. half a feer 
of onions, ginger one damj cinnamon, faffiron, cloves, caidamums, and 
cumin, of each two milkals, will make flve difhes.

His majelly has a great flifitidinatioa for Jlcfh; and he frequently lays, 
“ Providence has prepared variety of food for man} but, through ignorance 
and gluttony, he deftroys living creatures, and-makes his body a tomb 
for bcafts. If I were not a king, I would leave off eating flcftii at once; 
” and now it is my intention to quit it by degrees.” For fome time he 
abflained from flcHi on Fridays, then on Sundays, now on the firH day of 
every Iblar month, and on Sundays, and on the days of the eclipfes of the 
fun and of the moon, and the day between two fufyanehs *, and the Mon¬ 
days of the month Rejeb, and the fellival of the month Teer, together 
with the whole of the month Fervirdeen (March) and the month in 
which hb majelly was born, which is Aban (October): and it being or* 
dered that the fufyanch Ihould laft for iw many days as his majefty was years 
old, feme days in rhe nerct month, Azer, were liknvifc added; and now the 
whole of this laft month is fufyaneh: and out of his righteournds, bclidcs all 
thofe, it is flill iitcreaftng fomc days every year, and never Ids than five days. 

Whatever is laved in the fufyaneh days, is expended in the other months. 

At the expiration of the great fufyaneh, the firft dilhes of IlcQi that are 
drcHed come from the apartments of Mrigem Mekany, and next from 
the other princes and piincdles, and the principal nobility.

His majcfty is exceedingly fond of iruk; and by the great encouragwnent 
he has given to the ailtivadon of fruit-trees, Ihilflil people have come with 
® their families from Perfia and Tartary, and Icttled in ihli country. 

tfe 

Muflt-niclons and grapes are become very plenty ; and warer-melons, 
peaches, almonds, pillachios, pomegranates, and many other fruits, have 
been introduced into Hindoftan. 

Ever fince the conqiicft of Cabul, Candahar, and CaOimccr, loads of 
fniit arc annually brought from thence, and frock the markets. Mirik- 
melons come in fealbn, in Hindoftan, in the month of March (Fervirdeen) 
and arc very plenty in the month of April- They arc exceedingly deirdons, 
efpccially tbofe called nalbpatiy, and babaOicikhy, and alyfriei)', and elchth, 
and burgnel, and doodchcragh, and others which continue in ftafon two 
VoL. k M months 
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months longer. In the beginning of the month of Aitgufl they cotnc from 
Cafhmccr; and before thefe arc out of fealba* great plenty are brought from 
Cabul; and in the month of November the caravans come from Badakh- 
fhan j and when they are in feafbn in Zabulidan^ they are alfo to be had in 
Penjab. In Behker and its vicinity, they arc plcntifitUy in fealbn all the year, 
excepting in the extremity of winter. In the months of May and July 
there are variety of grapes In Hindoftan j and in the month of Auguft, 
the maiketa art lupplied from Calbrncer. In Calhmecr eight feers of grapes 
arc bought for one dam; and ilie expenoe of tranfpotting a maund is two 
rupees ; the Caflimerians bring tlietn 00 their backs in long baikeis. From 
the month of April till September they are brought from Cabul, together 
with cherries, to which bis inajefly has given the name of fbali aloo (the 
royal plumb) and fcedlcfs pomegranates, apples, pears, quinces, peaches, 
apricots, feveial kinds of plumbs, and other fruits in great plenty; and many 
of thefe are aUb introduced into Hindoftan. They alfo bring from Candahar, 
melons, pears, and apples. 


Whenever his majefty is inclined to drink w-inc, or take opio^or kuknar, 
trays of fruit are fet before him. He eats a few, but the part is 

diftributed amongfl the aitentbnts and nobility ; and every one is marked 
according to Ls degree of excellence. On the melons of the firfl degree they 
mark one line quite acrofs the top, and thofe of the I«:ond degree with two 
lines, and fo on. 


In this depanment are munfubdars, ahdyans, and other troops. The 
monthly pay of a foot-fbldieris,fromonc hundred and forty dams down to one 
hundred.

REGULATIONS FOR THE PERFUME-OFFICE, 

His majctly is exceedingly fond of perfumes j. and the prelciice*chaniber ir 
contioually fccnred with flowers^ and fumigated with preparations of am> 
bergris, Ugnutu-aloeS) &c. which arc burnt In gold and hlvcr ccnfers. 

His majedy conflantly perfumes his body and the hair of his head with 
odoriferous ointments. Some of the odoriferous compoUtions (hall here be 
deferibed. 

Sentowk. One tolah and a half of civet, one tolah of chuwah, two 
molhahs of JaTmin-oil, and two bottles of rofe-water. This is ulicd for 
anointing the body; and it is a great exhilarator. 

Argehjeh. Three quarters of a (eer of fandal-'wood, two tolabs of lignum*^ 
aloes, two tolahs of myd, three lohhs of chuwah, two tolahs of the toots 
of violets and kehict (wliich is the feed of an odoriferous kind of grafs) half 

a ina(hah 
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Nd 

a mailiali of aunplior, and eleven botll« of rofe-water, TLti is ^fcd for 
anoiming the body in tlie fLutimer. 

Gulkamch. One tolih of ambergris, fix mafhahs of hudan, two tolabs 
of mulk, four toMs of lignum-aloes, eight tolalw of akyfir ground fine on a 
China dilh, and mixed up with one feer of the expreffed juice of rofes i this 
is dried in the fun, and in the evening is moiftened with the juke of Eemon- 
bloflbtm, and ground on a fumac-ftone j and tbde operations are to be re¬ 
peated ten [iraes* Sometimes the juice of fweet bafii is added. When the 
above operations Iiave been repeated ten days, it ij*oixed up with the juice 
of Icmon-blofloms and then dried. Some of this compofition is ufeddong 
with the argehjeh. 

Ruh-afza, for burning in cenfers. Five feers of lignum-aloes, one fecr of 
fandal-wood, a quarter of a feer of laudan, a quarter of a feer of akyflr, three 
tolahs and a half of fraukincenfr, three tolahs and a half of dcrlioop, which 
IS a root brought from Cafhmeer, • violet-roots twenty tpJahi, uflinch ten 
tolahs, pounded and fifted. To be made into cakes with four bottles of 
rofc-water, thickened with fynip, 

Owpteneh is an odoriferous watb for the hands. Three quaners of a f«r 
of laudan, one dam and a half of lignum-aJoes, with the like quantity of 
letnon-bloflbms, and one feer and a half of lemon-pecl, otic feer and ten 
dams of fandal-wood, one feer and five dams of fpikenard, ihe fame quantity 
of uibneh, ihirt>>-eight tolahs and fix maftiahs of mufk, half a feer and 
pur tolahs of pacheh-leaves, thiny-fix tolahs of apples, fifrceo tolahs of 
ad*, five dams of violets, one toyi two malhahs of derhoop, one tokhand 


a half 
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a liair of a grafs called akenk)'* half a tolah of civet, one tolah two 
malliRhs of fiankinccoft, with one hundred and fix bottles of lofc-water, 
and five bottles of tlie juice of lemon bloflbms. All the ingredients are 
pounded and Itraincd, and then (ct over a flow fine with the role-water 
and juice of lemon • bioflbms; and when the compofiuon is fiiificiently 
boiled, it is taken olF firom the fire and dried. 

Abyr tnayeh. Lignum-aloes four dams, fandal-wood two dams, violet- ■ 
roots one dam, fpikenard three dams and a half, duwalek three dants, muik 
of Tartary four tolahs, laudan two dams and a half, orange-blolToins 
feven dams and a half: all thefe ingredients being pounded and fified. 
arc put upon a flow fire with ten bottles of rofe-water, and afterwards dried 
in the [hade. 

KcHmeh. Twenty-four tolahs of Ugnum-alocs, laudin, ifankincenfo, 
and fandal-wood of each fix tolahs, akyfir and dethoop of each four tolahx, 
violet-roots and mulk of each two tolahs, one tolah of ufbneh, fifty tolahs 
of fugw-candy* and two bottles of rofe-water, to be boiled over a fiow 
fire, after which k b made into cakes. It gives a very’ fragrant fmcll when 
burnt. 

Bekhur. Lignutn-aloes and ^dal-wood of each one feer, a quarter of a 
feer of frankincenfe, two tolahs of mufk, and five tolahs (rf akyfir, mixed 
up with two leers of lligar-candy and one bottle of rofe-water, boiled over a 
flow fire. 

Fetylehs. Five leers of lignum-aloes, lcvcnty*two tolahs of IkndaU 
wood, twenty-five feers of akyfir, the fame quantity of laudan and violets, 
VoL.I. N * and 
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and ten tolahs of Sraokinccntc, boiled up with three tolabs of fugar'Candy 
and two bottles of rofe-watctt iQto fetj'lehs or tapers. 

Baijat. One fter of lignum-aloes, five tohhs of laudan, mulk and 
fandal-wood of each two tolabs, one tolah of fnnkincenfe, and fix mafliahs 
of camphor. This compdfitlon i$ prepared like cbiiwab* 

Abyr akyfir. SandaUwood direc feerj, akylir twenty-fix tolahs, muft two 
lolahs and eight mafliahs, ground fit for ufe. 

Ghcful. Thirty-five tolalis of kettowl, one tolali of mu/k and chuwati, 
camphor and myd of each two tolalis, mixed up with two bottles of 
rofe-waier.

Atiibcigtis. Some fay that it is produced in the bottom of the fea i 
others make it to be the dung of the fea-cow, which is called fara j while 
others maintain that it is the foam of the lea. 

Laudan is by fomc confounded with ambergris, but it is gathered IVom 
a tree found in the iflands of Cyprus and Chios. It is a moiflure that fintics 
on the leaves of that tree. 

Camphor is obtained from a large tree found In the mantime mountains 
of Hindoftan and China, It is colkfted from the trunk and branches. 

Civet is a perfume procured from an animal refembling a car, but fome- 
what huger, with a longer face and tail. They bring this perfume from 
Achin.

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Kowrali is fomething of the lame klndt procured from an auimil much 
refcmbling the civet; and it alfo b found in Achin*

It would be impoflible for one, ignorant as I am, to deferibe every flower 
of this country r—a few have been mentioned by way of fpccimen. Here 
arc alfo found abundance of flowers iranfplantcd from Perfia and Tartary j 
fuch as rofes, violets, jarmin, &c. 

The plants, flowers, roots, Cec. of this country that are ufed for food, or 
applied to medicinal piirpoles, are innumerable. It is fkid by Indian authors, 
that if you take a leaf of eve^ tree, they will amount to fix maunds.

REGULATIONS FOR THE WARDROBE, 

Through the attention of his majefty, a variety of new manufactures arc 
ellablilbed in this countty ; and the cloths fabricated in Perfia, Europe, and 
China have become cheap and plenty. The iktil of the manufaClutets has 
incrcafed with their number, for his majefty lias made himfelf acquainted 
with the theory and praflice In every ftage of the bultnefs, fo as to be able to 
difeover the merits of the workmen; thus by bringing the arts into credit, 
the natives arc encouraged to give applicarion, and they f^cdily gain a 
complete knowledge of their p-ofeflion. * 

The manufadures of every nation arc to be found in the jroyal workfhops s 
whatever is brought or made thcrei or is received in 1 cllicufb, is carefully 
preferved ; and thofe articles of which there is an abundance, arc cither made 
up into garments or given away. 

Every piece that is received is pfjt^y wiih'^the price marked upon it; and 
fkilful people arc emploj'ed in com paring the former with the prcicnt price. 
By this means the Intrlohc value-being, learned, the prices are fo much re¬ 
duced, that the ghinfs nukllihund, which was formerly bought for one 
hundred mohurs, is now to he had for fifty. 

Something Ihall here be faid of the difTefcni drefles worn by his majcfly; 
to give more would run me into prblisity.

His majcfly has ordered four kinds to be made: ift, Toos affcl, which 
is the wool of an animal of this name, whole natural colour, in genera], is 
grey inclining to red, diough fomc arc pcrfoftly white j and ihpfe Qiawls arc 
incomparable for lightnefe, warmth, and foftnefs. Formerly they were al ways 
made with the wool in its original Hate, but his majefty has had fome of 
them dyed, and It is furprifing that they will not take a red colour, ad, Sefed 
alcheh, which they alfo call tcrclidar. The natural colours of the wool arc 
white or blacki and they weave three forts of dicra, white, black* and giey. 
Formerly there were not above three or four different colours for fliawls; but 
his majefty has made them of vamus hues. 3d, Zerdozy, gulahetun, 
kcfliydch, culgha, bandhenun, cheer, alcheh, and perzdar, which arc of his

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The Qiavvls are claffcd according to the da}', month, year, price, colour, 
and weight; and this manner of claJhng i$ commonly called mifi'cl. The 
mufhrefTs, ■ having examined ihele particulars, mark the qtialky of each 
ihawl on a piece of paper, which they affix to one corner thereof. All 
thofc tltat arc brought into the palace on the day Ormuzd of the month 
Fervirdin arc preferred to thofe received afterwards of the fame finenefs, 
weight, and colour j and each arc written down in order, Fvery day there 
are received into ilore of the following kinds: toOts, fc^d alcheh, laal 
zerreen, narenjy, bererjy, caremzy, kahy, guIpiJmbch, fendety, badamy, 
arghuwany, anaby, todteky, afiety, fofeny, mcnjciiy, gulkafny, Cbecky, 
alify, feftoky, pezh gul, gulkhear, nejybercn, bhovgputtry, afmany,gubby, 
kulghy, aby, zytoony, jigciy, ssemroody, cUeeny, benefsh, emboweb, mufh- 
keen, fakhtehy.

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forms out of tlicir o^vn imagiojitions, that rcfemble nacure herfdfj but 
through the medium of letters the experience of antiquity bus been tratif' 
mitted to U9| and become the capital ilock of wifdom: out o^reCpeft to 
which conlideraiion I ihall firfi: deferibe the library. Of a truth, if it had 
not been for letters, fpccch would not have obtained life, nor our minds^ 
been enriched with, the fecreis of antiquit)'. 

Various are the alphabets which have been cbo&n by differem nations;- 
namely, the Syrian, the Greek, the Hebrew, the Coptic, the Maakely, the 
Kuiy, the Cafhinccry, the Ethiopian, Ryliany, the Arabic, the Perfian; 
the Roman, the Hymery, the Barbary, &c. as is evident from ancient books. 

The dificrence betwixt letters confifb in the fhape of the lines which 
form them, that is, whether they be curved or Jbaight: thus the Kufy^ 
charafter is compounded of a. line that is one dong in curve, and tjic 
remainder draight. Tl>e Maakely has no curve. The inlcripdons on an-> 
dent buildings are moRly in this characier. 

At this day there are in. ufe eight different alphabets in Tran, Turan, 
Room, and Hind. 

In the year three hundred and ten of the Hegira, Ebn Mokleh formed 
fix different alphabets from the hloakely and the Kufy; viz, the Suls, the 
Towkya, the Mohekeh, the Ntifkh, the Ryhan, and the Rokaa; to which 
Ibmc add the Gbobar, making him to liavc invented (even alphabets. Some 
attribute the invention of the Nufkh character to Yacoob MoraHemy. The 
SuU and the Nufkh are compofed of two dangs of curve and Tour dangs ofi 
Braight line. The Towkya and Rokaaarc four dangs and a half curved,', 
and thereR flralght line. The Mohekeh and Ryhan have four dangs and 

a half > 
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2 half Ufaiglit line, and the reft curve. The ftventh kind of charaftcr is 
the Talcck, formed out of the Rokaa and the Towkya, and have very Unie 
of llraighGaiine. Khojeh Taj SolJmiiny, who wrote the fix above-mentioned 
charafters excellently, was alio a proficient in this j and fomc % that he 
invented it. AJliruff Khan, mecr moonlby to his majefty, baa brought 
this charadcr to the higheft degree of perfedion. The eighth chatader 
is the Nuftalcek, which is all curt'c. Some pretend that it was com- 
[xjfcd from the Nulkh and Taleek by Khqfeh Mcer Aly Tebrezee, in the 
lime of Timar; but this is not true, for 1 have Teen books in this charader 
tliat were writieo before the reign ot that monarch. 

His majcfly, by the encouragement that he gives to good penmen, Itas 
brought writing to the higheft d^rce of perfedion, particularly in the 
Nuftalcek charader. Thole who excel io the Nuftaleek, and arc under 
the ftiadovv of the throne, arc Mahommed Hufiain Caihmccry, who is 
generally known under the title of Zurrcco Kalum and he is reckoned to 
equal Molla. Meer Aly alfq hb fon Mpllana Baker, together with thole 
here following, arc famous for their Ikill in this art : Mahommed Ameen 
Methedy. Mcer Huffalti Kolcojy, MoUana Abd-al-Hy, Molbna Dury^, 
Molbna Abdalraheem, Mecr Abdallah, Nezamy Cafzveeny, Aly Chemmen 
Caflimccry, Noorullab, and Coftim ArTalan,

The monthly pay of a fbot^loldicr never 
exceeds one choufand two hundred, and 1$ never lefs than hxty dams. 

THE KOWR KHANEH. 

There is always kept in (tore armour fufficient for the equipment of an 
army. Thole which are khafeh *, hare particular names and ranks given 
ibem. 

There are thirty khafeli fwords, one of which is carried to the haram 
every month, and the former one is returned. There are aMb in readinefe 
forty other fwords, which they call kowtel. When of the thiny khaleh 
fwords twelve remain unufed, the complement is made up out of thefe forty, 
fo r haf there arc always thirty khafeh fwords: alfo twelve fword-belti are 
kept apart, and lent into the haram, one every week alternately. 

There arc likcwifc forty jemdhers and forty khupwahs delivered out 
alrernatdy; of each, one every week. And of the two M mentioned, 
there arc thirty more of each called kowtel, which are ufed to keep up the 
full complement of thefe, in die fame manner as has beco detcrlbcd of the 
khafeh fwords. Moreover, there are eight kareds twenty neyoahs § and 
twenty birchchs^i and a different one of each is ufed every month. There 
are alfo eighty-fix mclhcd and behdayin bows, with twenty.four others, out.

Every one of thtfe has its nmk aJEgned iti and when his 
niajefty goes abroad, or appears in the Bar Aum, the fons of the omrahs, 
with other munfubdars and ahdyan^ any the kowr in their bands, and on 
their (liouldcrs. One carries a bow, another a quiver, a third a fword, and 
a fourth a fhicld ■, and there arc four of each of Uicfc kinds. But of the 
fblbwing weapons only four pcrfbns are employed in canying one of eacli j 
'viz. a ncyiah, a birchez, a rubber-zaghnowl a pej'ary'gupty "f-, a keman- 
kerohch +, a gung f, and a fanddy f. On jouraies a number of mules, 
camels, and carts arc loaded with all forts of arms. 


In the bargali, the omrdrs and others amange thetnfelves between thole 
who fupport the iowr. When his majefty goes abroad, they ail march be¬ 
hind, excepting a few of the principal nobility, wbogoamongft the kowr. 
With the kowr arc caparifoned elephants, with camelj, chariots, Mfcaiahs, 
flags, kokebehs, and other enOgns of Hate ; and the raacc-bcarers clofc the 
whole, being aflillcd by the tncer bukhlhican m clearing the way. 

When his majetly hunts, fomc mrablc foot-foldiers alfo carry arms.

He has invented fevemi kinds; fome of which L fo contrived as to ' 
take to pieces for the convenience of caniage, and when i the army halts, 
they arc nicely put together again, Alfo ftventecn pieces arc lb united to¬ 
gether as to> difeharged by one match. There are otheis which can ' f 

be cafily uanfported by one elephant; and they are callr^ gvjnal. Others 
can be carried by a Cngle man, and are called nurnal.

It h» been wifely oidercd, that i fufficient min of eitiUeiy be phceii in 
each fubah,

RULES OBSERVED TH NfAKING FIRE-ARMS FOR HIS MAJESTV'S USE. 

Bultdooks * are now made in fuch a manner, rlut when filled with 
powder up to the muzzle, there is no fear of their burfting. Formerly they 
never were of more than four folds of iron, and fomedmw only of one, 
joined together by the two extremities of the breadth, and which were very 
dangerous. His majefty, after having the iron flattened, has it rolled op 
like a fcroll of paper, but flaotiagly, and every fold ispalFed through the fire. 
There is alfo the following method : lolid pieces of iron are properly tem¬ 
pered, and then bored with an iron borer; and three or four of ihefe are 
Joined together to form a bundook. The fmallcft bundooks that are made 
ate two fpans long; and the longed near two clls. That of one cH and a 
quaner is called demanik, and its flock is made diflerently from the others. 
Some arc made to fire without a match, merely by giving a little morion 
to the trigger; and they make fome balls that will do execution like a 
fword. There are great numbers of Ikilful aitifls in this department, the 
chief of whom are Oftad Kebcer and Huflatn. In preparing the iron for 
bundooks, half is loft in the fire. When the lengths arc made, and before 
they arc joined together, they are ftamped with figures, expreffing the quantity 
of crude iron and the quantity remaining ; .and in this ftate it is called 
dowl: this is fent for his majefly’s irifpcftion} and the weight of the balj 
being determined, the bore is made accordingly. The bundook-batl is never 
larger tlian twenty-five tanks, norkfs than fifteen; bur, e.vccpttng his ma- 
jefty, no body is bold enough to fire off one of the krgefl. When the* 
bore is finiflicd it is ^ain carried to the harim; from thence it Is brought 
out again add fet in an old flock, and filled with powder till witlun a third

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of the muzzle. If it {loads this proof, it lb carried ogola lo his meetly. 
Then the muzzle is finiftied, after which it is again put into an old ftock, 
os before-mentioned, and tried atotmrfc. If It docs not carry true, they 
heat it, and ftraighicn It by means of a wooden-rod; then, in the royal 
prefcnee, it i$ delivered to the filer, who fafhions the outGde as he is di- 
rcacd. When this is done, the barrel is again carried to hh. maiefty, when 
the wood and form of the fiock arc determmed. In this ftage the figures 
^king the weight of the crude and of the prepared iron are efiaced, and 
in their room are engraven the maker’s name, the place, the month, and 
the year. Next arc made the trigger, the ramrod, and primer- After 
all thefe are finiOied, the piece b again ordered to be proved. If it is found 
to carry true, it is again brought to the haram along with five balls, la 
this ftate it is tailed Ikich (or plain). The colour of the barrel and {lock 
IB next determioed; and when the colouring is finilhed, it is called rungeen 
(or coloured), k a now fent again into the batam with five more bails- 
His majelly fires it four times, and returns it back again with the fifth 
ball When ten of thefe rungeen raulkets are coUeaed together, they are 
ordered to be inlaid with gold, &c- and are afterwards fent to the haram, as 
before deferibed; and when ten fuch are completely finilhed. they arc com¬ 
mitted to the care of the cheeylch. 

A description of the barghu. 

Formerly it required a great many men. with a number of iron toots to po- 
lifh the bundooks; but his majdly has inventctl a wheel, which is turned by 
afingle bullock, and pclithesfixtecn mulkeis in a very fbort ritne. 

OP THE RANKS OF THE ROTAL BUNDOOKS. 

Bundooks are either made in the royal workthops, or are bought, or are 
received m prefents. His tmjefty, olit of a thoufiind of thofe of different 

kinds. 
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kinds, fele&s one hundred and fife for hh own particidor «fe, which ate 
ufed in the following manner : twelve arc named after the months, 

and BTC btought to him aUermicty, (o that each comes in ufe once a year i- 
thirty others are changed every week, and chiny-two arc ufed alternately 
every day of a fobr month i and the icmabing thirty-one are for the 
kowtel. His majefty fires every day i and after he has difeharged a piece 
four times, it is fent out and exchanged tor another. 

It is atfo a role, that the clerks of the chace take an account of ail the 
game that is foot by his majeftj', and with what panicular piece j from whence 

it appeals, that with the mulkct called fungram, which is the firft in rank 
of the khafeh-mulkets, and appropnated for the month Ferverdin •, there 
have been killed one thoufand nine hundred game of various kinds.

THE FEEL KHANEH, OR ELEPHANT-STABLES. 

The natives of Hindoftan told this animal in fuch eftimation, that they 
eonfidcr one of them as equivalent to five hundred horfes. The male ele¬ 
phant is of fo generous a diTpofition, that he never injures the* female, al^ 
though Oic be the immediate caule of bis captivliy j neither will he fight 
with a male who is much younger than himfclfi and, from a fenfe of gm- 
YuJJlyU'^ t itu/fe, he never hurts his keeper; and out of refpoa for his rider be neve^ 
blows dud over his body vrhen he is mounted, idthough at other times he 
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is coniinually' amufing himfclf wiiii fb doing. In the rutting fcaibn m 
elephant was iighting with hU nmteli, when a young one coming in their way, 
he kindly let him afide with Ills trunk, and then renewed the combsr. If a 
male elephant breaks loole in the rutting lealbn, no body dares go near Uitn 
without being accompanied by a female one j and then he fullers himlelf to 
be bound without offering any reOftance. When the female dies, the male 
will neither eat nor drink for a eonffdcrabtc time. He can be caught 
various feats. He learns the modes which can only be underltood by Thofe 
iklUcd in niuffc, and moves his limbs in time thereto. He is at(b taught to 
Ihoot an arrow out of a bow, and to rake up any thing that is thrown down 
and to give it to his keeper. They are fed with any kind of grain wmpt 
up In grafs; and, what is very oifonilhing, upon a lignal being given him, 
by his keeper, he will hide eatables in the corner of his mouth, and when 
they are alone rpgeihcr will cake them out again and give them to the man. 
An elephant frequently with his trunk takes water out of his [llomach and 
fprioklcs himfclf wUh it, and it is not in the Icall olfenfivei alfo, he will 
take out of his llomach groTs on the fecond day, without its having un¬ 
dergone any change. 

The price of an elephant is from one hundred to a lack of rupees. Thofe 
of live thoulknd and of ten ihoulknd rupees price, are not uncommon. 

! 

There ore four lunds of elephants. Behder is that which has well pro*' 
portioned limbs, an erefl head, broad breaff, large eyes, and a long tail, with 
two cxcrelcencw in the forehead refembling large pearls. Thofe excref* 
ccnces are called in. the Hindovee language, guj manik; and many properties 
are aferibed to them. Anocher kind, called mund, has a black Ikin and 
yellow eyesj is bold and iir^ovcrnabtc. That called murg has a tvhiter 

(kin. 
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fkiti, whli moles i and us qfes are of a mixture of red, yellow, black, and 
whUc. Tliat called mirh has a fmall head, and i$ eafily brmigbt under 
command: iis colour is a mixture of white and black, refembling fmoke; 
andfrom mixmrcsof the above kinds arc formed others of di£erent names and 
propcnics. 


The rej nun, of whom a particular defctipiion (hall hereafter be g^ven, 
15 very common i and this kind is handfome, well-proportioned, and traft- 
ablc, has not much inclination for the female, and is very long lived. The 
bcydi rej has a dreadful pletcing eye, with a tremendous countenance, 
has a ravenous appetite, is vicious, and fleeps a great deal. 

Formerly it was thought unlucky to allow tame elephams to breed; but 
his nujefly has furtnounted this fcruple. 

The female goes with young eighteen lunar months. The fietus be^m 
to have lome form in the eleventh month | in the twelfth month the vcitti, 
bones, nails, and hair are difcerntble; m the thirteenth mootb its may 
be dlfcovcred i and in the fifteenth month it has life. If the female in« 
creafes in ftrength whilft breeding, it is a fign that fhe is big of a male; 
and, on the contrary, if (he is weak, it indicates her having a female. In 
general, an elephant has but one young at a birth, but romeiimes (he has 
two. The young one fucks till it is five years old, after which time It feeds 
on vegetables. At this age it is called baU At ten years it is called powt; 
at twenty, hek and at t bitty, kelbeh. It undergoes fome change at every 
one of thefe periods, and arrives at maturity in fmy years. It is a good figti 
in an elephant to have eyes of yellow and white^ mixed with black and red. 
The elephant has two white tulks, an ell in length, and fometimes longer. 

The 
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The tuiks are &id to be fomctlmcs red, and likewifc four in number. An 
elephant ought to be eight cubits high and nine in length, and fhouid 
meafure ten cubits or more round the back and belly j and white Ipecl^pn 
the forehead arc very lucky, * 

The male elephant wants.,the female in different feafons j feme in winter, 
fome in fummer, and others in the rains; and at this time they commit 
many extravagancies, throwing down houfes and feonc^walls, and pulling 
men from on horfeback with ilicir trunks. The fign of their being liot, is 
a filthy water, of a white or red colour, exuding from their temples, and 
which is of an infuflimible rmell. Each of the temples of an elephant is 
faid to have twelve peribratlohs t before tilts fyniptom the elephant is 
outrageous, and looks very Etandfbme. The natural life, of an elepliant, like 
that of man, is one hundred and twenty years. Tlie depbant has many 
general names, amongfl which are hufry, guj, feel, peel, and hawtee. An 
elephant by being properly trained may be made veiy valuable, lb that many 
who buy anjelepbant for an hundred rupees, b a fliort time make him worth 
ten thouland. 


Elephants are taken to the following places: in Agra, in the wilds of 
Begawan and Nerwar, as fer as Bctar ; the fubah of Allahabad, near Rut- 
tenpoor, Nunderpoor, Sirgetchehi the fubah of Malwah, Hactendeyah, 
Acbowd, Cbundary, Suntwnls, Bijehg;ur, Royfayn, Hofhengabad, Gurh, 
Haryegurh, in tlte fubah of Bahar on the borders ofRobtas, at jabrkhend, 
and in the fubahs of Bengal and OrilTa, particularly at Saigoog, there are 
great numbers. The befr elephants are thofeof Tipperah. 


A herd of elephants is called in the Hindovee language fchan; which 
word is alfo applied to a choufiuid.

See.: on a journey be receives four dams, and at other 
times three daras and a half daily# 

The (bcergeer has five men, vix, one mehawet, one bhuy, and three 
mayhets; the fird has one hundred and eighty dams, theiecond one hundred 
dams per menfem, and the others os before tnentioned. 

For the fadeh are allowed four men .and a boy | namely, a mchawet at 160 
dams, s bhuy at 90 dams per month, and two mayhets and a hoy at tho *

But the bifly and the ddibolhy, vbo has one marked horfc, is reckoned 
amongfl the ahdyai^^^ach foujdar, who U appointed to tweaty*hve or thirty 
dephants, pays the wages of the mehawet and bhuy of the elephant which 
he ofe$ for his own riding; and he who has charge of ten or twenty ele¬ 
phants, pays the wages of one mebaweu Afterwards his nujeAy, not 
fatished with this method, gave a hulkah of elephants in charge to an emeer* 
and ordered him to ruperiniend it. The food is provided by aihgoments 
on ggrernment; and a clerk is appointed to keep the accounts of the re> 
cetpts and expenditures of the department, and to fee the royal leguladons 
carried into czccutbn.

Every year, for each mit/l and Ihcergccr and fadch, are aUqwcd feven 
pieces of gunnies at eight dams and a half per piece, four blankets at ten 
dams each, and eight ox-hidea, at eight dams each. Thefc are made into 
a covering, the fewing of which requires half a feet of twine. A menjbuldi 
and kerhch are allowed each four pieces of gunnies, three blankets, and 
feven ox-hides. For a benderkyah or a mukcl, or a female elephant, 
three pieces of gunnies, ttv« blankets, and four ox-hidcs* In proportion

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to ihe Bllowance of every maund of griiioi there are given to the hulkehdar 
tea fcers of iron for chains, &c. The iron cofts tvro dams per fter. 
■And there are allowed lor each hide one ieet of le(atiic~oi]} a maund 
» ol which cofts fixty dams. Moreover, five leers of cotton thread, which 
cofts eight dams per feer, arc allowed for the kcllaweh of the elephaot, upon 
which the foujdar rides 1 and thofe of the other etephaors arc made of 
h^athcr, See. Lvery year twelve dams ore paid by the hulkahdar, in conli> 
deration of bis having the old articles. 


THE KHASEH ELEfHASTS, 

There arc always fet apart for bis majefty's riding 101 elephants. Their 
allowance of food is the fame in quantity with thofe of the feel khanch, but 
difters in quality. Moft of thefe have moreover five leers of ftigar, four 
fters of ghee, and half a maund of rice, with round and long pepper, &c. and 
Ibme have a maund and a half of milk mixed up with their rice. In the 
fugar-cane fcafbo each elephant has daily 300 canes more or lefs for the 
fpace of two months. His majefty is the mehawet of the clcphanis that 
he rides j but each has three hhuys in the rutting fcafon, and two bhuys 
when^ cool. The monthly pay of each Is from laO' to 400 dams, and Uiey 
receive this pay immediately from h« majefty. And for each elephant 
four mayhets are alfo allowed. Three female clepliants are appointed for 
every hulkah oi the khafeh elephants; which rule is not obferved in the other 
hulkahs i and for fome hulkahs of khafeh elephants, even a greaier num¬ 
ber of females are allowed. The following are the fcrvanls appointed for 
the royal female elephants t for the firft of the large data, two mayhets 
and a hoy ; for [he fecond and third of this cfcfr, one maylwr and a boy; 
and for the other cbfles of the female elephants, the (kmc number of fer- 
vants ate here allowed as in the feel khatwh ; only, that whereas in the 

feel 
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feci khaneh one of tlte omrsbs b appointed to fuperinteDd a hulkah»—• 
here an cmeer is appointed for every fingle elephant. Likewife for every 
ten khafeh elephants, a Skilful perfon is appointed, who is called a dehy- 
dar: the Arft of ihcle has twelve rupees, the fecond ten rupees, and the 
third eight rupees per month. Another oificer, called Nekeeb, is oifo ap> 
pointed to every' ten elephants, whofe bulincfs it Is to report to his nu- 
jefty every day what ekphanis eat lefs than uluai, whether lefs food than 
what is allowed has been given them, or if they are afflicted with any dif- 
order. The nekeeb has one marked horfe, and receives his pay as an 
ahdy. Moreover, for evciy ten elephants one of the fcrvanis of the pre- 
fence h appointed to examkie them once every week, and make his 
leporL 

THE EBASEY SEWaRV, OR THE MANBEB OF RtOrKG THE STATE- 

ELEFRAHTS. 

Idis majefty rides every kind of khalch elephant, frtRn the fiift to the laft 
clafs, making them obedient to his command: and frequently in the 
/v^f6tting feafon, he puts his feet upon the teeth of the elephant and mounts 
him, to the aftonifliment of thofe who are ufed to thefe animals. 

Magnificent amarces arc put upon the backs of fwift-paced elephants, and 
which ferve for places of repofe on joumtes. An elephant fo caparirooed 
is always ready at the palace. 

Whenever bis majefty mounts, a month’s wages are given as a donation 
to the blniySi And when he has rode tea elephants, the following do¬ 
nations arc alfo bcflowed, vk. to the weekly fopervifor too rupees, to 
the dcLdar thirty-one nipees, to the nekeeb fifteen rupees, to the muCbtefF 

fevea^ 
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fevcn rupees and a half. Moreover, the rewards‘‘occafioitolly g^ven to - 
thofe who arc particularly attentive to the duties of their refpe^tive offices, 
arc innumerable. ' 

Svery clepliant has his match appointed for fighting; fotne ore alwaj's 
ready at the palace, and en^ge when the order is given. When the battle 
is over, if the combatants were khafeh elephants, the bhuys of the con¬ 
queror receive a reward of 250 datns| but if they were elephants 'of the 
feel khaneh, the bhuy's of the conqueror receive only two hundred dams. 

The dchydar of the khafeh elephants takes from the monthly pay of every 
bhuy one dim, the muffirefT half a dam, and the nckceb a quarter of a dam 
out every rupee. 

In the feel kbaneh, out of every rupee one dam is taken by the fuddy-^ 
wal, the ddibaOiy, and the bifty; and by the mulhreff and nekeeb as in 
the khafeh depattment.

If an clcpliant*kecpef gives an elephant any drug to make him vicious, 
and he dies in conrcqucncc thereof, he is fubjeft-to capital puniOiment, or 
to have an band cut off, and to beilold for a Have. Md if it was a 
kbafeh elephant, tlic bbuys alfo fliall forfeit three mouths pay, and be 
^ir one year out of fenrice. 

i^lfo a fkilful perfon is appointed to examine every month into the llate 
of the khaleh elephants; and if he finds any one out of flefh, the omrahs 
are fined, and the wages of the bhuys are reduced in proportion to 
their demerits. 

In the feel khaneb an examination is nude every four months by an ahdy, 
who makes his report to his majefiy. 

o 

If an elephant dies, three months wages are taken from the bhuys and 
the mehawet. 

If an elephant breaks a tuflt and has tlie difordcr called kaly, the darogba 
pays two-thirds, and the foujdar onc-thirdof the eighth of the price of the 
elephant. The kaly is a part of the tuik, which upon being wounded 
ruppuraics, and becomes hollow and ufclels. If a tooth is broken without 
oecafiouing the kaly, the fine is a fixteetiih part of the price of the elephant j 
ewo-thitds from the darogha, and one-third from the foujdar. Now, 
only an hundredth part of the price of the ckphant is fixed for the fine 
for the feel khaneh ; but whenever this ncglcd happens towards one of the

THE HORSE STABLES, 


Hb majcfty being very fond of borfes, merchants bring them from 
die two Iralts» Room, Turkcftan, Badakfban, Shitvan, KhergKci, Tibbet, 
and Caflimecr ; and droves are coiitbually arriving from Turan and Iran, 
fo that at this day there are b his majcfly's ftables twelve tboufknd horics. 
And in like manner, as they are contbualJy coming b, fo equal numbers 
are daily gobg out of the frahles b prefents and for otho- porpofrs. 

Skilful peribns ire appnbtcd to look aft« the broods ; and b a bort rime 
the horfes of Hindoftan will cicel tbofe of Arabia. There arc fine horfes 
bred in every part of the empire, but thofe of Ketch excel, bebg equal 
to the Arabs. It is laid, a long time ago an Arabian merchant was fhtp.- 
wrecked on thecoaft of Ketch, and (hat he had feven choke horfes. which 
are reported to have been the progenitors of the horfes oSj^at place, Jn 
Fenjab are bred horfes rcfcmbling irakks, cfpccially in that port which lie* 
between (he rivers Sbd and Bciict, vrhich is alfo called Sebahy. 

The following places likewife 'produce good borfes y Putty Hibetpoor, 
Bejwareb, Tehareh, Agra, Mewat, and the fuhah of Ajmeeri and in the 
nonhern mountains of Hindoftan are a hardy breed of fmill borfes called 
gowt 1 and on the confines of Bengal, near the province of Kotcb, is ahorfe 
:betw^x^ a toodty and a gowt, called tanghian, which is very hardy. 

His majefty. from his regard for this animal, which is on many accounts 
ib valuable to a monarch, has made leveral regulations relpefUng it.

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Firft^ He has direAed that a pdace be fet apart for ttic hoHe-mcrcbiuitSt 
where they may be at ede, and free from molclbition, at the fame time 
that the crafty may be depHred of an opportunity of dJfpofingof tbetr cattle 
to private people. But tiiofe who arc known to be upright tn their dealingsj 
may keep their liorfes where they plcafe, and bring (hem at an appointed 
rime. 


Second, He nominated a perfoti to the oSice of aumeen caravan (a, to 
keep the merchants in order. 


Thirds He appointed a tcpukchy, to keep an account of the borfes chat 
come and tbofe that have been examined. 


Fourth, He appointed iktlful and trolly perfons to fettle the price of the 
cattle. His inaje%, from his excels of goodnefs, in order to fatisfy the 
fuUcll cxpeflations of the horfe-dcalers, generally gives twenty rupees or 
more above the price that is at firft fixed. 

OF THE RANKS OP HORSES. 

Thefe are two j khafth, and thole that are not khafeb. 

The following arc khafeh, vh. fix flablcs, each containing forty choice 
Arabian and PerGan horfes; the flablcs belonging to the three lhahzadchs; 
the flables of courky horfes for the road; and the flables of horfes bred tn 
the royal ftuds j and each flablc has a panicular name: hot, escepting 
the firft fix ftaWes, none ever conCll of more than thirty horics. His ma* 
jelly rides upon all the horfes in the fix llabics, and upon ibme of the others 
occafionally,

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Tlic fhahzadeh's flablcs and tlwle of the Hiodoflany breed arc of tbre* 
klnds^ *jiz, of rhiny, or of twenty» or of ten horfes. A liorfe whofe value 
docs not exceed kh mohurs, is put in the ftable of ten. Tbofe worth from 
ten to ewenty, ftand in the ftabk of twentyt and fo on^ and omrahs and other 
munTubdarSf and great ahdyan are appointed to fupcnntend them. Govern* 
ment finds corn for all the horfes, excepting for the horfe which the 
itakdar of every ftable is allowed for his own ridings and which he toain-- 
tains in com, gtafs, &Cb at his own expencc. 


ITAILY ALtOWAKCE OF FOOP FOR HORSES. 

Every khafeh horfe was allowed doily eight fetrs of grainy when the feer 
Weighed twenty-eight dams | and now that the feet is Rxed at thirty dams^ 
thg allowance is, in the winter revenfeers and.a. half of mowi or mafh boiled j 
and in the furamcr, feven feersand a half of nakhud. Out of the above 
feven feers and a balf, two feers arc gronnd into flour. In the winter, be¬ 
fore the horfe has hU flour, they giye him a feer and a half of fugar, and 
ha lf a feer of ghee. Two dams arc allowed for grots, excepting in 

the fcafon of khaweed *, when they have no grafs j and then, inftcad of 
fugar, they have moUflbs without the ghee. During the three firft days of 
their eating khaweed; they arc not allowed any grain; afterwards, they have 
fix feers of grain, and two feers of molaflcs daily. In tlic iraky and rourky 
Ilables feven feers and a half of boiled grain arc given during the cool 
months: one dam is allowed for boiling a nuund of grain, and once every 
week each horfe is allowed a r|uarter of a feer of fail. At the times tltat 
ghee and khaweed are allowed, every horfe worth thirty-one mohurs and 
upwards, has one feer of fugar. A horfe from twenty-nine down to twenty- 
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one mohurSt Has bat^a feer; atid the inferior horfes bavc none: and before 
eating iHc khan^ced, every horfe worth itioi'c than twenty mohurs is al¬ 
lowed a maund and ten feers of glice. To each borfe from eleven to twenty 
mohurs, they give twenty feers of ghee, and thofe of lefs value have neither 
ghee, nor molaflcs, nor khawced; but every horfe of this laft ctafs is al¬ 
lowed the fifth of a dam weight of fait* The allowance for grafs for each of 
the iraky andtourky horfes is, for thofe at court four dams, and for thofe em¬ 
ployed In the pergunnahs, one dam and a half ptr In the winter, inftcad 

of grafs, is given a biegah of khaweed, the price of which at court is 
valued at 240 dams, and in the country at two hundred dams ; allb, every 
horfe, during the time he is eating the khaweed, has an extra allowance of 
two maunds of molalTcs, and an equal quantity is lelTeaed in the grain. The 
officers of the boufehold draw out an eftlmate of tbefe expences, and ob¬ 
tain proper affignments for the payment of them. Whenever a horfe is 
fick, every neccflaiy expence is paid by govemraent, upon the tefttmony 
of the horfc-do£tor,

Every frallion to a feud of mares is allowed the liune food as a horfe of the 
fUbie. 

The gowc horfes have each five feers and a half of grain, and the ultial 
quantity of felt, and are allowed for grafe a dam and a half at court, or 
one d i^r" and three cheewls In the pergunnahs ^ but they have neitlicr ghee, 
nor molaifes, nor khaweed. 

The kerak horfes (tanghians) have each four feers and a half of grain, 
and fait as ufual, with one dam for grafe at court, or three qumters of a 
dam in the pergunnahs.

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The brood nures Imve each two feers and three quarters of grain, but 
no allowance for fair, grafs, or wood» 

A foal ts permirted to fuck its dam for die three 6r^ months ; after which, 
for the next nine months, it is allowed the milk of two cowsj and for fix 
months after two feers and three quarters of grain daily; and* every fix 
months from this period, they increafe a feer till it be three years old, when 
it is reckoned a full grown horfe. 

THE HORSE^FURHITURE* 

It would be tedious to mention all the royal horfe'firniture ornamented, 
with jewels, and the coverings offilk, &c. 

Befides thofe, iHctc are allowed yearly one hundred and niacty-feven dams 
and a half, &c. viz*

All the otber articles are renewed every yeart and 
fifteen daim two cheetels and a half are taken for the old ones. 


In the other flables^ as far as twenty-one mohurs* there are allowed one. 
hundred and ninety-fix dams and a half annually, in the manner before 
particularized; and in exchange for the old articles twenty-five dams and 
a half are taken by the flate.

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A Dumber of thefc aaimaU are fcio^ed, and always kept ready to fight 
for diverfion. The bead khaieb camels named Sbah Puffend (the king's 
choice) and who is a native of Hindoflan, has, for the fpacc of twelve 
years, conquered all his antagonlUs. Camels arc bred in the following 
places; Ajmeer, Judelipoor, Nagore, B^ganur, Jalmecr, Hetendaj and 
Tahaefir; and, in the iubah of Gujerar, near the province of Ketch, are 
great numbers, and vciy fine. But in Sind is the greateft abundance j tn- 
Ibmuch that many an inhabitant of tbofe pans is mailer of 10,000 camels 
and upwards* The Iwlfrclt camels are thole of AJtpecr; the bell for burden 
are bred in Tatab. 

Arwaneh is the name of a fpecles of female camel. In every country 
camels couple in winter. If the male has two hiimjM, and which kind of 
camel is called biyecfr the young that ir begets, if male, is commonly call ed 
ner j and if female, mayeh : but his majefty has given to the male of thole 
the name of boghdy, Md to the female that of jema^eh. The boghdy 
is the bell for carrying burdens and for fighting ; and the jemo^eh excels 
in fwiftoefs. There is alio a kind of Indian ramel, called look, which, as 
well as the arwaneh aforementioned^ is almoil 35 fwilt as the jemazclU' ff 
a biyeer couples with a jemaaeh, their young.

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For a IcxHc, In the fadeb dmiTon, arc allowed 145 dams, vist^ af«ar, 
jehaz, and takeh, the fame as alieady mentioned ; the laddlc^Ioth, thirty^ 
fix dams and a half; hiog, fliecbbUnd, and guloobund, founeen dams and 
a half. The rungeeii and fadeb, excepting the brafs ring and iron chain?, 
have their fumicuK renewed only onic ta three years; in confidemtion 
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of the old ningecQ iuratturc of c\'«'y kccaf, lixteen dams^ and from a ktiv 
of ladeh, fourteen dams arc taken by government. At the end of every 
three years they draw out an account of the fum allowed for furniture, 
from the amount of which is dedufLed a fourth t>art j and then, after 
taking one tenth from the remainder, an afHgnment is given for the reft. 

The alefy, or camels ufed in carr^'lng fodder and burdens, have new 
furniture every year.

Formerly there were allowed for a ketar of boghdya and Jenuzebs thirty 
dams and three quarters} and for a ketar of looks, twenty-four dams and 
a half; but it being teprefented to his majefty that the camel-keepers iverc 
lofcrs by provldbg at thb fixed rate, it was ordered, in the fortieth year 
of the reign, that the current price ftiould m future be allowed. 

It is a cuftom, that on every new year's day, the farban baftiyan receive 
a donation upon trimming the camels, anointing them with O'!!, and receiv¬ 
ing the alcfy-fumiturc, &c.

RITLES for AIJOIHTING TllE CA»£L£« 

For every boghdy and jemazeh, are aUowed annually three feers and three 
quarters of lHame«oil, three quarters of a &er of lulphur, and fix feers 
and a half of buttcr'milk. Each of the other kind of camels has the £unc 
as thofe abovementioned^ excepting that of fulphur It has only twelve 
chattaks. Three feers of the oil are ufed in anointing the camdf and the 
remainder Is injeflcd up the noftrib. Formerly this allowance was quarterly, 
but now IS given once a year only. 

TEE RANKS OF THE CAMELS, AND TEEIR SERVANTS. 

His majelty has formed them into ketais, or rows, eacli of which is 
committed to thb care of a luban. 

The ketars are of three kinds. FirfI:, Five ketars are given in charge to 
a perfon called blllopunjee, or a ruperintendaot of twenty-five camels : 
Second, Ten ketars, together with nine Carbans, arc put under a perfon 
who is filled pinjahee, or a ruperintendant of fifty: Third, One hundred 
ketars, with tlieir farbons, are under the orders of; a punjfuddy, or a fuper- 
intendant of 500. Out of thefe loo ketars, ten are under the particular care 
of the punjfuddy. Government finds farbans for only nine of ihefc ketars; 
live others being provided by the punjfuddy huoTelf. The fiobans of fifty, 
and thofe of twenty-five, are 'uaduded in the number of the five hundred, 
and receive their pay accordingly.

TJie rup^rinteadant of twen(y«five camels receives monthljr 720 dams^ 
and bas alTo one marked Jyaboo horfe. The ruperinrendant of fifty has 
a marked horie, and receives monthly 960 dams. At prdent feverd of 
the puojruddies are dignified with the rank of youzbalhy. 

Out of every ketar, one camel is appropriated for the traafporution Csf 
the camp^quipoge: there is a tepceckchj for this department t 

Eveiy punjfUddj is under the orders of an emeer. 

A number of foot-foldiers are appointed to this depaitmcnt, to report, 
from rime to rime, the Hate thereof, in order that there ma}’ be no 
negTedh; and every fix months die condition of the camels is ferutinized. 

From the time that a camel Is fit for fervice, and has pafled muficr, 
if it is miffing, the farban, the pinjahee^ and the punjfuddy, are fined 
in Its full price. Or If a camel becomes blind or lame, they are fined 
he fourth of its price. 

Re^'bary ts the name ^ven to a tribe of Hindoos who are Allied In 
the managemept of camels« they teach the Hindoo look to travel at a

greic r:uet AkhougS^ for tke fpccdy^ conveyance of mteUlgenrc, poA-mcn 
are flationed at cvciy five cofe, from one extremity of the empire to the 
other, yet a great number of thefe mmel-riders are continualty in watting at 
the palace, for the purpolc of carrying orders or meflkgcs the infrant they 
arc ready to be difpatched, to the mofr difrant extent of the monarch's • 
val realm. 

Each reybary has the following number of camels committed to his care 
for breeding, vh. fifty arwanehs, one biyeer, and two looks. The biyeer 
and the look have the fame allowance of grain as before mentioned, but 
nothing for grafs. The fifty arwanehs have neither allowance for grain nor 
grafr.

Formerly the ftaic ufed to exaft a fourth part of the wool flicared from 
every boghdy and jemozch, and which, upon an average, ufed to amount 
to four feers per bead. Tlris cuftom his majefty has abolilhed; and in lien 
thereof, obliges the larban to furnilh the dumafsar and fome other trifiJng 
articles.

THE GAW KHANEH, OH OX.STAB1XS. 

Throughotic Hindoftan the ox is cfLcemed luckyj and held in greaa 
veneration. Every part of the empire produces good oxen j but thole of 
Gujentt arc eflcaned the belt. Thefe wUl travel thiity«lix miles in twenty’* 
four hours; and they are fwifter tlion the gcaemlity of ho'rfcs. Sometimes 
a pair of them arc fold for loo mohursi but they arc very common for 
ten and twenty mohurs. There is alSf abundance of fine oxen in Bengal 
and the Deccan, that will kneel down to be loaded. Many cows at Dehly 
give daily twenty quarts of milk each j and arc foldom fold for more than 
ten rupees. His majeily has a pair of bullocks which colt him 500 rupees. 
In the neighbourhood of Tibbet and Calhniccr arc the katols, which arc 
of a very extraordinary appearance. This animal fcldom lives above 
twenty-five years 

His majefiy divided the oxen into troops, and committed each to the 
charge of a keeper. 

One hundred of the cboicelt oxen are made khaleh, and called kowtel; 
fifiy-one others are the half, and fifiy more the quarter-kowtel. If any 
deficiency happens in the kowtel, it b fijpplied from the halfikowtel, and 
ib on: and all the three above-mentioned kowteUoxea are khafeb. 

Alfo, from fifty to 100 head of oxen, are formed into a troop, with proper 
forvants} after which* their ranks being determined, they are put into their 
refpeftive dalTcs. 


Likcwlfe 
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Likewile others are appointed for drawing chariots and carts» and for 
carrying water. 

And in the fame manner are the cows and mUk-bufialoes formed into 
divtftons, and put under the chaj^ of proper fervants. 

There U alfo a fpecics of fmall o«n, called gaynee, which a« wdl limbed 
and very beautiful. 

PAtET allowance OF FOOD FOE TJJE OXEU. 

Efcry head of the three firft khafeh kinds is allowed daily fii feers and 
a quarter of grain, and a dam and a half for gtafi j together with a maund 
and nineteen feers of molafics for the whole, which the daroghah diftri- 
butes amongft them as he fees proper. For each of the other khafeh kinds, 
(tx feers of grain, and grafs as before; but they have not any molaiTes. 

For the others, as follows: ift kind. Six fern of grain j for gtafs, if 
at court, one dam and a half; and if on a march, only one dam: ad kind, 
Grmn. five feers; and grafs as before. 

The chariot-bullocks fix fcers of grain, and grafs as before; the gaynecs, 
fitft kind, three feers of grain j for g^, if at courr, one dam; and if on a 
inarch, thrcc»quarters of a dam. Second kind, grain two feers and a half; 
grafs, if at court, three quarters of a dam. The male buffaloes (called tn 
Hindoftan urneh) dght fcers of wheat flour boiled up with two feers of 
ghee, and two feers and a half of tnolaffcs; olfo one feer and a half of grain; 
and two are allowed for grafs. This animal, when in the vigour of 
youth, is fo wondcriully brave, and has fuch ftrength, that he will attack a 
VoL, I. 7 ' 
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iion, and tear him in pieces. When he is old he is ufed for carrj'Ing water, 
and is then allowed eight leers of grain, and two dams for giafs. 

The other buffaloes that are employed in drawing wrater, are each al¬ 
lowed fix fecrs of grain, and two dams fof grals. 

The bell of the chariot-bullocks have each fix feers and a quarter of 
chcnah, and two dams for gtafs; the reft of tbefe have each five fecis of 
grain, and grals as before. Thofc that work in carts formerly had five 
feers of grain, and one dam and a half for grals, but their prelcnt allow¬ 
ance of grain is a quarter of a fee r lefii. 

The milch cows and buffaloes, when at court, have grain given tlieni equal 
in weight to their milk. A cow gives from one to fifteen quarts of milk, 
and a buffaloe from two quarts to iliirry. An efllmaic being made of the 
quantity of milk given by each, there arc demanded two dams weight of 
ghee for every quart of milk given by each. 

An herd of oxen or buffaloes, is called / that m the hImdo%’ec language. 

servants employed with the oxek, 

lo the khafeh ftables one perfon is allowed to look after four head of 
cattle j and out of futccnof fuch perfons one has five dams, ajd the others 
four dams each ftr ditto. The keepen ol the other ftables have each the 
fiine pay as thofc above mentioned, but then every one looks after fix oxen. 
Some of the charioteers receive their pay as abdyani, and others liavefrom 
112 to a 54 dams per mettfeau The tthd {or chariot) is of two forms,, chut- 
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tcrdftr, or witb an umbrclLi, and thofe chat arc without that etifign cf royalt^r- 
The beliul is lomctimes drawn by horfes, when it is called goher behul. 


Formerly, lor every ten arababs, or earta, there were twenty arabcUeeu, 
carters, appointed, together with a carpenter. The daily pay of the hea^i 
arabachy was five dams, and that of the others four dams each. For fornc 
particular behuls are allowed after the rate of twenty arabchcean for fif¬ 
teen bchuls, without any carpemer. The head arabchy fumiflicd repairs; 
in confideration of which, ho received annually aaoo dams. 

Formerly, as has been faid above, the repairs were made at the expence 
of the daroghalu ; but every day that ihc carriages were itfcd there was an 
allowance of half a dam for owng, which is hemp mixed with gliec, and 
twifted round the aile*tree of the wheel to preferve it. 


Aftenvards, when the arabchecan had the contnia:, it was agreed that 
they fhould fiimllh the carpenter's work and the owng. At firfi it was 
cufioimiiy for the carts to carry on marches a quantity of baggage beionglng 
to the diffeient oiEces, and afterwards to carry aifo whatever fire-wood was 
required for the kitchen, and to iranfport timbers and bricks for the public 
buildings i but caw there arc allowed 200 carts for the ufo of the buildings 
iolely i and 600 carry to the kitchen, tn the courl'e of ten months, 1 jo,ooo 
tmunds of wood. AVhen the aiabchccan had the contraa, if a bcall died 
they found another in his room*

But it having been rcprcfetiied to his m^eily that the contraftors did not 
fulfil their engagements, he abplilhed that mode, and ordered dtat the oxen 
fhould again be ^iven in charge to proper perfons j and ordered tliat eve^ 
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raftr l«

cart* bullock Ihould have a daily allowance oi four feers of grain, wkb one 
dam and a half for gnifS) excepiing in the four tainy months ; when no al¬ 
lowance is made for this lall article* There are alfo appointed for ever}' 
eighteen carts twelve men, one of whom is a carpenter* Now if a buDock 
dies, government fuppUes another in bis flcad; and likewife gives an al*. 
lowance for owng % and is at the expence of rep^s. 

The oxen that are worked are muflered once a ymr j and thofe that are 
unemployed, every Cx months % when the o^’etfeers make a report of the con* 
dicion in which they find them. 

The carters, in confequence of their being excufed from afii fling in the 
buildings, and carrying fire-wood, are obliged to perform every other fervice 
that is required of them. 


OF MULES. 

A mule is tl>e fpecles between an horfe and an afs, produced either by 
a mare and a male.als, or, on the contrary, by a Ihe-^ and a faorle* Hit 
majefly had a young afs coupled with a tangblon mare, and they ptoduced 
a very fine mule. 

The excellency of a mule Is, that it never foigets the road which it has 
once travelled. No beafl of the lame fixe carries to heavy a burden; ic 
goes better over uneven ground, and has eafier pees than any other ani* 
mat. They are not bred In Hindoflan, excepting in Fukely and its vici¬ 
nity. Tlie people of this country confidered them as a£b,and were alluuned 
to ride upon them i but his majelty countenancing this animal, has re¬ 
moved the diflike.

THE DAIET ALLOWANCE Of FOOD fOA MULES. 

An Anbian m^a Persian mule b allowed fix feers of grab daily; for grafst 
if at court, two dams; and on a journey, or when employed m the ^ntiy, 
one dam and a half. 

The Hindy mule has four feers of grab, and b albwed for grals one 
and a half if ai court, and only one dam If employed m the country: 
and each mule is allowed weekly diree quarters of a dam for fait, 

FtrRKITOAE FOR MULES. 

For the fommire of each of the Aiabbn, Pcrfian, and other foreign 
mules, is allowed annually three hundred and fifty-four dams ; and for the 
furniture of an Hbdy mule, one hundred and fifty-one dams and a 

quarter* 

A mule is food twice a-ycar, for which are allowed eight dams. 

Every ketar has a perfon to look after it, who b called afierban; if he 

be a native of Iran or Turan, he has moiKhly fiom four hundred to one 

ihoufand 
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thoufuid nine hundred and twenty damsi an Hiody afterban haa from 
two hundred and forty to two hundred and fifty<-Ax dams. 

All whole monthly wages exceed ten rupees, are themTekes at the ex¬ 
pence of the grain and grafs. The overfeers of this depanment examine 
, the condition of the cattle twice a-year; and the mules are annually brought 
Into the royal prefence. 

If a mule becomes blind or lame, the afterban is fined a fbunh of its 
pnee; and if a mule is loft, half its price is exacted. 

For carrying burdens and drawing water, there are alfo kept aiTcs, each 
of which is allowed daily three fters of grain, and one dam for grafs; and 
for furniture the ikme as the Hindy mule, excepting diat the afs has no lad- 
dle-cIoth. For repairing the furniture there is an annual allowaace of twenty* 
three dams. Their keeper has never more than one hundred and twenty 
dams monthly. 

THE MANNER IN WHICH HIS MAJESTY SPENDS HIS TIME. 

On this depends the welfare and happinefs of all ranksof people. 

It is his majefty’s conftant endeavour to gain and fecure the hearts of 
all men. Amidft a ibouland cares and perplexing avocations, he fuffers not 
his temper to be in any degree difturbed, but is always cheerful. He is ever 
ftriving to do that which may be moft acceptable to the Dcjtyj and em¬ 
ploys his mind on profound and abftraftcd l^jcculatjons. From his thirft 
after wifdom, he is continually labouring to benefit by the knowledge of 
others, while he makes no account of his own lagacious admlniftration. He 
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Ijflem to wliAt tvcrf one hatU to fay, becauH; k may happen that his heart 
may be enlightened by the communication of a jtift fcniiraenr, or by (he 
relation of a laudable aftion f but although a long penod Ina elapfed in 
this pradice, he has never met with a peribn whofe judgment he could 
prefer to his own: nay, die mofl experienced datefhieD, on beholding this 
ornament of the throne, bluQi at ihcir own itifufficiency, and ftudy anew 
tlic arts of government. Ncvcrihelefs, out of the abundance ot his faga- 
ciiy, he will not fufler himfclf to quit the paths of inquiry. Although lie 
be forrounded with power and fplendor, yet he never fuffers himfelf to be 
led away by anger or wrath. Others employ ftory-tellers to lull them to 
fleep, but his majefty, on the contrary, liftens to them to keep liim awake. 
From the excefs of his rigbceonrners, he exercifes upon himfelf both inward 
and outward auftcrities, and pa}'5 Ibmc regard to external ferms, In order that 
ihofc who ate attached to edablilhed cuHoms may not have any caufe for re- 
proach. His life is an unititcrrupred feries of vinoe and found morality, 
God IS witnefs that the wife of all ranks are tmanimous in this declaration. 

He never laughs at nor ridicules any religion or feft ; he never wailes his 
time, nor omits the pcrfoTmanceofany dutyi fothat, through the bicfling 
of im upright intentions, every aflion of his life may be conlidcred as an 
adoration of the Deity. He is continually returning thanks unto Provi¬ 
dence, and ferutinixing his own conduft j but he moil: elpccially lb employs 
himfelf at the foUowing Sated times:—at day-break, when the fun begins 
to dilTufe his rays i at noon, when thar grand illuminator of the utiiverfe 
Ihines in full refi^endcncc j in the evening, when he dilappcats from the in- 
babiianis of the earth} and t^ain ai midnighr, when he recommences his 
afeent. All ihcfc grand myfterics are in honour of God f and if dark- 
minded, ignorant people cannot comprehend tiieir fignificaiion, who is to 

be 
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be blamed ? Every one b leofible that it b indiffwiilably our duty to praife 
our beoefaf^ori and confequcntly it b incumbeat on us to praife thb DiSufer 
of bounty^ the Fountain of Light! and more erpedally behovoth it princes 
lb to do, Ibetng that this Sovereign of the beaveiu Ibeddeth hb benign in¬ 
fluence upon the monarchs of the earth. His majefly has alfo great venera¬ 
tion for fire in general, and for lamps; fioce they are to be accounted rays 

of the greater light. 

• 

He is ever fpiing of the lives of offenders, wiflilng to beftow happineG 
upon all his fut^e&. 

He abftains much from ficlh, fo that whole months paTs away without 
hb touching any animal food. He takes no delight in fenfual gratifica^ 
donsi and in ihecourfe of twenty-four hours never makes more than one 
meal. 

He rpends the whole day and night in the performance of hb ncceflkry 
avocations, excepting the finall portion required for fleep. He ukes a 
little repofe in the evening, and agtun far a fliort time in the morning. The 
greateft part of the night b employed in the tranfaftion of bufinefs} 
to the royal privacy are then admitted philolbphers and virtuous fofees, 
who feat themfclves, and entertain hb majefty with wife difeourfe. On 
thole occafions his majefty fathoms the dcptJis of knowledge, examines 
the value of ancient inftitutions, and forms new regulations, that the aged 
may ftaod coircfted in their errors, and the rifing generation be provided 
with fit rules for governing their condud. There arc alTo prefent at thefe 
alTcmblies, learned biftorians, who relate the annab of pad times, juft as the 
^^cnis occuircd, without addition or diminution. A confiderablc part of 

the 
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the night ts rpent in hearing reprefentations of the ftate of the eminre, and 
giving orders for wTiatcrcr is ncceflary to be done in every department. 
Three houn before day there are introduced to the prefence, muficians of all 
nations, who recreate the affombly with vocal and inftrumental melody. 
But when it wants only abbot an hour of day, his majefty prefers filence, 
and employs himfelf at his devotions. Juft before the appearance of day, 
people of all ranks are in waiting j and foon after day-break are permitted 
to make the koornifli, after rhe manner which will prcfently be deferibed. 

Next, the haiam are admitted to py their compliment. During this 
time various other aftairs are tranfafted *, and when ihofe arc ftnirhed, he re¬ 
tires to reft for a ftiort rime. 


the bar, or times of admission to the royal presence. 

His majefty is vifiblc to every body twice in the courfc of twentydour 
hours. Firft, after the performance of his morning devotions, he is ften 
from the Jarokha fay people of all ranks, without any moleftation from the 
mace - bearers. This mode of flicwing himfelf is called Durfun*; and 
it frequently liappcns that bull nets is tmnlaifted at this dme. The fecond 
time of his being viltbic is in the dowlct khaneh, whither he generally goes 
after nine o'clock in the morning, when all people are admitted. But 
this aflcmbly is fomenmes held in the evening, and fometimes at night. He 
adfo Irequcntly appears at a window which opns info the dowlct khanch | 
and from thence he receives ptitions, without the intervention of any 
perfon, and tnes and decides upon them,

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Every officer of government reprefents to tus tnajeil5* his refpeftive wants, 
and is always inftru&ed by lilin how to proceed. 

He coohders ao equal tlKbibudon of jdtice and the happlnefs of his 
{ubjc<^ as efientia) to his own felicity, and never ruffi:rs his temper to be 
ruffied whild Itc is hcoiing caufes. 

'Whenever his majelly orders a bar (or court) to be held, they beat a 
large kettle-drum, to apprize every one thereof. The royal family, the 
omrahs,and others, immediately at tend to make the koomilh, each standing 
in his proper place. The learned and the mechanic make their refpeflive 
reprefentatlons ; the daroghos and tepukefaees fer forth their feverat wants i 
and the officers of judice give in their reports. During the whole time there 
are exhibitions of gladiators, wrelliers, muheians, &c. 

THE KOORKISH AND THE TtjSLEEM, 

Various are the forms of falutations which have been adopted for ad- 
dreOIng monarchs. Thefe bow down the head, and thofe bend the knee, 
whild others pradlifc dificrent modes, in token of HibmiQion. 

His majelly has commanded the palm of the right hand to be placed 
upon the forehead, and the faesd to be bent forwards. This kind of falu- 
tat ion is called koornifh, i e. the head being placed in the hand of fup- 
pUcation, becomes an oflering to the holy aflcmbly.’* 

The tufleero is perfcimed after the foilowing manner: The back of the. 
tight hand is placed upon the ground, and laifed gently till the perlbn 
ftands tnH % when lie puts the palm of his hand upon the crown of his 
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head. His msyeRy relates 3 & fotloves 1 “ One day my father beftowikl upon 
me a royal cap, which I put upon my head, and becanfc it was too'Siu^e 
for me, I held it on with my left band, bowed down my head, and made 
” the twfleem. The king tvas exceedingly pfeafed with this neiv nictbod» 
** and from that time it became the mode of perfomung that obeitancc." 
Upon introduftion, or on taking leave, or upon receiving a munfub, or 
jhgecr, or a drefs, or an dephanr, or an borfe, it is ulual to make three 
tulleems; and on occafions of lefi moment, tliey perfonn only one tviilesm. 

Formerly the courtiers ufed to add the iijdali to the koornifh and tuflecro; 
but as ianorant and LU*difporcd people viewed this aftion in the light of 
impious adoration, his majefty ordered it to be difcominued by all ranks 
of people on public occalions. However, in the private aflbmblics, when 
any of thole in waiting are ordered to feat themfelve!, th^ on this occahon 
bew down their foreheads to the earth, 

OF SPIRITUAL GUip.\XCE. 

•By the decrees of God, the Giver of wifdom, mankind are in general dif- 
pol^ to applaud their own anions, and to condemn tliofe of others j 
wbitft Ibme, however, arc never lb happy as w^hcti th^’ are a^ing to the 
prejudice of ihctr neighbour: there are others who prefer the watchful care 
of the world to their own pcrlbnal intcrclb. Thus different bodies of men 
hold different beliefs, and amufe themfelves with their refpeftive dreams 
and illullons. But it now and then happens that a perfon relinquifhcs bis 
peculiar habits and cuftoms,in confequcncc of a contemplative turn of mind, 
whereby he unravels the warp and woof of cite veil of deception, and difeovtrs 
the beautiful countenance of confiftency and truth. But the lamp of wifdom 
doth not enlighten every hoofe, neither is every heart capable of receiving 

A a a information; 
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informaiion i lo that when a man arrives ai facli a degree of knowlcd^, 
lie keeps filcnce, from the dread of lavage beafb in human forms. If, how¬ 
ever, in the follnels of his Iicart be attempts to reveal his icnttmetits, the 
ignorant upbraid him with Infanity, allow no credit to what lie lays, brand 
hfin with tlic epithets of infidel and blalphemcr, and probably deprive bim 
of life. But when, tbrougb the good fortune of mankind, the l^fon arrives 
for the revelation of truth, a perfon is endowed with tliis degree of know^ 
ledge, upon whom God bellows the robes of royalty, that he may lead men 
in the right way with ablblute dominion} fuch as is the emperor of our 
time. The aftrologers were apprized of this from the hour of his majefty^s 
nativity, and whifpered their exultations to each other* His majelty^ 
however, did for fome time call a veil over this myllcry, that it might not 
be known to ftrangers. But that which the Lord willeth to have done, 
who hath power to avoid ? In bis infanc}', he involuntarily performed fuch 
affions as aBonifhed the beholders j and when at Icng^tb, contrary to bis 
inclination, thofe wonderful adlions exceeded all bounds, and became dif- 
cernible to every one, he confidered it to be the will of the Almighty, 
that he fhoald lead men in the paths of rightcoofnefs, and began to teach ; 
thus fatisfying the thirlly who were wandering in the wilderocf* of enquiry. 
Some he taught agreeably to their wilhes; wbilft he difap pAinted others 
in their dclircs. Many of his difciplcs, through die bicfling of his holy 
breath, obtain a greater degree of knowledge in the courfe of a liogle day, 
than they could gain from The inflruAion of other holy doclon after a fall 
of forty days. Kumbers of thole who have bid adieu to the world, fuch as 
fonnaffccs, caicndan, philofophers, and fofccs, together with a multiiudc 
of men of the world, namel}.', loldiers, merchants, hufbandmen. and me¬ 
chanics, have daily their eyes opened umo knowledge: and men of all 
nations and ranks, in order to obtain their dclires, invocate his maiefty, 
conlidcring thofe vows as the nwans of extiicating themfelves from difficulties^ 
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aad when they hive aitiined theli wtihes, they bring to the royal prefence 
the oifcTings which dicy had vowed. But many» &om the remotenda of 
their Gtuatbn, or lo avoid the buflle of a oourr, bdiow their vows in 
charity, and pais their lives in grateful pralfes. If his inajefiy moves from 
the capital, in order to fettle the affairs of the empire, to conquer king' 
doms, or to enjoy the picafures of the chace, there is not a city, tows, 
or village, that doth not fend out crowds of men and women, to prclent him 
the offerings which they had vowed. From this fource of Uic fountain of 
bounty have been obtained the following bleflings; Succcls In bu^els» 
reftoratlon of health, birth of a fon, reimion of difeonrenTed ffknds, long 
life, increale of power and wealth i with the accompIiOimeQt of many other 
petitions. He, who knoweth what will come to pafs, gives {atisfaftoiy an. 
fwers to every one, and applies remedies to their afOi^^ons. 

Not a day paffes but people bring cups of water to the palace, befccchlng 
him to breathe upon them. He, who is privy to the fecrets of Heaven, reads 
the decrees of fate, and, if tidinp of hope arc received, takes the water from 
the fitppliant, places it in the fun's rays, and then having bellowed upon it . 
his aufpicious breath, returns it. Alfo many whofe difeafes are deemed 
incurable, inneat him to breathe upon them, and are thereby reftored to 
health.

The moft ftriking proof of his raitaculous powers Is the following: — A 
talkative ignorant rcclufe fald, *' If there be any latent good in me, it be- 
** liovetb you to bring It to perfc^Ion j" and having fo faid, he felt down 
in a trance at the threlhold of the pakcc. The day was not ended before 
he obtained hts wilh. 
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His majtfty, out of lib great wifdom^ Is very backward in granting this 
reqticl\, eacufing himfclf by faying, How lliall I teadi, till 1 have myftlf 
been InftTuded But if there be in any one evident figns of truth, and he 
is very importunate, he is accepted j and on Sunday, when the fun is in die 
meridian, obtains bis hean*s dehre. And from beholding ihcfc wonders, 
choufrnds of every perluafion have believed on him. 

The perfon who wants to be initiated In all rightconfaefs, places his turban 
in the palm of bis band, and putting bis head upon bis majefty’s feet, faith, 
** 1 have call away my prefumprlon and ieUilbnels, which were the caufe of 
various evils, and am come a fuppliont, vowing to devote the lemaindcr 
** of my life in tbh world to the attainment of immortality/’ Then bis 
majedy llretches out the band of favour, raifes up the fuppllcant, replaces 
his turban upon his head, faying, My prayers are addrelTcd to Heaven for 
■** yourfiipport, in order that your aJpiring inclinations may bring you from 
** feeming exlllence unto real exigence/* He then gives bint the fhufr, 
upon which is engraven one of the names of G0^,|and the words 
** Albb Akber,” that he may be inftrufted in the following verfe; 

The pure (huft and the pure fight never cir.” 

His roajef^ inftrudb others as circumftances may require j and many, 
according to their capacities, are recreated with fublime difcouifes. 

But this is not the proper place for giving a full account of the manner in 
which he indruds mankind, or of the numerous miracles which he has per- 
formed. Should my life be lengthened fuffidently, and Aiould I have 
Jelfure enough, it U my intention to compofc a volume on this interefring 
fubje^ 
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fiULES OP DISCIPLINE. 

When tuTo dlfciples tn«t^ one ** Allah Akber,‘^ (God ij greatefl) 
and the other anfwers, <* JiUejMehoo,” glory *>. And 

this form of lalutadon is appointed merely to the end that they may keep 
the Deity In continual remembrance^ by cRcrcihng their tongues in bis praile. 

It U alfo ordered by his majeltyi that the food which is ufuaUy given 
sway after the death of a pcrroa> fhall be prepared by ibe donor during 
his life-time* 

Every dirdpte on the aoniverfary of his birth-day^ is obliged to make a 
feall* and to beAow alms- 

He is alfo enjoined to endeavour to ablbin from eating Ucfh entirely; and 
if he is not able to quit it altogether, he muft at leaft refrain at the times 
appointed in the regulations for the Sulyanch, as alfo during the whole of 
the month in which he was bom. He is prohibited from eating voluntarily 
of any animal that he hath himTdf flain. Neither Is he to eat out of the 
lame dilh with butchers, hunters, or bird-catchers s nor is he allowed to have 
commerce with prcgmint or old women, or with one who is barren, or with 
a girl under the age of puberty. 

THE MUSTER OF ELEPHANTS, 

This muflcr precedes all others. Every day a khafeh elephant, with bis 
houfings and trappings, Is brought to the front of the palace j and on the

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lirft day of every PerHan months ten elephant are brought j and on every 
Itif^ding day, ten buikahs of ten each. On Monday ten hulkahs of twenty 
each are brought (o be muttered, >^nicn an elephant is muttered they atk 
bis name, cjf which each of thetc animals, as wcU as every horte, has a 
diftcrent one. They alto require the name of the dehydar—how he was 
obtained—his price—allowance of food—age—where bred^^t what rime 
he is rank—how often he bos been fo—how long he ufually continues in that 
flate—how often he has fought, and tvith what fuccefs—^how often he has 
been brought for the royai uft—how often he ha^ been mounted by his 
maje%—when he was admitted aroongft the khafeh elephants—at what 
periods he has changed his keepers—when his tulks were drefTcd—^how 
often he has been muftered—^what fervanra look after him—the names of * 
tJie cmeer and the ruperintendant. Ail dicfc quefUons are anfwered by the 
tepukchy. 

Refpeding the other elephants, the following quefUons are alkcd: The 
name of the hulkadar—price of the elephant—^how he was obtained—^whether 
he is fit for riding, or for carrying burdens—what is his rank—^whether 
he b to continue with bis prefent fbujdar, or to be transferred to another. 

Alfo, every day five new elephants are font to the fuddywal to have 
their rank determined ; which being done, they are put into their refpeftive 
cladcs. 

Every Sunday an elephant b brought to the palace to be given away ro 
one of the moft deferving fcrvanis j and fome hulkabs are fet apart for this 
puipofc.

After ihcfe are miiftercd the 
gowt and tanghian horfes, and thofe of the baigeers; tftey are brought ac¬ 
cording to their price, and if two are equal‘in value, then that which was 
firft received hito the ftable precedes the other. 

Previous to mufter, fkilful perfons fix the prices of the lan ghiai^t^ 
anew, and determine whether they (hall be of the firft, (ecohd, or^ third 
clafs.

7 THE BATTLES OF DEER. 

There are always on^j^ndred snd one khafeh deer, each of which has a 
proper name fignificant of his charaaer; and for every couple of thefc a 
keeper is appointed. The battles of ihde animals are of three kinds: 
jft, Khaleh deer with khaJeh; ad, Kboleh deer with thofrof the (hazadclis ; 
3d, Kliafe}! deer wi!h thofe of forty-two of ihe principal eburtiers, w hom bis 
majefty has formed into twenty-one mifials ; being compofed of munfubdars 
of fcTCn thoufand down to debbalhecs. 

A wager is laid upon every battle, and the money depoliced j and each 
b«ilc is from eight rupees lo elgKr niohitrs, * 
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Ic is a riik, diat a deet who runs away In ihrce battles is turned 6ut of the 
kliafch rank. A deer who has given proo& of courage in battle, is called 
arkuU Tliofc who are fit for fighting bqt have not yet engaged, are called 
aneen. .• 

The aboveme^oned for^ perfoos,^who are formed, tnyn twenty->one 
miflais, are called hovofnakan i and it is they who de|»o6t the betSi 

• 

Every iniilal h^ allb fer fighting, a hufikloc, a bull, a ram, a goat, and a 
cock; and when the battles of deer are conduded, thefe arc Iported with. 
The ber upon a bufialoe is from four rupees to four mohurs j* upon a bull, 
a ram, ,or a goat, from two rupees to two mohurs; and upon a cock, the 
lame as a buffaloe. Formerly there were not any battles of bulls and rams. * 

Thefe battles are fought at night, on the fourteenth day*of the mt^o, in 
ihe front of die palace. 

There are alfo other deer, called kowtd and l^tlf kowtel, each divtfion 

* •to 

conlilling of a fixed number. Whenever there is a dcfideocy in the num¬ 
ber of khaleh deer, it is fiipplicd fiom the kowtel ; and what is wanting in 
the kowtel is made up from the half kowtd; all tlicfc are continually in 
training, and are made to engage with each other for tna] of their cbarafler. 

The hunters when they take wild deer, bring them to the palace, where 
■ ihcir prices arc fixed ; they are formed into four ranks, or degrees of gpod- 
nefs, and the price is from two rupees to two mohurs each. 
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THE DAILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD, 

The kJiafch deer, thofe of the kqwtel, and thole ijelonging to the figlit- 
ing miflals, Iiave each a daily allowance of two feers of grain, lialf a feet 
of wheaten bread, two chattacks of ghee, and hall a dam to purchale 
grais i but the hovofnak pays for gmfs for thofe of the miflals and the kowtela. 

Each of the khafeti deer, the khanchzad, and the kowtcl, has a perfon 
to look after it ; but of thofe belonging to the miflals, one looks 

after a couple, and if there be an odd one, a feparatc perfon is^ippointed to 
look after it; but there is no allowance for grafi. 

A deer who is ^ren in charge to a perfon to be trained, is allowed 
daily one fecr and three quartets of grab, and half a dam for grafs. For 
every four^ of ihefc a keeper is appointed, and If they arc fit to be admitted 
imo^he rank of khafeh, a keeper i^sippointcd for every couple. 

The deer kept at a difiance from court, arc each allosvfd daily one fp« 
and a half of grain, and a man to look after it. 

A ncw-caught deer, for^hc firil week kas not any grain gH*en liim j for 
fifteen days after that, he has half a feer of grain daily i from that period 
one fecr till a month andl half are ebpfed, when the allowance is one feer

The ahookhatich, ordcef-hoofe, is fupcriniend^by munrubdars,ahdyan, 
and foot foUlIcrs?" The pay of a foot-foldieT is from eighty to 400 dams 
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lyz, 

fcr There art now coUedcd together twelve ihou&nd fchoicc deefj 

which are taught aftjcr difTercnt ni 3 iiner$« There are alfo tiumbers of does 
kept apart for breeding. Of the largcfl ftze of thefe each is allowed daily 
ooe fecr and a half of grab, and lialf a dam lo purchalc grafi. A doc-fawn 
fucks her^dam for t'vi months, afte^l which period It is albwcd daily a 
quarter of a feer of grain; and this aUowancc is iiicrcafed a quarter of a feer 
every two months till it commences its fccond year, when it Is confidered as 
a full grow'n doe, and allowed one feer and a half diem: from the com- 
mencemeot of the feventh month till the end of the ninth month, it is 
allowed dSily a quarter of a dam for grafs, after wluch the allowance is half 
a dam. 

A buck-fawn, after fucking two months, has daily lix chattacks, of 
grain i and this ^owance is increafed fix chattacks every two months till 
he commences liis lecond year, after which the daily allowance is two feers 
and a quarter i for grafs the daily allowance is, from the fifth to the eighth 
month, a quarter of a dam, and after that half a dam. ‘^

* REGULATIONS FOR BUILDINGS. 

His majefty is continually giving employm^ to a number of hands in 
ercaing fortifications and palaces,^ colleges, and musjids, and in building 
ferais throughout the empire for the convenience of travellers, and digging 
rcfervolrs of water and wells. , 

And, in order to prevent impofitiofi,'hc has caufed an eftim^e to be made 
of the cxpcnce of labour, and of the priiflts of the fcvcral articles ufcd in 
building.

THE ARMY,

1^15 niAjcfly has formed this Itnmenfe rauJiitode into different ranks $ 
fomc are folcly under his own immediate orders, and are exeufed from the 
performance of many duties that arc required of others. Ukewifo a number 
of the inhabitants of the wiJds and Ids civilized parts of the empire, are, by 
proper difeipline, made to be ufefol. The zemeendary troops alone, are m 
number upwards of four millions and four hundred thou [and, as will hciC" 
after be parti cubnzed. 

Some of the cavalry have their horlcs marked, - and a def^ption is taken 
in writing of the perfons of the men. Oilier cavalry arc put under the 
command of an officer, who is ftyled ahdy. Others, according to their 

roeric 
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racrii and capacitj', arc appointed to Liigher commands. Manjr arc enter- 
idncd for the cavalry IcrN'ice wUliooc having tUcir horfes' marked, and 
Have tutikhas (or afligtuncnts) for ilicur pay. Tliofe who arc natives of Iran 
and Turan, have twenty-five rupees; and the Indian, ewemy nipecs each 
fermeitfm. A horfeman who is entertained for the duties of the kbaUeh (or 
exchequer] has fifteen rupees per meftfem. Thofc who have not marked 
horfes are called birawoordy (or not inclndcdLin the munfubs). Such of 
the munfubdars as arc not able to furnilb men tbemfelves, arc fijpplicd 
with troopers mounted on marked horfes ; and thefe men arc called dakhely 
(or included in the muofubsj. In the munfubs of eight thoufand, no 
munflibdar under die rank of eight hundred is admitted % the munlubs of 
feven thoufand iticlodc none lower than feven hundred; nor in thofe of five 
thoufand are any inferior to five hundred; and in the munfubs of five 
hundred there arc none Jefs than one hundred. Some troops arc levied 
occaflonally to ftrengthen the munfubs, and they are called kummeky (or 
auxiliaries). At prefeot moft of the cavalry arc mounted on marked 
horfes. The trooper mounted on a marked horfc takes rank of one whole 
horfe is not marked, as more dependence can be had upon the former, be- 
caufe he cannot lend or exchange bis horfc ; and moreover, fince his 
majefly has Introduced the dierclmcvecfy (or the cuftom of taking a de^ 
fori pi ion in writing] he cannot receive pay till lie has palled mufoer.

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But fiiice the abilitic»of a fingle man are not equal to the duties of every 
defrartmcnt, the monarch wifdy makes choke of fome of hk moft worthy 
fubjefts to affift htm: and for this purpok nominates them to command 
others. With this view his majefty eftablinied munfubs from a dehbalhy 
(or commander of ten) to a dehhe^^ (or a commander of 10,000.) But 
only the king’s fons have niunfubs above 5000, The number of thefe 
munfubs being fixty-Gx, thofe fkiUed in the numerical value of letters ♦ 
have difeovered that their fum is exprefled by the word jilaleh (or the 
moft glorious God) which they conilder as an indication of their perpetuitjv 

His majefty difeovers the merit of Tome at the firft interview, and exalts 
them to greatnefs at one ftep. Sometimes the muofub is ujcrcafed, whilft 
the mmber of cavalry ts dimini (bed. 

Great care is taken in determining the value of the horfes provided by 
each munfubdar, and their pay is fixed accordingly, Thofe who have 
cavalry equal to their munfub, are of the firft rank. Thofe who have not 
the full number, but not Icfr than half, arc of the fecond rank* The tliird 
rank U compofed of thofe who have kfs than half of the full complement of 
cavalry,—as will be found upon confiildng the annexed tables. 

The youzbafhgces (or commanders of too) are of eleven ranks 
Firft, Him of 100, whofe monthly pay is 700 rupees. The eleventh has 
not any cavalry' the greateft part of thefc being amongft the number of

THE AHDY. 


Tbcrtt are ftiimbcra of bravo aftivc men on wHotn, although his ma- 
jcfty docs not bcftow a njunfub, yet, being accounted kbafs, or particular 
fervants, they arc freed from being under the orders of any one, and thus 
dignified by their independence. Such an officer is called an ahdy. They 
have a feparate dcwaii and bukhihy, and a great emeer is appointed their 
chief. A fit perfon U appointed to receive tbofc who wlOi to be entertained 
in this capacity, and he bring?’ fuch eveiy day to the palace without de¬ 
manding any fee i when they are examined and approved by his majcfly- 
The yadafhi* and the talcekeh* being made our, a defeription of the 
ahdy’s perfon Is taken; then the hurawoord is prepared, when the bukhfhy 
take* fecurhy. and brings the ahdy a fecond time to the palace, where his 
pay is always fomewliat inercafed, fomt times a fourth nr a half, but fre- 
(iueoily horn ten to fevenry rupees. Some receive upwards of 500 ru¬ 
pees pa mettjm. After he has been a fecund time before his majefty, his

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lioilc u tnarked with the figure 5. At firft, each ahdy was allowed to have 
as many as eight horles, bur now he has nevermore than five. Upon pro¬ 
ducing the fikhut he receives a perwanchch. which ferves for ever after. 


Everj' four montlis he goes to have the identity of his perfbn alcertained, 
which being authenticated by the dewan and bukhfliy of this depanment, 
the mitOircffof the treafuiy <Iraws out a kuhz (or receipt) which is ratified 
hy the fignatures of the minifters of fbte. when the treafiirer takes it and 
pays the amount. Before the expiration of each quaner they receive one 
month’s pay in advance. In the courfe of the year, ten months falary 
IS paid in ready money, and two momhs pay are Itopped on account of his 
borfe and other expences j and out of the ten months there is a feriher 


ftoppage of a twentieth'parr. On entering the fervice he finds hiTOfelfa 
horfe, and when that dies he 1$ mounted by government; when his horfe 
dies, proper officers make out a cenlficate ibereof. which is called a faketna- 
mch, in order tliat his pay may be regulated accordingly, for until he has 
found another horfe, he ceafes to draw any pay for one ; and if he ncglefls 
to obiaiti the certificate, he is not allowed any thing from the time of the 
laft tnuftcr. Thofe who arc in want of horfes conllamly attend at the palace. 
A great number of hqrfcs arc thus beftowed. half the price of which is 
accounted as a prefenr. and half is paid for in quarterly ftoppages, or, if 
he b in debt, in two years. 


THE OTHER CAVAERT. 

The akachundcly fenles the value and nmk of the horfe, when he is 
rcrutititEcd by the bukhfhces, and then a defcriprion of the man is taken 
down in writing. A trooper who has more than one horfe, has a came) or 
an ox added to his cflablifhment, for which he has an additional albwance 
,of half the fum allowed for cattle, as before mentioned t if he is well 

mounted. 
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mounced, or if his horfes are of interior rank, only two*fifths addition.

Formerly, horfemen Jiad as far as four marked horfes; now, no one 
is allowed more than, three; formerly, every dehbafliy had two troopers of 
five horfes, three troopers of two horfes, and two troopers of one horfe 
each, and the other monfubdars in proportion; now, the proportion is, 
three troopers of three horfes, four of two horfes, and three of one boric 
each. 


TUE INFANTRY. 

His majefty has formed thefe into different ranks, with foparatc regula¬ 
tions for each, 

TflE BUNnOOECHEECAN. 

There are twelve thou land of thefe employed about the royal perfbn. 
To thefe arc appointed a tre^urer, a daroghah, and tepukchccs, w*hich, 
although dlftinA offices, have all been occafionally executed by one peifon. 
The pay of the bundookcheccan has already been particularized. 
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©rUBAKAJT, oa FORT^ftS. 

A thoufand of thcfc active and vigilant men guard the palac*. Th« 
mirdehahs ofthefe are paid after five rates, v/z. 500, 160, 140, 130, and 
iSo dams j and the other porters from no to lao dams^rr 


THE KHlDMirTTEEAH, 

A thoufand of tbefe alfo guard the environs of the paUce. A firdar, 
or chief of twenty, has monthly ftotn fifty to two hundred dams; a dchbalhy 
from 140 to iSo dams i and of the in^or, jao, no, or 100 dams each. 
This tribe was formerly notorious for cunning and roguery; and former 
monarebs deemed them incorrigible; hut now, by his majefty^s difeipHne, 
they arc famous for their good order and honeftj*: formerly they were called 
mavy; now they arc llyled kbidmuttccah (or fcrvaots); and their chief, 
or rajah, has the title ot khidmut roy, and is an obediem fubjedt of the 
empire. 

JMSWRAH. 

Thcfe are natives of Mewat, who are admirable for carrying meflages that 
require difpatch, and bringing money from diHant places; are excellent 
fpies, and will engage in the tnoft difiicult undertakings. They arc a thou- 
Cuid in number, and have the fame pay as the khidmutteeah. 

3HirBf$QEEA8A?;, OR GLADIATORS, 

This tribe is of various kinds, and perform wonderful feats; fighting 
and jumping wiiK great art and agility. 
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Some fight With Ibieldsi and others engage with cudgels; thefe laft 
ore called in the Hindovee Janguage, lahraylt. Others have no defence, and 
make ufc of one hand only, and arc thence called in Hindoftan, ekhoieh. 
Thofe who come from the eaftem pans of Hlndoftan ufc a fmajl fliield, 
which they call cbofwah. Thofe of the northern proTinces have (hiclds of 
filch a magnitude as to coYcr a man and horfe j and this kind of Ihield is 
called tilwah. Others, who arc called pchrayit, ufc a fiiield fomewbat Icfs 
than the height of a tnaii) and one guE in breadth* Others, called banayir, 
have a long fword, whofe handle tneafurcs a guz in length, which they 
manage very dejtteroully. There is another famous tribe, called bungolec, 
who have not any Oiicld, but make ufe of a lingular kind of fword, with 
a crooked hilt, which they lian '81 with great dexterity. Others are very 
ikilful in fighting with daggers and knives of various forms; and of tliefe 
there are upwards of one hundred thouland, the choicefi of whom are enter* 
tained by his majefiy. The foddy, or firdar of an hundred fhumfliecrbaz, 
is at Icaft of the rank of ahdy. His pay is from eighty to fix hundred 

dams/^rmew/fm. ' 

The pehluAvan, arc wrcftlers and boxers of Iran and Turan. There arc 
alfo expert flingers of Gujcfat and other parts of Hindofian, who are called 
mul, numbers of whom are in his njajelly'a fervicc. Their monthly pay 
is from feventy to four hundred and fifty dams ; and every day fomc of 
the above combat together, and receive various rewards. 

■rnC CHEBLAH. 

His majefty does not approve of giving to diefe unfortunate men tlse 
opprobrious name of Have, but calls them chcelali; which word in the Hin- 
dovee language fignifics one who relics on another.

Of chefe there are fewral kinds t ifl, Thofe who arc conlidercd as cotn- 
mon Slaves, being inBdds taken in battle; and they are bought and fold, 
ad, Thofe who of ihemfelves fubmit to bondage. 3d, The children bom 

of flaves. 4tb, A thief, who becomes the flavc of the owner of the flolen

goods. 5Ch, He who is fold for the price of blood. 

The daily pay of a checlah is from one dam to one rupee; they are 
formed into dlvliioDS, and committed to the care of Ikilful peribns to be in* 
fbiided in various a£ts and occupacions. 

His majeliy, out of his humanity and difeernment, promotes thefe and 
other inferior dafTes of people according^ their merits ; fb that it is not 
uncommon to fee a foot-foidicr raifed to the dignity of an emeer of the 
empire. 

KAHAaS, OR BEARERS. 

Thefe are natives of HindoiUn, who carry aftonithing burdens upon their 
fhouldcrs over the moft uneven ground. They alfo carry paickecs, fiik- 
hafens, cbowdonles, and dootces, with fuch an even pace, that the rider is 
hardly fenfibk of the motion. The beft are thofe of the Deccan and Ben¬ 
gal? and there are attb many good ones in the nonhern tbobahs. Several 
thoufands do fervice at the palace, A llrdar, or head-bearer of a fet, receives 
monthly from one hundred and ojoety-two to three hundred and eighty- 
four dams, and a common bearer has from one hundred and twenty to 
one hundred anrLhxty dams. 
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THE PYAPEH PAl^HELY. 

The foot>fo]diers ib caUed, are under the command of the omrahsj but 

receive their pay from the ftatc. Every inunfubdar has, in addition to 

the complement of his cavalry, half the number of Infantry, deferiptions of 

whole perfons are taken down in writing by his aka or munfubdar. Of 

chefe infantry one-fourth are bundookchcean, and the reft archers, except* 

ing a few who are carpenters, blackfcnitUs, water-carriers, and pioneers. The 

pay of tl>e btindookcbeean lias already been particukriaed. Of the archers, 

the mirdchah has from iSo, and the others from too to 120 dams. Of 

the artificers who are paid as foot*fbMicrs, fomething has already been 

* 

faid in the firft part of the work. 

OF THE PAOH, OR UARR. 

When the rank of the man, together with the number'and qualities of his 
horfes, arc fettled by particular officers, another takes a deferiptlon of 
bis perfon in writing, with an account of his age, country, and religion* 
There is allb a daroghah,whorc buhnefs h b to fee tliac the men do not meet 
with any vexatious delays, and that they do not fuller from bribeiy or any 
other aitifices, 

Firft, the daroghah brings ^e recruit to his mijefty, in whofc prcTence 
his rank is fettled, and a taletkeh is given him accordingly, unlefe be be 
of the number of dakhcly j in which cafe the munfubdar furoilhes him 
with a certificaie. Next, he is carried before five officers whom his ma- 
jefty has appointed to examine the men and cattle, and to fix the pay of 
each i and upon his producing to them the defexipdon of bimfelf and bis 

cattle. 
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canle, ihc order for his monthly pay Is written at the bottom of the pnperp to 
which they affix their fexis to prevent any alteradon} then thofe officers 
li;nd the above paper to the dewan nazlr^ who a^o brings the recruit to 
the prelenccp in order that Ills pay may be uhimarely detetmined. His 
majeCly is an excellent phyliognomi^j and can eafily difeover the refpedivc 
merits of each. When the certificate is ratified) the ivakyahnavees pots 
his fignaturc to it, and the racer arz and the fkrdar of the kiithck add their 
feab. Upon this fonnud being produced, the daroghah marks the horfes.

When tlic mark was firfl introduced, it was made in the Jhape of the head 
of ihc Perfian letter /eeu^ and was pot upon the left fide of the hotfe’^s neck^ 
Next, it was made with two alifs In the fhape of a crofs on one of the horle^s 
tlilghs; after that, it was for feme lime in the form of a bow without a firing i 
and at lafi it was made in numerals, and on the left buttock. Upon the in- 
ttodudion of numerals. It had the firft lime the figure i; and on the fecond 
time of marking, the figure a, and footi % but now that every depattnient 
has a particular figure, the fame is repeated as often as the boric is marked. 
The coltom of marking was firft introduced, that the datoghas might know 
for certain when a horfe died, or was exchanged j and thus be able to deter-' 
mine what pay was due to the troops. 

Many of the tepukchics, and other fervants employed about the palace, 
who have not Icifurc to attend to the bufinefs of a jageer, receive their falaries 
in ready money, and have the da^ or mark renewed every eig|hteen months. 
The omrahs, who arc fiationed at a ^oat dtfiance from court, have the 
dagh renewed only once in twelve years, but then fix years after the firft 
marking, ten fer cent, is leiTened in their cfiablifhmenr. When the munfub 
of any one is Increalcd three years after the dagh has been performed, he

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for the prefent receives only a tunkhah for hitnfelf} and the additional men 
do not receive theirs until their horfes are roarked. 

On the renewal of the dagh, if any one brings a better horfe to be ex¬ 
changed for the one he then rides, it is to be fent to his raajefty for his ex- 
aminaiion and approbation, 

the KtrSHEK, OR MILITARY COMMANnSi 

Thde, which are allb called the chowkoes, are of three kinds: ift. 
The munfubdart, ahdecan, cavalry and infantr}', are formed into feven di- 
vifions, and each appointed to do duty on a patticular day of the week, 
under the command of one of the principal omrahs. A perfon who is 
perfeftly converfant in the military ufages and regulations, is appointed to 
the office of mcer arz of the kuffiek, through whom and the emecr all the 
royal orders for iliis department are iffiied, and they are continually in wait¬ 
ing near the palace to receive his majcfly's commands. Every afternoon 
the principal officers of the guard cany the fcowr to the public hall of the 
palace, and there arrange themlelvcs in a row on the left hand of the mo 
narch,, the others ^placing themfclves in like manner on the right. His 
majefty is perfonally aetjuainted with every one, and immediately difeovers 
if there be any abfentces. When both ranks have made the tuflccro, they 
take leave and retire. If his raajeay happens to be employed upon fome 
other bufinefs, one of his Tons officiaics here in his ftcad.

U fined awceVa pay, xnd fometimes is alfo reprimanded.

The ivbole wmy is formed into twe]?e divlGonSf each of which It 
appointed for tlic duty of a particular month. Every perTon la obliged lo 
take his tour of duty, excepting thofe employed on the frontiers of the 
empire, or on fpccraf fervicci but even they muft make a repreTentatJoti of 
their particular fituadon previous to the arrival of their tour of duty, that 
they may receive the royal orders thereon in due time, determining whether 
they are to remain where they are or not. On the firft day of every folar 
month the guard at the palace attend and make the tufleem, in the manner 
already deforibetl, and are on this occafion diftingui filed by prefetits, and 
other royal marks of favour, -v 

3d, The whole army is again formed into twelve divifions, and each 
(liviJion docs a year's duty in rotation. 

^ THE OFFICE OF WAKVAHKAVEES. 

This is an admirable infytutlon, and abfolutcly neceflary for the well 
conducing of the aliairs of an empire. Although the name of the office 
exifted in former reigns, yet it was never applied to any ufeful purpofe 
till his majelly's acceffion to the throne. For executing the offices of this 
department there are appointed founeen able tepukchces, ten of whom do 
duty diiily in rotation. Some others arc alfo added as fupcmumeiarics, 
one of whom attends every days and tf it happens that one of the fourteen 
iirft mentioned is abfent upon a matter of Jleceffity, this additional peribn 
officiates in his room, Thefc fupemuraeraries are called kowteL 

It b the burmefs of the ivakyahtiavees to take in writing an account of 
the following occurrences; Whatever his msyefty does himrelf.-and the 
orders that be iiTues—whai reprefentadoas are made him by the minifters of 

lUte— 
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Avhat he eats and dimks—when be HeepSj and when he rifes—4iid 
what time he fils on bis thronc—how long he contiDues in the Uarain-^ 
when be goes to the bargali kliafs, or to the bargsJi aum—In what manner 
he hunts—what game he kills—when he marches, and when he halts— 
what ofierings are prefented—what books are read to him—W'hat alms 
and donations are bellowed—what grants arc made of Icyurghal—^whac 
accidental increale or dedufLion may happen us the revenue—what con- 
trafb are concluded—wliat given in farm—what is bought—^what is com- 
milted to the charge of any one—^what peilhcufis and remittances of 
revenue are received—what firmans arc ifllied under the royal fcal—the 
arrival, introduflion, or departure of any peribn of conlequcnce—what 
petitions arc received, and what anfwcrs given—what period is fixed for 
the execution of any particular order-^ ho is abfent from his guard—what 
Isatilcs arc fought, and with what fuccefi—when peace is concluded, and 
upon what terms—the death of any perfiin of rank—what battles of animals 
have been exhibited, and who won the bets—^wliac cattle dic-^vhat rewards 
mre bellowed, or |Hinifivmeats Inflifted—liow long his majefty fat in public 
—^what marriages and births liappen—when his majeilj' plajfii at any game 
—of public cahmicics—and what harvefis are produced. 

The account of the occurrences being read to his majeily, and approved 
by him, the daioghah puts his Teal upon ir, after which It is carried to the 
perwanchcc and the meet arz for their refpeflive feals. The paper when 
thus authenticated is called a yadalht; then a perfon who writes a clear 
ftyle and a fair charafler, takes the yadalht and makes an abridgment of it, 
and haintig put his fcal to ir, gives it in exchange for rhe yadalht. I'd this 
abridgment are added the feals of the wakynhnavees, the nicer arz, and the 
dart^hah of this department. This abridgment is called the raleekcb, and 
•voL. 1 . H h ihe 
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the writer tliereof the taJeekcbnavccs. Laftly, it is authenticated by the 

feal of the perwandicc. 

OF SUNNUDS, OR GRANTS. 

A paper authenticated by proper fignatures is called a funtiud; and the 
dufbr (or r^iftcr) u the book in which the lunnuds arc entered, 

majefty is particularily circumfjKft regarding this deportmenr, and 
takes care that none but perfons of the ftridleft integrit)' arc appointed to 
officiate in it. 

Tlie d alters (or regiften) are of three kinds; The abwabulmal, w hich 
contains the accounts of the revenues, the incrcafc or dcficicnc)' therein, 
ad. The abwabuJtahawecI, being the accounts of the receipts and dllburle- 
Jiients of the lioufehold, with thofe of the different tteafurers, 5d, The 
toupee, which exhibits the cfli mates of the demands for the military cHa^ 
blliliments, with the means for fatisfying them. 

Some fvinnuds have nothing but the royal fcal; others arc firft authtmi- 
cated by the (cals and fignatures of the nuniHers of Hate, and afeerwards 
are ratified by affixing the royal feal ^ and Ibme Jmve only the feals and 
fignatures of the miniften, without the royal Teal, 

A finnan fubtee has the fignatures of the mtniflers, together with the 
royal Teal, and U ifiued on appointment to any oi the^following employ* 
mentsj a munfubdaty, vakalei, fcpabfelabry,. ctaiccky (or the office of 
preceptor^ to any of the king’s fons, the emeer ul omraiy, the nahayutty, 
the vizarut, the bukhlhccgurry, and the hiddarui. Alfb, for the grant of a 
jageer fir, or tun, tor confirming the falarics of officers in conqueitd 

territories, 
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territories, for graoting R medkecyet, for a grant of (eyurghal, and for 
fupplies for repairing religious buildiogs. 

When the taleekeh, before deforlbcd, is fettled, the dcwan of the jagecrs 
draws out upon it an eitimate of the tunkhah; and if it coocains an order 
for the dagh (or marking the cattle) it is fent to the bukhlbees for a fecond 
revifal, after which his majefty writes mveefuitd (let them write it). Then 
the bukJifltccs write down die number of men, and the proper officers add 
the deforiptions of ilicir perfons; and when the dagli ts completed, one of 
dtc principal biikh/hces takes tire taleekeh, and gives in exchange an 
eftimate of the monthly pay under his feal and fignature. This paper, which 
is commonly called the Grkhut, is authenticated in the offices of the other 
hukhfoees by fome particular marks* The dewan keeps this Grkhut, and 
draws out an edimate of the pay monthly and ycaxlfi which he prefonts to 
his majedy, who, if there be an order for a jageer, writes at die top the 
following words: tuleekth tun hhHf^ vmaymd (let them write the taleekeh 
for the tunkhah). The tepuckchees keep this as a voucher for ihcnafelves, 
and deliver a copy of it. Then this new paper is prepared in the follow¬ 
ing manner; Fiift the dewan writes upon it hid aetmymd (let them enroll 
it) I after which the dewan bukhfoec and the mufti reff dewan put their foals 
and fignaturcs to it* Next, his majefty commands the berat to be tlTucd. 
Then the writer of the towjee keeps the above mentioned copy of the 
Crkhut, and writes the particulars at die bottom of the berat; and die 
muftofy, after be has examined it, affixes his fignature and foal, alter which 
the following officers do the lame t the nazir, the other buklilhecs, the 
dewan kull, the mufhrcfls, die vakeel, the dewan of the Loufchold, and 
the khanfaman. Orders for ready money payments undergo the fame 
forms as above deferibed, after which a calculation of the monthly pay of 
the men and the muDfubdar's fopatate allowance are added at the foot 

H Jt I thereof. 
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thereof. Orders regarding the offices, nutters of transfer, or committing 
to the trufl of any one, or for the wi^cs of the inferior fervants, ha%'e al£b 
bemts; and it b a rule, that the mulhreff of each department makes out 
berats every three months j one from die Pcrlian month Ferverdeen « to 
Sheriyur-f’j and the fecond from MehrJ to Isfendiar §. Some of the 
inferior fervants have their deferiptions taken Ln writbg, being included in 
the rolls of the army, wbilft others are only known by their offices j amongft 
Which lad are the fervantt of the Itablcs. The betat is prepared in the 
following manner : Fitll is drawn out an efUmate of the allowances for 
grain, grab, &c. as paid In ready money, or kind, together with an ar ro imr 
of the monthly pay of the fenrants of that department j then the dewan of 
the offices examines it, and, if it is right, he gives a tunkhah or affi^ment 
for It, and writes on the margin the following words: herat naveefutid (let 
Acm write the bcnit) 5 upon which the muffirefT writes Ac berat, and Aen 
prepares Ac kobz (or receipt) and affixes to it his fcal and fignature. If the 
berat is for ready money, a fourth part of the amount is dedufted, for which 
a feparate receipt is given. After it has gone through all thefc forms the 
dewan of the office writes fuhttitmayend (lec It be confirmed). Then the 
muAreff and officers of the towgee, (he miiftofy, tlie nazir, Ac dewan of 
Ac offices, the dewan kull, the khanlanun, the mulhreff dewan, and Ac 
vakeel, affix their feab and Irgmttircs to the berat and knbz, the edtmare 
having been previonfly carried to each of thefe officers for their forpeflion. 
When all the officers have affixed their feala and fignatures, it is ratified 
by Ac mpl Teal. Then at the back of the fcubz, arc written Ae particular 
fpectes of coin In which It is to be paid, at the current value, and. in the 
following proportions: Mohiirs, one^foiirA; rupees, one-half j dams, one- 
fourth.

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The hrmftn for 3 mutiTub b prepared m like niaonerf excepting that it luu 
not tiie iigoatures oF the ofBcers of the houlehold. The hrman for the 
fcj urgbal diffm only in that, after the dewan hull, the fudder puts on his feal. 
In the firmans that arc written in the Togbrah ebaradter, the two firft 
lines arc the fhorteft. This kind of firman is called a perwancheh i and 
it is u&d for the following purpofcs: For the Cdaries of the begunw, and 
of the king's fons, and the penfions of the learned i for the monthly pay 
of the ahdyan and the cheetah, and of fome particular fervants of the houfe- 
hold, and for ihc allowance of footl for the bargeer horfes. The tieafurcrs 
do not require a new funnud every year, but pay the money upon the kuba 
being produced with the proper official fignatures. The kubz is prepared 
after the following manner: The muDircff draws it out, when the perfon 
who is to receive the amount puts his feal to it, after which the dewan 
writes/u^ftuimajetui (let ic be confirmed), when the dewan kull and the’ 
khanfaman add their refpeaivc feals and fignaturcs. The perwanchehs for 
the ahdyan have the fignaturcs and feals of the muftofy, the dewan, the 
bukhfhee, and the ahdybathy: and as the king’s feal is not required for a 
kubz, neither is it ufed for the firkhm, nor for deeds of fele, nor for the 
aruznameh (or pardcnlars of receipts of revenue) nor for the kcrarnameh 
(or.the colletftor’s agreements with the farmers and hufiKindinen) nor for the 
mokafa (or the muftofcc^s examination of the treafurer’i accounts,) 

-me RANKS OF SEALS; 

The firman, the penvanchah, and the berat, are made into feveral folds; 
beginning from the bottom. On the back of the firft fold from the bot¬ 
tom, which is neceflariJy the finalleft, and towards the right comer, which 
is always cit off, is the feal ol the vakeel j and, oppofite to it, but a little

THE FIRMAN BYAZEE.

Some of the royal mandates require difpatch in the execution, and arc 
^ not to be known to every one: fuch an order has only the royd fignet, and 

is called a firman bpzee. It is made up into a number of folds, after 
f which it is doubled in the middle, fb that the extremities meet together, 

and a flip of paper is tied over it in a knot, and then feafcd up. The 
• • knot is faftened with vifeous juice of the bur, the peepnl, or feme other 

tree, which, like wax, cannot be dilTolved in water, nor be opened with- 
J out the application of fire. This firman Is enclofed in a purfe, made of 

! * cloth of gold, and given in charge to a mtinrubdar. an ahdy, or a foot’ 

foldier, according to the nature of its comcnis. The pcifon to whom it is 
: l&m, having proceeded a proper diftancc to meet it, performs various afls 

t. of obcilance, and putting it upon the crown of his head, makes the lijdah} 

K and rewards the meflengpr according to his rank. His majefly has 

ordered,

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ordered, that every written reprefenUrion that is feat to him Oiall be en- 
ck>fcd in fueb a bag. or purfe as above defenbed.

When any one Is entertained as a feepah for foldier) and the dagh is per¬ 
formed, he obtains his funnud witliout any expence or delay. And although, 
in the fuDDud, the pay is fpccificd in dams, yet at the time of making out 
the eftimate, half is in rupees, formerly rated ac forty-eight dams each ; 
a quarter in mohurs of nine rupees each; and the remaining quaner in 
dams. Now the value of the rupee is reduced to forty dams. His majcHy,- 
out of his juftice, has ordered that the rupee fliall be ifllicd to the troops 
at tliat rate. Out of a year’s pay one month is ftopped for the horfe'and 
accoutrements. The horfc is valued ten or fifteen rupees above the prime 
coft. However, as by his raajefty’i prudcnrraanagciuent they arcpurchafed 
at very cheap rates, they fuffer no lofs by this trifling advance. The ahdyan 
are always employed m executing the royal orders of moment, and if they 
behave with propriety, are allowed all ilm they receive as prefents, othetwife 
a pan thereof is reckoned in their pay.. If an abdy ncgleOs to attend guard, 
he is paid fifteen days, and the other officers and Soldiers a week's pay. 
The munfubdars are authorized to flop a twentieth part out of the pay of 
their men, fof various cxpcnccs. 

musa*adet, or aids granted to miutary ofhcers. 

Thofc vvho are paid by iunkhah,a* well as they who receive ready money 
allowances, and who are nor of fuch an Inferior rank as admits of their 
receiving a donation, being fubje* to temporary difficulties for want of 
money, his majefty, who wilhcs to gain the affcaion of all his fcrtancs, 

has - 
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h« appointed a feparate tFeafurer and nicer arz, that thofc who want a loan 
may obtain it without any Injury to their reputation, or by being expofed 
toflifficuky or delay. For the firfl year no interelt b required j the fecond 
year a llzteetttb part is added; the third year an eighth; the fourth year 
a fourth i and, from the fifth year to the fevenih, fifcecn per eeat. ; from the 
eighth to the tenth year, feventeen per eatt .; and after ten years, double 
the principal, beyond which there is no incrcalc. This has proved a 
wholefumc IclTon to exorbitant ufurers, who now lend their money on mo¬ 
derate terms. 

DOKATIONS. 

His majefty beliows prefents of money after diftefent ways, according 
to the various ranks of men, giving to Jbme publicly, and rewarding others 
in private. To fome he apparently gives a loan, but never receives repay¬ 
ment of it; and there are daily given away elcphanis, borfes, and many 
valuable articles to an allonilhiDg amount. Every day the bukhQjces read 
over the names of tlie guard and others, and point out thofc upon whom 
liori^ have not been bellowed j but after a perfon has leccivod a horfe, 
his name is not read agiain for a year. 

OF ALMS- 

'His majefiy bellows upon the poor and needy, money and ncccflaries of 
every kind, gladdening the hearts of all in public or private. Many are 
.allowed d^uly, monthly, or annual penfions, which they receive regularly, 
without any deby or deduflion, Befides chefe eftabltOiments, the -fums 
that ate dally bellowed upon particular perfons, in conroqucnce of repre- 
lentations made in their favour, as well as the food and neceflartes con- 
ftantly dillributcd amongll the indigent, are beyond defeription. There 
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is ii treafurer always in waiting in the prefence for this purpofe i 
every needy perioti who prefents hitnfelf before his majefly, has his ncccDiiics 
inftantly relieved. 

the CEREAfONT OF WEIGHING THE ROYAL PERSON. 

As a means of bertowing a largefs upon the indigent, the royal perfem is 
weighed twice a year, various articles being put into the oppofite fcale. 
—The firft linte of perfonning this ceremony is on the firft day of the 
Perfian month Aban • which is the folar anniverfary of his mijcfty's birth- 
day. He is tlien weighed twelve times, againft tlie following ankles: 
gold, quickfilver, raw GJk, artificial perfumes, mufk, roohtootcca, intoi- 
icaiing drugs, ghee-I', iron, rice*miik, eight kinds of grain, and (air. 
And, at the fame time, according to the years that his majelfy has lived, 
there arc given away a like number of Iheep, of goats, and of fowls, to 
people who keep thefc animals for the purpofe of breeding, A great 
number of wild birds of all kinds arc alfo fee at liberty on this ocaiion. 

The fecond time of performing this ceremony is on the fifth of the 
Arabian month Rejib, when he is weighed eight times, againfl the fol¬ 
lowing things: Silver, tin, linen doths, lead, dried fruits, fof^c.oil, 
and pot-herbs : and, on this occafion, the feflival of Salgecrah is cele¬ 
brated ; and donations are bellowed upon people of all ranks. The king s 
ions and grandfons arc weighed once a year, on the folar atuiivcrfary of 
their refpeftive nativities, agaioll feven or eight things, and fome as far 
a$ twelve s which number they never exceed t and according to tlieir ref- 
pefflvc ages, fiich a number of beafU and fowls are given a^'ay, and fct at 
liberty. There are appointed for this ceremony a Icparate treafurer and 
mulhrcfr. 
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OF THE SE^TJRGHAL. 

Our v^ife monarcli bdflows difl^rent favours upon men according to 
their rank and ittuation in life. Four ciafics of men have land and penfions 
granted them for their fubfidencct The learned and thetr fehoJars; 
2d» Thofc who have bade adieu to the world i 3d, The needy who are not 
able to help themfeWes; 4th, the defeendants of great families, who, from 
a filfe fbomc, will not fubmit to follow any occupation for their fiipport. 
When a ready-money allowance is given to ihofe, it is called wezeefch; and 
land fo bellowed is named meeVk, and tnuddulmafli t and after ihofe 1^- 
ral ways crores arc given away. In order that the conditions of men and 
their refpeflive neccllities may be properly afeermined, a perfbn of known 
imparttdity, humanity, and diligence, ts dignified with the office of fudder, 
for the purpofe of invefligiting thofe points. The caay and the mccr 
adel are under his orders. There is at(b an able tepuckchcc appointed, to 
keep a regifter of every uan fail ion in this department j and he is called 
the dewan faadet. His majefty has alfo dircAcd the nobility to bring to his 
prefence all fit objects of charity, who never fail of obi^abg their heartfs 
content. 

When his majefly hifl began to give feunc attention to this depart men c, 
it was difeovered that the fudder had been guilty of various illicit pnwfltces-i 
on which account Sheikh-Abdul Neby was appointed to this office. The 
feytitghal of tho Afghans and Chosvdrees were annexed to the khalfcb, or 
exchequer, and the rcfl left to his man^ement and ditcrption* Some 
ikne after this, it- was repnefonted lo his majedy, that thofe who poJlcfled 
fcyiirghal had not their land in one place, but fcatiered in difierent parts j 
whereby the weak, whefe groundi lay coniigiious to the khalfeh, or to 
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jiigccr lands, fuffcrcd material injtiTy and vexaiion. It was tlierefoK com¬ 
manded, that all the ttinkhalis fliould be granted upon places that lay 
contiguous to each othet: and accordingly particular villages were fet aj^rt 
and appropriated to this piirpofe; which; rcguLulon afforded great tdief. 
But of this fudder alfo there were unlavonntble reports j upon which an 
<H'dcr was iflued, that no one fhould poffefs five hundred beegahs and 
upwards till he had been brought to the royal prefcnccj and ihere obtained 
his grant. But cs'cti this regulation was not found fufScient to prevent 
difhoncdyi wherefore It was ordered, that everj' hundred bcegahs, which 
liad not yet been feparated, being divided into five parts, three thereof 
fhould be annexed to the khatrch, excepting the buds granted to the Irany 
anti Turany women. In confequence of the above regubclon re 4 >c<^itig the 
le)'urghal not includeii In tlie appropriated villages, titc artful and avaricious 
quitted fuch parts of their old lands as were bad, and took other places In 
the appropriated vilbges in exchange: upon whicli it was detemamed, that 
any peifon rclinquidiing his fomrer bnd for other, (hould have a fourth 
part deduced, and a lunkhalt granted accordingly. When the colluGvc 
pni^lces of the cazees in general were detcdled and fiilly proved, his 
majedy rcfolvcd to place no further reliance upon men who carry a fair 
appearance witli the world, but are inwardly bafe and corrupt. He examined 
this matter to the boiiom, and finding fbme exceptions in favour of the cazees 
who had been appointed under the fuddaruc of Sultan Khajeh, he confirmed 
them in their offices, but degraded all tlic reft. The Irany and Turany 
women were alfo convifted of collulion i upon w hich it was ordered, that 
fuch of them as poffefTed more than one hundred beegahs, fhould be obliged 
to apply f®*^ ^ grant. In the fuddarut of Azcdcd Dowlcb the following 
further regulations were enafted r—Whenever two or more perfons bold 
feyurgUal in partncrlhip, without Its being fo fpecified at the bottom of the 
grant, if one of them dies, the fudder Ihall of bis own authority divide the 
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land} and the ITiarc that was polTelTed by the defunftj Ihall be annexed to 
the khatfah till the heirs make and edablilh their claim. Tliis fodder was 
permitted to grant of his oivn authority as fu* as fifteen beegahs. It fre¬ 
quently happened that the poffeflbrs of fe)'urghal planted their grounds with 
fhiit-rrces, which yielded them a confiderable profit} lipon which the offi¬ 
cers of govcriimenif wifhii^ to benefit the ftatc, required a revenue from 
them. HU majefty was greatly difplcafed at the condua of his officers in 
this refpea, and commanded that no fuch requifiiion fhould be made. It 
being dilcovered that thofc who held one hundred bcegahs, and even left 
than that quantity, were alfo guilty of diffioneft pmaiccs, bis rti^'efty 
commanded Mcer Sudder jehan to bring all of them to the prcfencc to 
have their grants feruunized. Afterwards it was dirtied, that the fudder 
lliould IclTen or increafe the feyurghal, in fuch manner as tlie author of this 
work might think advifeabre.'The Mowing are regulations now eftablilhed: 
The feyuighal land, when granted, fiiali be half arable j and the other half 
capable of being brought into circulation r or, if the whole be arable, & 
fourth part Ihould be deduacd from the gram, and a tankbah iflbcd for 
ihree-fourths only. The revenue of a facegah differs in every village, but Is 
never lefs than one rupee. His nMjefty, out of bis nghicourncfr, is con- 
ftantly anenttve to this depanraent, and is careful to appoint difinterdlcd 

people to the offices of fuddaruejuz and kull.

\ or MACHINES. 

His majefty has with great IkilJ conftrufted a cart, contaTnitig a com- 
mill, which is worked by the motion of the carriage. He has alfo con¬ 
trived a carriage of Juch a magnitude as to contain leveral apartments, 
with a hot bath j and it is drawn by a Angle elephant. This movealsle 
bath is extremely ukful, and refrethening on a journey. Other carriages for 
ihe convenience of travelling, are drawn by catnds, horfrs, or oxen* 
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He has alfo invented (everal faydrauiic mehtnes* which; arc worked 
by oxen. The pulleys and wheels of fome of them are fb adjufted, that a 
tingle ox will at onefe draw water out of two wells, and at the fame lime 
turn a mill-Hone. 

OF THE TE!4 SEERS OF GRAIN EXACTED FROM EVERY BEEGAH* 

OF LAND. 

His majefly, in return for the cares of royalty, esafts an annual tribute of 
ten feers of grain from ererj* beegiali of cultivated land ihronghouc the 
empire j and granaries are eroded in different parts of the kingdom, from 
whence the cattle employed by the Hate arc provided with flibfiflencc. They 
are alfo applied to the relief of indigent hufbandmen j and in time of fcardty 
the grain is fold at a low price, but the quantiry is ps oportioned to the 
abfohite necelEties of the purchafer. Lihewife, throughout the empire, a 
great quantity of food is drefled dail)' for the fupport of the poor and 
needy. Proper officers arc appointed to the charge of the granaries, and 
to keep the accounts of-the ‘receipts and expenditures. 

OF FESTIVALS. 

His majeffy, who knows what degree of reprd is due to approved 
cufloms of antiquity, is continually endeavouring to make himfclf ac- 
quainteil with them ; and then, regardlefs of who was the infticutor, he 
adopts fiicb as appear proper, and rejects whatever difpleafes him. After 
having adopted a particular cufrom or ceremony, he next confiders how 
to make it of mofl general advantage, feeking for opponuniries of benefit* 
ing mankind, and embracing every occafion of bcflowing hrgelTcs upon his 
people. With this view he adopted the feftival of Gctnfhid, and other*' 
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ftafls of ihe ^>ancknt PerGans, which arc ufed ns the means of bcftow- 
ing d<»iationSi^ 

Firfl is tile fcftiva] of Nowroz or the new year, when tlte fun enters the 
iign Aries. This is celebrated -wiih fcafting for nineteen fucceflive days, 
during which lime iniracnfc Aims of money and valuable articles are dif- 
tiibutcd. It comtticDCcs on the firib of the PerJian month Ferverdeen •, 
and continues till the .end of the nineteenth. With the ancient PerCaos, 
the day which bears tlje fame name with the month was alfo a fcflivnl; and 
his majefly has ordered them to be kept in the following order: The 
j^rh day of ihe month Ferverdeen (March}—the 3d of Ardebchelhc 
(April)—the 6th ofKhordad (May)—ihe 13th of Tcer (June)—the yth of 
Amerdad (July)—^thc 4th of Shcriyur (Atiguft)—the i6th of Mehr 
(September}"—the toth of A ban (.Oeboberj^^the ^tb of Azer (NovcTiiberJ 
--the 8th, 15th, and a3d of Dey (December)—the zd of Bahman (Janu¬ 
ary)—the 5t]i of Isfendiar (February) :—and on every feftival many public 
as well as private benefits arc bellowed. On thofc days a kettle-drum is 
beat every diree hours, accompanied by muGcai inftruments. On the fcf- 
tival of the new year there arc public illuminations for three nights fuc- 
ceffively s and again on the nineteenth night of the fame month. Many 
particulars relative to tliefc ancient ceremonies are jclatcd Jn the Aril volume 
qf the Akberaamch.

JHE KHUSHROZ, OR DAYS OF DIVERSION. 

•V 

His majefly gives this name to the ninth day after the feflival of each 
month, and thereon aflbmblcs his court. Upon this occaCon the wives of 


merchants 
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jncrchmts hold' a market, where they expofe to fale the manufa^rw of 
every country at their refpeftive Ihops. The women of the haram, and 
others of charader, refort thither, and cany on a large traffic, to the muma^ 
fatisfadioti of all parties •, His majef^ is alfo there tn difguife, by which 
means he learns the prices of difftrent anicles of merchandize, and hears 
what is laid of the ftate of the empire, and die charters of the officers 
of government. When the female fair is over, another is fct on foot for 
the men j when his majelly and the courtiers come and make purchafes; 
and at this time every man may reprefent his ‘particular grievances, 
without the intervention'of any one j when the injured never fail of ob¬ 
taining redrefs, and the offenders are poniihed. There are alfo a treafurer 
and a mvtlbreff' appointed to this department, that tlic merchants may 
receive immediate payment for the things that are purchal'ed from them. 


OF MARRIAGES. 

This gland union of the fexes, is not only bcncffclal in ihc procicaiidn 
of the Ipccics, but is a check upon inordinate defires, and preferves me 
dumcffic peace of families. 

His majelly, who is ever fceking to do good by waicliiog over the 
intcrelVs of all his fubje^s, does not admit, in diis inftatice, of a dilVegard * 
to difference in religion, nor to the unfultableners of the difpolicions of 
the parties towards each other, nor difparity of rank, and he holds it 
finful for marriages to be contnufted under the age of puberty, becaufo, if 
upon their, arrival at years of dilcretlon, they' ihould not be fatisfied wkh 
each other*.it mull be a comimial fourcc of famUy-difeord, He4Goniiders 
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itie confcnt of the bride and bridegroom to be cqoatif neceSary with thax of 
■ their parents. He thinks it improper that thofe of near affinity in btood 
Ihould be married together} and “ Adam would not fu^er imrrjt^es 
** to take place between his fons and daughters who were twins; which 
** conlidcnition oug^t to filencc thofc who drew an inference from the letter 
** and not from the fpirit of the Mahoinmcdin laWj, which is made by 
** them to admit of intcnnarriagie with the daughter of a paternal uncle, 
becaufc it does not pofiiively prohibit (uch an union." He dlfapproTcs 
of ex'ceffive kabecDs *, or mamage-ikdemctits, which probably were in- 
flltoted to incrcale the dread of fcpaiatlon. He does not approve of a 
man’s having more than one wife, oor of a young man's marryiog an old 
woman. He has appointed two dzGnierefted pcHbns, one to alcertain the 
condition of the men, and the other to infbnn himfelfof the rank of the 
women. They are both called towce beghy; and fometimes both offices 
arc executed by the fame pedbn. They levy a fmall tax upon marriages 
for the ufe of the crown, which Is colluded from each party according tq 
.the rank of their fathers, in the following proportions ;

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REGULAT10K3 FOR TEACHING IN THE PUBUC SCHOOLS. 

All civilized nations have fdjools (or the education of youth j but Hln. * 

dodan is particularly famous for its fetninanes* 

The boys arc firft taught to read the letters of the Perfian alphabet fepa- l| 

rately, with ihcdifftrcnt accents, or marks of pronunciation; and his ma- 
jefty Juts ordered, that as foon as they have a perfeft ktsowlcdge of the 
alphabet, which is generally acquired in two days, they (hail be exercifed 
in combinations of two letters ; and after they have learnt thofc for a 
week, there is given to them a Chort line of profe or verft, containing a 
religious or moral fentlment, whei^n thole combinations continually occur. 

They mud drive to read this ihcmfclvcs, with a little occaltonal alHd^ 
aocc from the teacher. For forae days the mailer proceeds with teaching 
a new bemidich or diltich ; and in a very Ihort time the boys learn to read 
with fluency. The teacher ^ves the young fehoUr four excrcifes daily, 
the alphabet, the combmations, a new heaudich or diflich, and a 
repetition of what he has read before. By this method, what ufed to 
take up years, is now accompUdied in a few months, to the al^onilhmcat 
of everyone, The fcienccs are taught in the following order; Morality, 
arithmetic, accounts, agriculture, geometry-, longimctry, adronomy, geo- 
mancy, meonomres, the art of government, phylic, logic, natural phi- 
lofophy, abdraA mathematics, divmity, and biftory. The Hindoos read 
the following books on their fubjefts of learning; Beakcm, Bedaht, and 
thePatanjol; every one being educated according to.his circumdanccs, 
or particular views in life. From thefe regulations the fchook have obtained q 

a new form, and die colleges ate become the lights and ornaments of the 
empire. 
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THE OFFICE OF MEEIt BEHEY, OR ADMIRALTY, 

Water-carriage tends to the fuccds of military opetarions, fumifhes the 
hufbandman with the means of difpofing of the produce of bis landst 
aikl fttpplies reciprocally the wants of mankind in general. His majdly* 
in making the regulations for this department has kepi four objects io 
view. 

ift. The building of Ihlps and boats for the purpofe of inland navigation. 
There are boats built for the tranlportation of elephants; feme are of 
fuch conllruflioD as to be employed in lieges, and others are made con* 
tenient for the conveyance of merchandize. Ships, to tbofc who are ufed 
to them, ferve for convenient habitations, whiJfl the)’ are failing from one 
place to anothetj particularly throughout the Turkilh empire, in Africa, 
and in the lands of the Chriftians. Every part of the empire abounds 
in boats j but in Bengal, Caffameer, and Tata, they are the centre upon 
which oil commerce moves. His majefty has had feme pkafore-boars built 
with convenient apartments, and the head of each is made to relemble Tome 
animal j on others are Boating-markets and Aower-gardcns. In the nsaritime 
provinces Ihjps are built of a fize for lea-voyages. And alfo at Allahabad 
and Lahoor Slips are conBru^ed, and feat from both places to the ocean. 
In Cafbmeer there was made a model of a fbip that aHonilhed every one 
who law it.

the nature of tides, know the depths of channels, and what coaBs ore to

The gunners, who differ io number accord¬ 
ing to the fize of the flwp. tath, The kherwah (or common (eamcn) arc 
oiany, and they are employed in fetting and furling the fails, and tn (lop¬ 
ping leaks? and if the anchor (licks foil in the ground, they go to the bot¬ 
tom of the water to fet it free. For every vo^'age, whidi in the language of 
thofe people is called kowlh, different rates of monthly wages an? given. In 
the bunder of Satgong. the nakhoda (or captain) has 400 rupees pay, 
befides being permitted to fill four bolcchs with wlxatevcr commodities lie 
pleales for his own profit. A (bip is conftrudled with reparatc divifions. 
part being appropriated for (he accommodation of the people, and die reft 
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for tbe flowage of goods j and each of thefe divifions is called a buleeb. 
A tundeil has i ao rupees ^ir mtnfm ; the kemnee fifty rupees and one 
buleeh; the nakhoda kheflieb thirty rupees; the firheng twcnty^five rupees j 
the rukangeef} the punjeree, and the bundaree, hfieen rupees each j a 
goomiee ten rupees j a common Team an forty rupees j a cook twelve rupcLj, 
In Cambayit the nakhodn has Soo rupees^ and the rcfl io proportion ; in 
Lahry the nakhoda has 300 rupees, and the reft in proportion ^ io Atchee 
(Achin) he has joo rupees j in the rouihern parts of the empire, and In 
Portugal, 300 rupees and fomethJng more j in Malacca,. 400 rupees j tn 
Pejgu and Dehnafeny, feme thing more than £40 rupees. But thefe rates 
vary according to the danger and length of the voyage. The watermen 
employed in navigating boots in rivers have never lefs than 100 nor more 
than ^00 dams each per 

3d, An aflK-e refolute man is appointed to witch the rrvers. He fettles 
every thing relative to ihe ferries, regulates the tonnage, and provides travel 
krs with boats at the fhortefb notice. Tbofc who are not able to pay at 
tbe ferries are pafTcd over gratis i hut no one is permitted to fwim acrofs a 
river. It is aJfo his duty to binder boats from travelling in the night, 
unle^ in cafes of ncceflity j nor » be to allow goods to be landed anywhere 
but at the public wharfs.. 

4tl>, Kemiflion of duties, Hh majefly, from the e*ccf* of his bene¬ 
ficence, has remitted duties in this depanment that equalled the revenues 
of a kingdom. Nothing is now etafted upon exports and imports, ex¬ 
cepting a trifk taken at the bunders (or ports) and which never exceeds 
two and a half per sent., i and this demand is fo incoofiderablc, that mer¬ 
chants account this reduction a pcrfefl remiflion. If a boat and people arc 
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hiredi the fate for evety thouiand mauilds is one rupee fer eoft. If only the 
boat is found by the owner, and the hirer pays the boatmen, it is only one 
rupee for two cole and a half.>

OF HUNTING. 

The genetaliiy of people conGder hunting merely as a diverSon, but thofe 
who look into confequences diftover it to be of real utility. HU majeily 
is exceedingly fond of-this fpon. When he intends to hunt, the bun- 
dookcbcean furround the fpot that contains the game, at the diftance of 
four or five cofe from which is the llaiion of the kowr, and beyond that are 
thcororab, and others of rank; the whole being inclofcd by the guards. 
In the rpacc between the bundookcheean and the kowr, is the ftauon of the 
meer*toozeb i and behind him, at the diftance of a cole, arc (bmc of ihe 
principal attendants with the khidrautieeah. In the inclofiire where the 
game is, fomc particular orarahs and fenranis move about gently in^ queft

OITFEBEST WATS OF HVKTItfC THE CION. 

They make a large ci^c, ftrengthened with iron, into which they put a 
kid in luch a IttUatiou that die lion cannot come at it without entering 
by the door, which is left open. The cage is put in the place w'hich the 
lion frequents, and when he enters to IHzc the kid, tlie door Ihuts upon him 
and he is taken j or an arrow is fet in a bow of a green colour, which is 
faftened to a bough of a tree, and when the lion paftes under ir, the motion 
dilchargcs the arrow and kills lum. Or they faften a (beep to the fpot 
which he frequents, and lurround it with llraw worked up with fome 
glutinous liibftance, fo that when the lion attempts to fcizc the Iheep, his 
claws become eniangled in the ftraw j upon which the hunters, iflUing from 
their coven, either kill him, or take him alive and tame him. But his ma- 
jefty has ordered that they lliould always be deftroyed. 

Sometimes a Exdd refoiute fellow feats himfdf upon the back of a male 
buflaloc, and makes him attack the lion, and to(s him with liis horns till 
lie kills him. It is not poffible for any one who has not Jfecn this fight to 
form an adequate idea of the fport u affords, nor to conceive the boldnefs 
of the man, who feats htmfeU ercdl like a pillar, nonvitbltandii^ the violent 
motions of the buftaloc during the bloody conflift, — And now 1 will fay 

fome thing 
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fomcthiDg of bis majcfly'^s cxploiis, for the iktisiaftion of ilic unin¬ 
formed. Once on a bunting party, advice being brought that a lion bad 
made bb appearance in a thicket near a town, his niajefty went in quell: 
of him. The lion ftruck bis claws into the forehead of bis majefty‘s ele¬ 
phant and pinned him to the ground, till the king put the lion to death, 
to the aitotiiQiment of every fpeftatot. Another time, being hunting near 
Toodah, a lion feized one of bis train, when he froote the bead with an 
arrow, and delivered the man from bis clutches. Another rime a large 
lion fprung op near bis majcft}% who fmote him with an arrow in the 
forehead. Another time a lion had Icized a foot-foldier, and every one de- 
(paired of bis life j but his majefty fet him free by kilfing the lion with 
a matchlock. 'On another occafion, in the wilds, a lion moved towards him 
in fuch a terrible rage, that Sbujabut Khan, who had advanced before bis 
roajefty, loft his refolution, but the king flood firm, holding the lion zi 
defiance, when the animal, through tnftjnft, becoming frightened at the 
fight of Heaven’s favourite, turned about to cfcapc, but was fpcedily kilted 
with an arrow. But it is impoflibk for me, in my barbarous Hindu dialed!, 
to deferibe in fit icnm the aftions of this inimitable monarch. 

the MAUSER OF TAKING ELEPHANTS. 

Tins is done after feveral ways. One mcThod is that which they call 
kchdeh; wherein cavalry and infantry are employed. In'the funimer fea- 
fon they beat drums and blow tniropctii in the place where the elephants 
refort CO feed- The unwieldy animals are frightened, and run about till 
their ftrcngih is quite cRbaufted, and in fcarch of reft take ftieltcr under 
the fliadc of a tree, when Ikilful perfons throw ropes over them, and Men 
them to the trunk. Here they are brought acquaimed with tame ele¬ 
phants, 
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phanis, and familiaiizcd b3f degrees, and taught lo be obedient. TTie 
people who take the elephant are paid the fourth of its traJue. There is 
another method, called choorkehdeh, which is this : Thc)' carr)' a lame ele¬ 
phant to the place where the wild ones feed, die driver fitting upon him 
in fuch a manner as not to be perceived } when the ta'o elephants begin 
fighting, the driver throws a tope over the wild anirml. Another way 
is called gedd i they dig a deep ditch in the path which the wild elephant 
ufufllly palTc^ and cover it with grids. When he comes near the pit-fall, the 
people who arc in ambufli make a great noife; from the dread of which 
the elephant predjiitates liinifelf into the excavation. Here, being kept 
Ihort of provifioiis, he is tamed by degrees. Another method is what 
they call barferakh : they inclofc with a ditch die place where the wild ele¬ 
phants ufually aflcmble at a particular feafon, leaving only one enu^nce, to 
avhlch they fix a door with ropes, in fuch a manner, that upon flipping the 
ropes it IhutsfaiL Next, they fcatter food in and about the incLofure, 
which entices the elephants to enter, when the people come out of their 
hiding-place, flip the ropes, and fliut the door. Sometimes elephants in 
their rage aiiempt to break open the door, when the people light fires and 
make a noife, during which time the elephants keep running about till 
iheir ftrength is quite exliaufled- The tame elephants arc faftened round 
the inclofure, and the wild ones are kept ftiort of food till Uicy become 
docile. Thefc were the old ways of taking clephanrs j but his m^efly 
has. invented a new method. A herd of male elephants are faftened to one 
fpot in the form of a circle, and the females are brought into fight in ano¬ 
ther quaner; and men making a fhout on all fides, the wild elephants run 
together, in order to join the others. Upon this the female elephants, who 
^re trained to the proftke, enter tlic inclofure which Is conllruaed for 

this 
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thIspurpo{e j a number of wild ekpltants roliow ibem, andaretbca taken 
without any trouble, 


THE manner of IIUNTIKC THE Y17Z| OR lEOFARO. 

This aiutnal. who is remarkable for his proTldem and clrcumfpedl con- 
duftj is an inhabitant of the wilds* and has three different places of refort. 
They fr rd in one place, reft in another, and fport in another, which is 
their moft frequent refort. This is generally under the Diadc of a tree, the 
circuit of which they keep very clean, and Inclofe it with their dung. 
Their dung m the Hindovee language is called akhir. 

Formerly, a large pit ufed to be dug, and covered with giafr- This 
pit was caUed ordco. When the yuz ftepped upon the grafs he fell Into 
the pit} but it frequently happened that by the fiUl he broke a limb, or 
was bruifed, and lomerimcs he jumped or climbed out; and feddom more 
than one was taken as a time. His majefty has introduced a new method. 
They dig a pit not more than two or three guz deep, and place over t 
a trap door, which admits the yuz as Toon as he fets his foot upon it, and 
then dofes upon him, without doing him any Injur)’. In this manner 
fevcral arc frequently taken together. Once in the rutting frafon, a female 
yuz entered the trap, and being followed by four m-des, they were all 
taken. Sometimes his majefty purfues a yuz on horfcback till l.e a quite 
fatigued, and then lays hold of him, to the aftonilbmcnt of the fpeftator. 
The following is alfo a method ol taking them: They liang a number of 
iron rings with friaics upon the tree under which they commonly refort, and 
when they rub and fcratch themfelves againft the tree, they arc cnianglcil 
in the rings. The yuz is caught within forty cofe of the city of Agra; but 
they arc in the greateft abundance at Bary, Dchly, Allahpoor, Htllar, 
Vni I LI Mufnon. 
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Mufnoii* Biutecdeh, TakdifBr, Puiwn, Punjali, Mccnit, Jtbiwr, and ocher 
diltant places. In the didrift of Agra, whenever a yuz gets inio a trap, his 
majefty goes Into the pic and takes him out himlHh He freqxicndy, when 
fatigued after a long JoLirney, upon receiving jatclligence of a yuz being 
eotrapj^d, mounts his horic again and gallops to the i^c. Formerly, it re> 
quired two or three months to tome the yuz fuSicicncly to fee him loofe 
after gomcj but now, by the attention of his majefty, it ts eftefted In 
eighteen days. Sometimes he trains them himfclf. What is very aftonlfti- 
ing, it once happened that a ncw-caught yuz hunted immediately upon his 
fignifying his pieafure to it, and feized the game like one who had been 
trained. On this occafton, the eyes of many were opened, and they believed 
in his fupemaiural endowments. He had alio a yuz who uled to follow 
him without a collar or chain, and was as Icofible and obedient as a human 
being. 

Hunting game with this animal affords excellent fporu Two hundred 
people of rank are appointed to-this depantnent.

the foon AILOWED FOR THE I.EOFAHDS. 

They are divided into eight clafles, and have each from two feers and 
three quarters to three feers of flefh, which is given, them all at once. On 
Saturdays they receive a double allowance, becaufe that no animals are 
allowed to be killed on that day. Formerly, every fix months they weie 
anointed with four leers of ghee and one feet and a half of chatcack of 
brirndohe, ground up together, to prefervc them from the mange; now 
they are anointed only once a year. Four people were allowed for training 
and keeping each yuz but now that they are provided with carriages, 
horfes, and dootees, only two people are entertained. Their monthly pay

is from five to thirty rupees each, and they attend the carriage* There are 
allowed for the leopards coverings of rich, brocades, apd collars arid chains 
of gold, inlaid with precious fiones, with filk and woollen carpets* ' A great 
emccr is appointed to fupcrlntend this department* Ever^' leopard has a 
name fuitable to his charafter. They arc formed into divifions of ten, each 
of which is called miflel and turef, and has a difl*erent rank, aligned to 
it. A ihoufand of tUefe leopards accompany bis m^efty to the chace, 
and alone form a large encampment* Three miflels of the firft rank, 
which are all kliafeh, and two miflels of the fecond rank, making altogether 
five miflHs, are always ready at the palace. Two mchafths are flung on 
the oppofite fidcs of an elephant, with a yu 7 * in each, who are carried in 
this manner that they may the more eafily defery the gime. Some are put 
upon the backs of borfes and mules j and others are tranf^rted on car¬ 
riages, or in doolies, carried by bearers. Semendmanick, the chief 
leopard, is carried on a chowdole, and is treated with great refpefl-, iiaving 
lervants appointed to attend him when he travels; and a kettle-drum is beat 
before him. Another kind of dooly is lufpeaded upon the necks of two 
horfes. Some particular leopards have a dooly and a cart, and others only 
a dooly each. The dooly is carried by three bearers. The yui hunts heft 
againft the wind, as in that fituation he difeovers the game by the feent. 
There are three ways of bunting with this animal. 

ift, Oopurghuttee, when they place the yuz on the right fide of the 
game, ad, Rcghnee, when they take off his chain and fhew him the 
at a difiance, whllfi himfelf h b a covert, and be creeps along and 
jumps upon the game by fiirprife, 3d, Meharee, when they put the yoz 
In a covert, ant^drive his carriage towards the deer, who being frightened 
at the appearance of it, flies to the quarter where the yuz is hidden, who 
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Iprlngs upon tbc game and feizcs ic> It Is Impotnbte to defcrtbe the 
and fubtlt artifices of this animal. Sometimes he raife fuch a duft 
with his feet that he is entirely hidden under it; and he can bend himfelf Qo 
clofe £0 tbc ground* as to be fcaroely above the fur&ce. Formerly* they 
did not hunt with them more than three kinds of game* but now they 
take twelve different forts. His ioajeffy ordered a fkreen lo be made* 
which is called chuuermundel* and it fen’es as a hiduig->p1aoe for the 
yuz; the hunters fet up a noife and drive the deer towards the ikreen, from 
behind wliicb the yuz fjnings out upon it. His majefty liberally rewards 
the fervants of this department who may merit encouragement, and there 
are a Kb pirticubr marks of favour bellowed upon ihe leopards, the relation 
of which would run me into prolixity. The following aftoniQving incident 
occurred under this aufpicious reign :—-A deer con tratfled an intimacy with 
a leopard* and they lived and fported together j but tJiis particular attach¬ 
ment did not prevent the leopard from hunting other deer. Formerly, 
they did not vcntuie to l«ti the leopard loofe in the evening, for fear of 
his being untraflable. or taking refuge in the woods; now he is lb well 
trained, that he will hunt as well during night as m the day-time. They 
ufed alfo to cover their eyes till it was time to fet them at the game, from 
the apprehtnlion that they would flniggle to get loofe immediately upon 
feeing it; but they arc now taught to remain perfectly quki with their 
eyes open, Theomralis lay bees upon every forty leopards j and him whofe 
animal fcizics ffrft, wins the wager. Alfo the dooreah (or leader) whofe 
leopard ffrfl kills twenty ^une* takes five rupees from his brethren. Syed 
Ahmed B^b, who is at the head of this department, rakes a mobur from 
each pcifon who wins a bet ^ from whence be aetjuires a confiderafete in¬ 
come. 'When an emcer prefems his nwjcfly with twenty pair of antelopes 
horns, he receives a mohor from each of the other thirty-nine omrahs.

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The bundootcheean, aad keepers of the nuflcU, liave alfo their refpeftive 
bets. His m:ycfty never hums on Friday* ia coofequence of a vow d»i 
he made upon the birth of his cldeft fon.

Formerly, this aaimal hunted only hares and foxes^ but now he is taught 
to feize an antelope. He is allowed a feer of flelh every day. Each of thefc

His tn.'ycfty has a great affection for this feithful animal, and ts colleiflmg 
them from all countries. The beft arc thofe of Cabuliftan, efpecially thofe 
bred in the difliias of Hezereh and Teftcen, where they crofs the breed 
with leopards j which fpecies has a panicular name. There are various 
ways of hunting with dogs, fome ol ^bom are fo brave, that they will 
attack a lion.—Each khafeh dog is allowed two feers of flefih and the 
oihcre one feer and a qiiancr. daily. Every pair of greyhounds has a 
keeper, at lOO dams ^er mafeau 


TffE MAStNER OF nUKVlSO DEER WIT« DEER, 

They faften a fnare about a tame deer, fo that when a wild one eng^ 
him, he is entangled by the horns or can i upon which the hunters ifluc 
fiom their covert and feize him. If the tame detf is overpow'ered, or the 
fnare breaks, be returns to bis keeper. Suliaa Firoze Kuljie had fome 
idea of this manner of bunting i but it is only now brought to perfcaion. 

They will now hunt in the night} and if a wild deer runs ai^ay, or the 

fnare 
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fhare breaks, ctic tame one obeys the orders of his keeper, and comes or 
goes jufl as he dircdlis. Formerly they were afraid to fend out a lame deer 
at night; and whenever one was Jet loofe, it had a clog laftened to one of 
its legsj but now no fucli precaution is ufed. Some time ago, a tame 
deer ran away, in the wiMs of the foobah of Allahabad, and, after palling 
many rivers and towns, travelled to his native country Punjab, and there 
joined his formtr keeper. Formerly only two or three people panook of 
this fport; and, for fear of frightening the wild deer, ufed to difguife their 
perfons, or hide tUemfelves in the grafs: but his majefty lias introduced 
a method whereby upwards of four hundred people may go together. 
Forty oxen arc taught to move ilowly, and in fuch a manner as to con¬ 
ceal the people wlio are behind them, Allb does are taught to endec the 
bucks into fnares. A dccoy-decr enlhared a yuz, and they were brought 
tt^thcr to Giijerat. 

Chuntahttrah is the name of another manner of hunting. A man takes 
in liis hand a Iblcld or bafket, fo as to cover a lamp; then, with his other 
hand, he rings a little bell: ihe animals running towards the light and the 
noife, arc fliot with arrows by thofc who lie in covert. There is another 
way of aflcmbling the game together, by a perfon’s finging an incantation j 
hut his majefty, confide ring both tbefe methods tol>c ne&rious, has ordered 
them to be dilcontlnued, 

Toghnte, A perfon fliows him&lf to the deer ftark naked, making a 
number of foolifb gcfhaies i upon which, the deer, taking him for a mad¬ 
man, come near and flare at him with aftonifhment, when the archers 
from their covert finite them with arrows.

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Anotli«r called h^viharth. Some arcbers hide tbemreWK m the 
grafs, in the wind’s eye, whilft others * hold up a large fltect like a 
wall, and the deer being driven towards the flieet, are there fltot with 
arrows.

jf^arck is when the archers cover themfeivcs w-ith green foliage, fo that 
nothing of the human form appears, and that tlicir bows and arrows are 
concealed. Another tvay; The hunter hides hlmlelf in a tree, and from- 
thence makes a noife like a deer, which brings them to that quarter, when 
be difeharges his arrows upon them. 


THE MAHHER OF HUKTIHO THE BUFFALOE. 

In the* ground which he frequents they fallen an iron ring with two 
ropes r and near this fpot they tic a female bufeloc t an aflive rcfolutc 
fellow lies in amhufli, and when the wild bufTaioe comes to the female, he 
binds him with the ropes: but it frequently happens that the man is killed 
in making the attempt. The following is another way * They place fnares 
on the banks of a pool of water whirber the wild buOaloes refort; then 
people, mounted on tame buffaloes and armed with fpcars, go into the 
water and attack them, and if any efcape out of the pool, they are takeni 
in [he Inares.

arc lent into the country to mouU, and when that fcafon is over, they are 
brought to the royal prcfcncc to be reviewed. The raoolchecn is a green 
bird no bigger zhan a ipanoivi but, like a ro)'al ^Icon, he will bring 
down a crane. It ts fdd, that with his talons he tears out the crane^s 
eyes; but neither the truth of this, nor the ftoiy of his cutting off the 
crane's wings whilCl he is Hying, have yet been afeertaioed* The aodeh- 
peer, winch is brought from Calhmeer, is a green bird, fmaller than a 
parrot, with a ilraight red bill and a long tail; he leiEcs fbtall btids in the 
air, and brings them to the Ibwler. Many other birds may be taught to 
hunt. The crow may be taught to feize the fpatrow, die beodeneh, and 
the far. It would be tedious to (ay more upon this (ubjedt. Munfubdaia, 
ahdees, and oilier cavalry are appointed to this department. The foot- 
Ibldiers, who arc natives of Calhmeer and Hindolhui, are paid after two 
rates.

THE MANHER OF CATCHIHG WATER'FOWL» 

tti, * 

This Is done after ftveral ways; buttlw moft curious is the following! 
They make an artificiai bird with the fkin and feathers of a water-fowl, the 
body of which is hollow, fo that a man may put his bead into it; and wo 
apertures are made for him to fee through: The man having put his head 
therein, flands in the water up to hts neck, and, getting among the birds, 
pulls them very dexteroufly under the water.by the legs; but fome- 
times they arc cunning enough to cfcape. In Caflimccr they teach a 
hawk to rdze the birds wliilil fwimming, and to bring them to the man, 
who attends in a little boat: thofc that are too large for the hawk to 
cany, be fits upon till the boat comes to him. 

THE MAHHEa OF CATCBISG PARTRJOGES. 

This is alfo done after various ways; but the following is the moll extra¬ 
ordinary ! Tame partridges are taugbr, at the ringing of a little bell, to 
fight with wild ones; during which the fowler throws a net over them. 
They are alfo put in a cage, which is hung round with fnares of horfe- 
hair, and. upon a fignal given them by the fowler, they call the wild ones 
to tlicm, who ate taken :n the fnares, 

THE MANNER OF CATCHtNO THE BOODENEH. 

In the night they take an eatthen TcfTcl with a narrow neck, and, blowing 
into it, make a tioifc Uke an owl; the boodenebs, frightened by the noifo, 
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afleiuble together, when another man fcts fine to (bmc ft raw, the light of 
which dazzica iheir eyes ; then the fowlers take them one by one, and put 
them in a cage, or clfe throw a net over them. 

THE HAKHER OF TAKING THE ElTCKER, 

Th» bird is about the fiate of the chergh, but in plumage refembies 
the jnrab. They ftx fnaits about his body, and fill hvs daws with feaiheis ; 
when the other birds of prey, thinking he has caught fome game, come to 
feize it from him, and, being entangled in the fnarcs, they ftmggte and 
come tumbling together to the ground.

THE MANNER OF CATCHIKC THE CHOtVCRIET. 

They faften together upon a crofs-ftick a ghowghiey and an owl, fur¬ 
rounding them with Ibaresj both the birds being frightened, fee up a 
noife, and the wild owls and ghowghies coming to theU aOIftance, are taken 
in the fnares.

OF GAMES. 

His majefly, who is an csccUcih juclge of mankind; ufes thefe fports as 
a latent’ means of difeoveriog their merits. They are of various kinds, 
of which a few particulars (hall here be givea. 
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THfi OAMB OF CilOWOABf. 

Thofe wLo confult onljr appearances confider this merely as a piece of 
diverfion ; but the wife, refleding upon the great dtenions that it requires, 
regard it as the louchfloae of a man’s ftrengih and courage, and edeem. 
it an excellent method of cxercifing and training for ataion both the man 
and his horfe* When his majefty enters the lifts at this game, he pitches 
vpon a fit perfon to be his adverfary, and ten others arc felccted, and thcJi 
divided into pairs by the call of the die- Each coupic play together for 
twenty-five minutes continuance. This game is played after fevcral ways, 
Firft, one of the parties places the ball In the hollow of his bat, and trundks 
it gently towards the chal or pit. This manner of ejedltiig Uic ball is called 
in the Hindovee language rowl. Then the adTerfarf, with great itill ai:d 
a^ivity, catches up the ball in bis bar, and Aings it forcibly away before 
the other can come up with him. This found motion is called in the 
Hindovee language bcyleh. It is performed feveral ways, either by throw¬ 
ing the bail towards the right or to the left j and the other frequently fnatches 
it from between his horfe’s legs or from under his belly j and fometimes 
when it comes in front, he catches it upon the fpske of his bat. His 
majefty poriorms ail thefe feats with great addrefs, frequently catching 
the bait in the air. WJicn the ball is flung into the pir, a kenle-dmm- 
13 beat to apprize every one of the game being concluded* In order to in- 
crcale the ardour of the combatants, the players lay bets upon the game. 
Whoever throws the ball into the pit wins the g^e. If the ball is caught* 
on the fpike of the bat, it is called a forced game j -and when one is going 
to catch the ball upon the fpike, all the others crowd about him, ftriving 
who ftiall carry it offi and in this conteft aftoniniiog feats of dextetity are 
exhibited. Elis majefty is fo dexterous, that he will catch the ball upon • 
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the fpike in a flaik night. For phfing at night they nic balls of palafs j 
which wootl burns for a oo^^td|^rable time, and la not heavy. The ends 
of the bats arc ornamented with rings of gold and lilver, and whenever they 
break off'j whoever can catch them has them. 


TilE MANNER OF TRAINING PIGEONS. 

'His majefty is very fond of this amufcincnt, and has brought pigeons 
into high efteem- The monaichs of Iran and Turan have fent him Ibme 
very rare kinds j and the merchants allb bring capital coUcAions. A very 
hne green pigeon, named tneheneh, that btd^nged to Kookultadi Khan, 
having fallen into his miyefty's hands, bccaih^'the chief of the top] pigeons, 
and from him defeended adiky, peree^d, ahnss, and lhahowdee, who were 
the progenitors of ilic chdiceft pigeons in the workL The pigeon-houfes 
of Omar Sheikh Mlrza and Sultan HufTcin Mirza, are now forgotten; 
and fuch Improvements have been made In the art of training pigeons, as 
aftonifh the pigeon-trainers of Iran and Turan, His majedy, by eroding 
the breeds, which method was never pradlfed before, has improved them 
atlonilhingly. The hen generally bys her eggs from twelve to twenty days 
after coupling; but feme who are weak and (ickly couple in the month of 
Mehr*, and do not depolit their eggs before FetverdeenThe cock firs 
upon the eggs ki the day-time, and the ben during the night. In winter 
they incubate twenty days, or if tlie weather be remarkably lemperate, feven- 
lecn or eighteen days. For the firft fix days the pigeons feed their young 
with (uleh, which is grain macerated in their crops till it aimed refembles 
water; from that period till the expiration of a month, they feed them from 
their crops with grain Half digefted; after which they are tliemfelves able 
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to eat raw grain, when they arc taken away from their daim and given to 
the pigcon^trainers. At firft the trainers give them only a founb of their 
allowance of grain, till they have taken fortyflights j then they are taught 
to make circnlar flights, and to tumble in the ah. In the royal pigeon- 
houfes each pigeon before he receives his full allowance of grain, perforais 
fifteen circular flights and fcventy tunib1es;<and they arcalfo taught to do 
this, and to fly to a great height in the night* On a-journey or a marcli ' 
they fly the whole way, bearers carrying their houfes; and when the birds 
arc fatigued they reft thcmfclvcs for a flioit time, and then purfue that 
flight. There arc never left than twenty tfaouland pigeons with the court, 
out of which five hundftd arc khafeh. Formerly, they did not know how 
to judge of pigeons by twitting their fcec, or flitting their cyc-Hds, or 
opening their noftrils j. but his tnajcAy has ddeovered thefe and other in£d> 
lible criterions. He has appointed fepatatc fervants to this department, and 
has fixed the prices of pigeons after nine-rotes.

wiih ihe Hock of mehetich i then follow the afliky, which, although they 
be alfo of thc.ofisprijig of mchcnch, are confidcred os a diftitift fpccies, 
r^cxr, come rfaolc called cliarjefhcc, being of the Ifock of a pigeon thai: be¬ 
longed to Hajcc Aly of Somarcand, which coupled with an Oodcc ben. 
After thefe, they arc brought in tribe$, according to their number or lime 
of being bred. The following are the names of the colours of the khafeh 
pigeons: Zurreen, emtra, zomicra, cheenec, nuftce, Ibefekee, oodee, fur- 
tnaiy, kiOimifiiec, hubvaiy, fundcly, jiggery, nebaty, doghee, ulbkec, hul- 
Liaee, nelu fence, kooreh, azruk, atelhcCi (huRaloo, gul gugger, kaghcc* 
zee, agurec, mohrekec, and khezree. There are ^alfo many other beau* 
tihil pigeons, which, although they neither wheel nor tumble in the air, yet 
perrorm many pteaimg tricks. Amonglt them are the following : The 
kowkh, which feems to fay the word yakroo—the luckeh, whofe cooing is 
yery agreeable, and he carries his head with aftonilhiog pride and flate* 
linef&—the lowtun, who, upon being fhaken and then put upon the ground, 
jumps about with flrange convulfive motions'—the kebrnee, who has fuch 
amazing afTet^ion for its hen, that when be has flown out of light, if Ihe is 
expofed in a cage, he Inftantly drops down upon it. They defeend either 
with both wings fpread, or with one open, or die with both fhui. Tlie 
ruhicb is a pigeon famous for cany'ing letters j but any pigeon may be 
taught to do this. The nefhwarce afeends in the air rill he is out of 
fight, and remains fo for a day or two, after which he alights on the ground. 
There are alfo many other kinds that are valuable only on account of their 
beaut)'; fuch as die iherazee, the (bufhtrce, the fliallienu, the jougeeah, the 
rezchdehn, the mu^eflee, the komeree, and the gowlah. This laft is a 
wild pigeon, of whom if a few are taken, they arc fpeedtly joined by a thou- 
fand others of thek kind. There are people who obtain a livelihood by 
fending thefe pigeons to feed abroad, and making them vomit up the grain, 
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by giving them water ftrongly impregnated with fait. A pigeon is laid to 
live to the age of thirty years. One hundred Hying pigeons require for 
their daj]y allowance four (eers of arzeu. The others are fed with a mixture 
of the feven fol towing grains^ viz. rice, IpJit vetches, moung, orzen, korcr, 
Icbdcreb, and jewar. 

The fervants of this department are on the rolls of the army, and receive 
their pay accordingly. A foot’lbldicr has from two tupces to fiicty dams 
per met^em- 


THE GAME OF CHOWPER. 

This is a very Ancient Hindollany There arc hxteen pieces of one 

form, but of four different colours, aud they all move in tlic fame direction. 
Frequently four people fit down together at this game, each having his re- 
fpeAive adverfary, and playing with four pieces of the fame colour. There 
are three dice, having on one Hdc one l^r, on another two, on the third 
five, and on the fourth hde fix fpots. 

The cable Is compo^d of two paialielogiams, interf^ng each other at 
right angles; and each of the four fidcs of thb crofs is divided into 
iwenty-four equal parts, a fquare ipace being left in the centre of the whole, 
as isfhewn in the following figure. 
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Each ptajrer places a piece on the fiith, and atiocbcron the feventh fquarc 
of the middle line of the divifion which fronts him } and one piece on the 
feventh, and another on the eighth fquare (rf" the lower line of the divifion 
on his right. The pieces begin moving to the right, and proceed all round 
the table on the outer line till they come to the middle fine again. When 
the pieces are brought round to the lixth and feventh fquarcs of the middle 
fine, it is called a fure game* and from that fituatjon he mull throw the 
number that will exaftly cany his pieces into the fpace in the centre, which 
concludes the game. 


CHUNOEL MUNDEL. 

This game was invented by his tn^efry. The table lefcmbles that for 
chovKper, only that k is circular, smd has fixtecn fides for as many people to 
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pUf at. There are four <iice» and the pkccs move the fame as In the game 
of chowper. 'Whoever gets his pieces up firft, is paid by the other fifteen 
players, and the next by fourteen, and lb on till the iaft, who pays every one. 

CARDS. 

This is a well-known game. At firft the pack confiftcd of twelve kings, 
widi eleven cards dependent upon each, in the following order:— 

ift, Afhwcput, the king of the borfes. He is painted on horfeback, like 
the king of Dehly, with the chutter, the alum, and other enfigns of royalty. 
On another card is his vexeer mounted on horfeback j and the other cards 
of this fuit have reprefentations of horfes, from one to ten each, ad, Gujpur, 
the king of the elephants, is mounted on an elephant, like the king of 
OrtSa. His vezeer is allb on an elephant; and on the ten other caids are 
elephants. 3d, Nurpiit, the king of men. Like the king, of Beijabpoor, 
he is feated on a tlwone, and has different kinds of foldiers attending him 
on foot. The vezeer is feated on a fendely (or chair) j and the ten other 
cards have foot-foldicrs, from one to ten each, Gurhpot, the king of 

the caftles. He is fitting on a throne on the top of a caftlc 3 his vezeer on 
a fendely; and the other cards have caftles. 5th. Dcbuput, the king of the 
treafutes. Under his throne are bags of gold and filver coins. His vezeer 
t$ feated on a fendely in like manner; and on the other ten cards are vafe* 
of gold and Jilver. 6ih, Dulphut, die king of the warriors. He is feated 
on his dtronc dad in armour, and {birounded by Ibldiers in coats ot mail. 
His vezeer is in armour on a fendely ; and the other ten cards have men 
in armour. 71b, Newaput, the king of the boats. He is fmted on a throne 
in a boat 3 his vezeer in like manner cn a fendely; and the ten other cards 
have figures of boats.

the dewtahs (or cclefiials) whom they call Inder, feated on a throne. His 
vezeer on a fendcly ; and on the ten other cards are figures of dewtahs. 
loth, Afliifpm, the king of the genii^ is reprefented by Solomon the fon of 
I>avid, fcaied on a throne. The vezeer h on a fendely j and on Use 
other ten cards are figures of genii, i jth, Bunput, king of the wild beafis, 
is the figure of a lion, with other beads of prey. His vezeer is repicfcntedi 
by a tiger i and on ihc other ten cards are different kinds of wild beads. 
Jath, Ihpuif the king of the fnakes^ is a huge fnake riding upon a dragon. 
The vezeer is a fnake mounted on another of its kind ; and on the other 
ten cards are fnakes. Of thefe twelve fuits the firfh fix arc called beethbur^ 
and the laft fix kumbur. His majefiy has made confiderable alterations and 
improvcmcnis id this game. ,The pack of cards now confifts of eight fuits. 
I ft. The king of the gold coins is depiAed in fuch a manner, that he 
feems to be bcftowtng the money upon thoie who ftand round the throne. 
His vezeer is feated on a fcndcly looking at the treafure; and on the other 
ten cards are reprefented the different officers of the mint, ad, The king 
of the betats (or grants) b feated on a throne, with his attendants prefent- 
ing grants of dificrent kinds for his ratification. The vezeer is feated on a 
fcndcly with a regiftcr-book before him; and on the other ten cards arc the 
ofiicers who arc employed in drawing out thele papers, jd. The king of 
the manufaAures is looking at a katafs^ox loaded witli raw filk and lilken 
(hiffs. The vezeer, on a fenddy, b examining what goods are in ftore i 
and on the other ten cards are different animals loaded with goods. 4th, The 
liing of the chung, or harp, is liftcning to a concert. The vezter, on a 
fcndcly, b trying the abilities of fome muficians; and on ihe other ten cards 
arc different kinds of mufical performers. 5th, The king of ihe filver coins 
b giving away rnpees and oihcc pieces of fdver. The vezeer, on a fcndely, 
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15 examining the coins j and on die other ten cards are the officers em¬ 
ployed in the filver coinage. 6th, The king of the fwords is trying the 
temper of a blade. His vezecr is examining the arfenal; and on the 
citber ten cards are dlfiercni artificers employed in working iron. 7th, The 
king of the diadems is bellowing a crown. His vezeer is preparing a crown j 
and on the other ten cards are taylors, and fuch like, Sih, The king of 
the Haves is mounted on an elephant. His vezeer is in a chariot; and on 
the ocher ten cards are different kinds of Haves, fome fitting, others falling 
down, fome drunk, and others fober. Thcfe, with the ordinary kinds of 
cards, chefs, and other delightful games, lenre to recreate the paradifical 
alTemblj. 
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REGULATIOm FOR TBE REVENUE DEPARTMENT, 


OF .fiKAS. 

JIaVING given a fommaiy account of bis majefty’s new arrangements 
in the bonfcbold, and in the military depanment, I fliall now fay fomethiDg 
of the management of the revenues, beginning with xias, all public tranf- 
aftions being regulated thereby. 

Every nation forms on «ra from foroc memorable cventj fuch as a change 
in religionthe accelEon of one family to the throne upon the cxtinAion or 
expulGon of another; a greaic canhquake, or a Hood. But as a multiplicity 
of seras occalions confuGon in public tranfadlionsv his majefty in the twenty- 
ninth year of his reign, ordered that all old dates Oioiild be difeontinued, 
and fubHituted a new one in their ftead, as will be hereafter panicularly 
explained. 

Bj 
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By lUe joint exertions of the ancient phiSofophers, wonderful obferva- 
tories have been creaed, from whence, with the aOiftance of aftronomica] 
indnimcnts, they afccnained ttic lituations and motions of tlie heavenly 
bodies, and determined rhe latitudes and longitudes of places, with many 
other ufefbl dilcoverics. But thefe grand obje** cannot be obtained foldy 
by means of the wealth of individuals, they require alfo the patronage and 
cecouragcracnt of nionardis, and moreover demand thirty years obfervation 
to be informed of the revolutions of the planets. So that the more time 
and the greater pains that are beftowed upon thefe ftudies, the morecffeftuaUy 
will they be brought to perfedioo. Numbers, by their ikill and affiditity in 
ibclc relcarches, have left their names to poftcritv* 

Down to thisprefent year, which is the fortieth of the reign, the following 
fpaccsof time have clapfed from the periods in which the moft femous ob. 
fcn-atorics were conllrudled*

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There arc dilTerent oRronomical tables, to the number of tivo hundred and 
-upwards. Whatever particular motions happen to the heavenly bodies in 
the courfe of a y«r, being colledcd together, arc called an Almanac. The 
almanac contains the diurnal progreflion of the planets from the rime of the 
fun’s entering the lign Aries till his return to that point of the zodiac. The 
Hindcx>5 call fuch an almanac Puttcrch. 

The fages of HindoIUn %, that the fcicncc of aftronomy is from divine 
TCs*elation; Ibr that wheu a man is endowed with purity and lan&ity ofeha- 
radler, he is made acquainted witlt the various forms of csiltcncc in die fu- 
perior and in the lower regions, and becomes privy to whatever has happened 
or that will come to pafs j and all thefc myllcrics are written in a book called 
Sedhanr. They have at dris day nine fudi bwks: iK, Brahma Sedhant, 
’ di^tatcd by Brahma, ad, Soorej 5 h*<lliam, dilated by the fun. 3d, Soam 
Sedhanr, dilated by the moon, 4th, Berilput Sedbant, didlatcd by the 
planet Jupiter. And the revelation of thefc four is placed at an iromenfe 
diflancc of time. The otljcr five they confidcr as having been diftated by 
mortals, jih, Guig Sedbant. 6 t 1 i, Narud Sedhant. ytb, Paiafcr Sedhanr. 
8th, Pooloft Sedhant. 9th, Bcelhllhtch Sedhant. 

All nations compute time by days and nights. The narural day in Turan 
and in Europe, is computed from noon to noon. In China and Chinele 
Tartary they reckon it from midnight to midnight; but the generaliry of 
people reckon from futifct to funfet. According to the Hbebo philofophers, 
the oatuialday is thus computed i—In Jumkoce, which they make to be the 
eaftern extremity of tlie globe, from funrifc to funrilc—m Roomak, the 
weftern extremity, from fimfet to funfet—in Lunka, the foiiihern extremitj', 
Irom midnight to midnight; and in Dehly thq- alto rcckoo after this man- 
\0L, I- o o ncr 
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—ill Suddapoor, ihc northern extremitj', from noon to noon. The ardfi- 
ciaJ day cotififts of a complete revoludon: of tlic fun round ihe earth, with¬ 
out making any allowance for itj retrograde motion. Summarily, all nations, 
for the cafe of calcukiion, reckon by artificial days, which they divide into 
equal parts. Jn the aflronomJcal tables of Nebatcc, the difference between 
a natural and an artiBdal day is made to be fifty-nine minutes, eight feconds, 
eiglit thirds, and fortj'-fix fourths. The Ilkhanian tables make tlic differ¬ 
ence the fame in the minutes and feconds, but fay nineteen thirds, forty-four 
fourths, two-fifths, and thiriy-fcven fixibs, Ulugh Beg and Naflereddccn 
agree with Ilthan in minutes, fcconds, and thirds, but make forty-feven 
fotinhs, and forty-three fifths. In Ptolemy's tables, and In his Almagcftum, 
the minutes and fcconds are the fame as thofc; but he fays feventeen thirds 
twelve fifths, and thirty-onc fixths. TJtefe difagreements muft have arifen 
from the difference of ikilJ, or the defefts of inftruments. 

The year and the feafoos are computed from the fun’s revolution round 
the zodiac. From his quitting one point till his return to the fame again. Is 
a year. The time that he remains in one fign is called a folar month. The 
time that the moon takes in going from one eonjunftion with the fun to 
another, or from one oppoStion to another, or fuch like, is called a lunar 
month. Twelve monthly revolutions of the moon being nearly equal to one 
annual revolution of the fun, twelve lunar months are called a lunar year. 
Thus both the year and month are folar and lunar, natural and artificial. 

The natural year and month arc when the revolution is complete; and 
the artificial is when the computaitoo is made in days, and not in revolu- 
lioos.

THE OF THE HINDOOS. 

The epocha of this sera is the creation of Brahim, and every one of his 
days is the commencement of a new «era. Every one of his days con fills of 
fouiteen munoos, or Ions of hl$ will, who are bis coadjutors in the works of 
creation. Every munoo compril« Icventy kulebs, each containing four jo wgs, 
or forty-three lacks and twenty ihouland years. On dits, which Is the firit 
day of the fifty-firft year of the age of Brahma, there have been Hx munoos j 
and of die Icvenih munoo there have claplcd twenty-feven kulebs, and three 
jowgs of the twenty'-cighth kulcb, and four thouland feven hundred years 
of the fourth jowg. 

In the beginning of the fourth, or prefent jowg. Rajah Joodilhter was 
univerl^ monarch, and the commencement of his reign became the epocha 
of an «ra, of vrhich to this time (being the fortieth year of the reign) there 
have elapled 4696 years- After him Bickermajeet reckoned from his own 
acccHion to the throne, and reigned 135 years. Of this xra there have etapfed 
1652 years. It is laid, that a youth named Salbaltin made ww upon Bkkcr- 
maject, and, after having taken him prifoncr in battle, alkcd him wliat boon 
he had to rcqucfl ? Bickermajeet anlwered, ** My only defire is, that my 
may not be difcontmued in public tranladions." Salbahln granted his 
rcqucfl;, but at the fame time made ufc of anodter tera from his own acccliton. 
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Gf the sera of Saibalitii then: have ebpfed 15.’ 7 "The Hindoos believe 

that this aera will continue in ufc for The fj^acc of iSooo years, after which 
they fay that Rajah Btdjceabuudun will introduce a new ^ra from his own 
acccfltoa to the throne, which will loft 1 cjooo years. Then Nake Arjeu will 
fit on the throne and elhibll{h another Era, which will coDttnue for four lacks 
of years. And laftly, Kalkcc Otar will infUtotc an xra, which will remain 
in ufc for Sa 1 years. And all the fix Eras now mentioned, exeeptjng that of 
Bickermaject, arc mctapfioHcally called by them Saka, and held in the greatefi: 
veneration. Befidcs thefe fix, there arc many others, including that of Bick- 
ermajeet, and which they call Sumbut, The Era of Bickermajeet was chang* 
ed from fakaiu to fumbut upon the invafion of Salbahln. After die expira¬ 
tion of ihde fix aeras the for jowg will commence, and give rife to a new Era, 
The Hindoo allronomers reckon the months and years after four kinds: ill, 
Soormafs, which is the time that the Ibu ts in one fign of the zodiac, and this 
year confifls of 365 days fifteen ghurries thirty puls and twenty'two bcpuls 
and a half, 2d, CbonderniaTs, which is computed from Purwa to Amavus, 
and its year conlifb of 354 days twenty*!wo ghurries and one pul, Tlicy 
reckon the commencement of the year from the fun’s entering the fign Aries. 
This month conlifls of thirty ri/ 7 /r, each containing twelve degrees of tlie 
moon's circuit, reckoning from her conjunflton with the fun j and according 
to the quicknefe or fiownefe of the moon’s progrefs, the tii*h differ in the 
number of ghurries j but no /ii’A is of more than fixty-five ghurries, nor lefe 
than fifty-four ghurries. The firft ri/'i is called PLirwa—the fecond Dooj[ 
—the third Tecj—the fourth Cbowt’h—the fifth runchotnee—the fixth 
Chut’h—^thefevemh. Sutmeen—the eighth Alhtomcen—-the ninth Nowmecn 
—the tenth Dufnieen—the cicvenih Ekaduffy—the twclfih Duaduffy—the 
thliteenth Terodufiy—'the fburteentli Cbowdufe—the fifteenth Pooran MalTcc 
(or full moon) ; and from the fixteenth to the twenty-qinili, the Same names 
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arc ufed, excepting for the thirtletli, wbich is called Amavus. The firft Ualf 
of this moQih is called Shookulputcb> and the lall half Kilbenpotch; and 
they begin the momb Ironn Kilhenputeb. In moft of their almanacs the year 
is fcitar^ and die months lunar* 

The artificial lunar year is Icfs than the folar by ten days fifty-three ghurries 
twenty-nine puls and two bepuls and a half; and this difierenee in the couHe 
of two folar years eight months and fifteen days, amotmis to one month* 
And according ro the calculations io the ephcmcrircs, this difference happens 
in the courfe of three years, or in two years and one month. After the fii'fi 
mediod of calculation, in every twelve months there is this excels; and in 
the year when it atnounts to one month, they reckon one month twice. Ac¬ 
cording to the lecond way, die folar month, wherein there are tw'o conjonc- 
dons of the fun and moon, is reckoned twice ; and this double calculation 
never happens but from Chyte to Kenwar or A (fin. This intercalary month 
the afironomers call Adbick Mals, and the vulgar Lound. The third kind 
of month is that which they call Sawon Mafs. This they begin at any day 
they pleafe, and make the months to confill of thirty days each, or the year 
of 360 days. The fourth kind, Nechuitcr Mafi, is reckoned from the 
moon's quilting any manfion till her return to it again. This month con* 
fids of twenty-(even days, and the year of 3 24 days. 

The Hintloos reckon fix feafbrts, each of which they call Rittoo. The * 
ftrlf, called Bufiuni, is the time that the fun is in die figns Fifees and Aries; 
ajsd this is the temperate fcafom Second, Gereykhum, whilll the fun is in 
the figas Taurus anti Gemini, is the hot fcafbn. The third, Beckha, whilfi 
tlie fun is in Cancer and Leo, is the rainy feolbn. The fourth. Surd, when 
the fur. is in Virgo and Libra, which is the end of the rains, and the com¬ 
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menccmcnt of tU tvinter. The fifth, Keymunt, *hen the fun Is m Scorpio 
and Saeiiurius, which is the winter. The fixih, Shilhra, when the ftm h in 
Capiicomms and Aquarius, which is the feafon between winter and fpring. 
They aifo divide the year Into three parts, which they name Kah, beginning 
wuh the month of Phagun. The four hot months they call DliopkaU; the four 
mmy months Bcrkiiakall^ and the four cold months Seetkall; and through¬ 
out Hmdoftan they do not reckon more than three fcafons of the year. 
Thus, Pifccs, Arles, Taurus, and Gemini arc thefommeri Cancer, Leo, Virgo, 
and Libra, are the minsi Scorpio. Sagittarius, Caprioomus, and Aquarius,’ 
arc the winter. 


They alfo divide rhe folar year into two parts, the firft commencing with 
Aries and ending with Virgo j and this half they'call Ootergole, or the fun's 
courfc to the north of the equinoaial. The other half commences with 
Libra and ends with Pifccs, and is called Decangole, or ihc fun's courfe to 
the fouih of the cqmnoAial.—Alfo, from the firil of Capricorn to the end of 
Gemini tlicy call Ootemyin, or the fun's northern declination j and from the 
commencement of Cancer to the end of Sagittarius, Dutchenayln, or the 
fon s fouthern declination. And according to their belief, many afikirs arc 
panicolarly dependent on thefe two divifions; and to die in tlic firil is 
cdeemed very fortunate. 

Tlxydindc the day and night inio (lity equal parts, each of which they 
call Ghuitec, or more comoiooly Ghurry. Each ghuny is fuhdivided into 
fitly pnh, and each pnl confifts of Cxiy naiys, which are fometimes called 
bepuL The rary contains fix tefjntatloiis of a man of a leraperite habit, who 
la in perfed beahh and a: reft. They fay ihat a man of a lempemtc habit 
rn lull health, tefpites ,6o limes in die rp«:e of a ghuny. or z.hoo limes in 
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the courlc of a day and night. The bieath which reTplted they call $ow- 
afs, and that which is iorpired Pudbwafs i and colJcAively they are (^allcd 
Purnui. Six purrans make one pul, and lixty puts arc an allronotnical ghun)', 
or lat (hour) which is the twenty-fourth part of a day and night. One of 
chete ghurries is equal to two and a half of the ordinary ghurrles before dc- 
feribed. They likewlle divide the day and night into four equal parts, which 
they call p'Mrs. 

THE KATHAIS JEEA. 

Tljey reckon from the creation of the world, which they place at the dif- 
cance of 8884 vans and fixty years. A vun confifts of 10000 ycaisf and 
they hclicve that the world will exift for the Ipace of 300,000 vuns. Their 
year is a natural iblar one, and their months natural lunar. They begin 
their year from the fun’s entering the fifteenth degree of Aquarius j bur Moh- 
yeddeen Meghreby fays, they reckon from the fixteenth degree i and others 
make it to be the eighteenth degree. 

They divide the day and night into twelve chaghs, each of which is tub- 
divided into eight khos, every one of which has a different name. They 
alfo divide the day and night into loeco feneks. 

They have three cydes for their months and years, viz, Shangvun, joong- 
vun, and khavun, each comprifing fixiy years} and the years that coropofe 
the q'cle bear its name. They alfo make ufc of cydes of ten and twdve. 
The firll is applied to years and days, and the other to months and the Tub- 
divilion of daysi and by compounding thefe cycles after a multiplicity of 
calcuktloDS, they form the cycle of fixty years. 
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THE TURKISH iERA, CALLED ALSO ICHITREE, 

Is like that of khatoi, cEcepting that this has only the qrcJc of twelve, 
1 hey reckon their years and days after the fame maimer. In fome aftrono- 
mical tables it b aflerted, that they alfo make ufe of the cycle often. 

It b not known from what event tlicy commence their icm. Abu Rihan 
(iiySf that the Turks add nine to the common years of tlic Syromacedonian 
sra, and dividing the amount by twelve, the remainder Ihcws the year of the 
cycle, commcncii^ w'lth the moule, and reckoning on to the animal of that 
number. However, upon trial, this will be found to be erroneous by one 
year, therefore it Ibmis that the reckoning Ihould commence with the or. 
Although we arc ignorant of the cmnmencement of this ®ra, yet we know 
fufficient to determine the cycle and year, compared with the Syromaccdonian 
ara j and iffeven be added to the common years of the Mulhky atra, and 
the amount divided by twelve, whatever b the remainder will be the number 
ol .the year, reckoning ^om the moufe»

Tills prince tnlbtuted an a:ra from the commencement of his reign. Jt 
is an artificial folat year of 365 days. The twelve months lurve thirty 
days eadt, which making only 360 days, five days are added at the end of 
the year. Ptolemy, in his Almageftum, calculating ihjm the revolutions 
of the planets, makes iliis^ra to have commenced 4341 years fince. • 


THE i£RA OF AtEIANOER 

Begins from the death of that moDarch. The year and month are 
anificial folar. According to Tawoon of Alexandria, and Ptolemy, in his 
AlmageAum, there have clapfed of this period 1917 years. 


THE COPTIC ;eRA. 

It begins from the creation, Nabbatty lays it is m artilicial Iblar year of 
395 days. In the Zcctch Suliaijy the years and monilis are laid to refemblc 
the Syromaccdonmn, and* that the intercalations differ only in that the Ln- 
tercaJary days of the Egyptians arc placed lix months before thofe of the 
Syromacedonians, 


THE SYROMACEOOHTAN iERA, 

The years and months are artificial fblar, of days and fix hours 
czat^ly j and in fome agronomical tables the excels b made to be foniething 
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Icfs timn fix hours* Thus, Ptolemy fays it is Ids by fourteen minutes and 
fony-cight feconds. llkhan makes the minutes the fame as Ptolemy, but 
lays thirty-two fecoods and thirty thirds, i^ccording to the Khmhain cal¬ 
culation, the minutes arc the fame, but thirty-fix leconds and fifty-feven 
thirds. Ulugh Beg agrees in minutes, but fays thirty-three feconds. 
Mohyeddeen Meghreby calculates twelves minutes. Nabatiy fays thitteen 
minutes and thirty-fix feconds. MohycdJccn adds, that by Tome of the 
Syroiiiacedonian calcubtlons it is made to be fontething more; and accord¬ 
ing toothers amonglt them,fomething lels than fix hours; fo tha: a quarter 
of a day is about the medium. Others aflert that the Syromaccdoniati 
obferyations have determined it to be exaflly fix hours. Confcquenily it 
is a natural folar year, although Mulla Aly Kowfliekee makes a folar year 
to be fomething lefs than 365 days fix hours. This xra begins from 
the death of Alexander, althottgh it was not brought into ufe till twelve 
years .vAcr thar evenr. Others fay that he eftablilhed this ara in the fcventh 
year of his reign, when he left Macedonia to make conqutfts. Bur, 
accordiitg to Mohyeddeen Meghreby, this sera commenced with the reign 
of Selcuciis, who founded the city of Antioch* Both the Jews and Syrians 
make ufe of this xra. They lay, ih.'it when Alexander, the Ton of Philip, 
marched from Greece to fubdue the Perfian empire, he came to Jcrufalcm; 
when, afienibling together the principal Jews of Syria, he commanded them 
to dircontinuc the Mofaical aera, and to compute from the commencemcut 
of his reign. They anfwering, faid, “ Our forefathers ncs^r continued any 
“ sera for above a thoufand years; and, behold, this year will complete 
“ Joch a period ; fo that from the next year we will do as thou commandeft 
“ us :** and they did accordingly. This happened in the twenty-ninth year 
of Alexander’s age. Some fay that the Syroimiccdooian year was ongmally 
Hebrew*. Gowthccar, in his Aftronomical Tables, fays, that the Syromace- 
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doaian and the Syrian year arc the fame, excepting that they differ ia the 
names of the months. The Syrian year begina on the firft day of the 
montli Tenircen-ul-eivwcl, whicli at firft happened when the fun was in the 
fourth degree of Libra, hot now faIJs on the fucteenth.

He was the firft of the Catfars* ; and the birth of Jefus Chrift happened 
under his leigo. It began from his accclSon to the throne. The year is 
like the Syromacedonian, and the months are the fame as the Coptic, The 
Jaft month in the common years has ihirty^ne days, and thirty-five days 
In the leap year. Of this zra there havcclapfed 1623 years. 


THE CHRISTIAN ^RA 

Commences from the birth of Jefus Chrift. The year confifts of 365 
days and five hours. Like the Syromacedoniam, they add one day at the 
end of eveiy four years. They begin reckoning their day from midnight. 
Like the Arabians, they have different names for the days of the week, and 
begin with Sunday. Their year commences from the fun entering the fign 
of Capricorn, or, according to others, from the fevench degree.

THE /ERA OF CONSTAKTINE. 

He was the firlt ChrllUan emperor i and this xra commences with his 
reign. The years arc Syromj^edonian, and the months Egyptian. This 
h the J4iodi year of the Conlbuitine xra. 

TR£ <£ltA OF THE HtjEttA. 

The Arabians, before the time of Mahommed, had various sras} (uch 
as from the building of the Caaba, and ihe commencement of the reign 
of Omar Ben Rcbeyaa in Hejaz, where he introduced idolatiy; and this 
sra continued in ufe till the year of the elephants; which mcldent pro¬ 
duced a new one. Every tribe of Arabs had its sera from fomc particular 
event that had happened to them. In the time of the prophet, very little 
attention was paid to dates, till the Hijera; from which period every 
year had a different name. Thus, the year tliat he fled from Mecca to 
Medina was called AmuJ Izwty the year of permiffion (to go from Mecca 
to Medina). The fecond year, jitml £iwr, the year of command (to 
combat the infidels). ^Vh^ Omar afeended the throne of the Khalifat, 
Abu Mufa Alherce, governor of Yemen, made the following reprdenta- 

tion: 
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tion : '* I bavc received yotir mandatCj. written in the month of Shaban i 
** but am not able to difeover the date of the year." The khaiif aficmbled 
fogeibcr the learned of ail nations^ to cotifuit tltcm upon the fubjefi. The 
Jews recommended their own sera j and the magi explained the Perfiati 
method of computation, called Malitoze, But as they bodi hatl inter¬ 
calations, the calculations of which would have been found diibcuh, the 
sera of the Hijera was adopted in preference. According to it, the month 
is reckoned from one new moon to another. It never confiib of more than 
thirty, nor left than twenty-nine days. It fometimes happens, that four 
fuccedive months are of thirty days, and three following months of twenty- 
nine days each. AClronomers reckon the lunar month after three ways: 
jft. Natural, which is the time the moon takes in going from one appointed 
afpeA with the fun, fuch as a conjiitiffion, or an oppolltion, till her return 
10 the lame point, ad, Artificial. The motion of the moon varj'ing, and 
the calculating of the difference being attended with difficulty, they reckon 
by artificial months. According to the cables of Ulugh Beg, the artificial 
lunar month con fids of twenty-nine days, twelve hours, and forty-four 
minutes. 3d, In the Ephemcris the rule is, that if the excels is more than 
half a day, they reckon it as one day. Thus, in common years, they make 
the month of Moherretn thifiy days, and the next month twenty-nine days, 
and lb on aliernately. Tlie artthcial lunar year conlids of 354 days, eight 
hours, and forty-eight minutes ; being lefs than an anificial folar year by ten 
days, twenty hours, and twelve minutes, ^^lirza Ulugfa Beg, in his new 
aftronomical tables, makes too2 years to have elapled of this aera down to 
the prefent time. 
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the AiRA OF YEZDtJDED, THE SOH OF SHEH1AR» THE SOX OF 
HORMUZ, THE SOX OF NOORSHIRVAH. 

It began from ihe accefiion of Gcmfliccd to tlie throne of Perfia. Evety 
fuccccding monarch gave his own name to it, fo that Yezdijord only fol¬ 
lowed the example of his predeceffors. The years are like the Syroniace- 
dontan, but they Intercalate only once in one hundred and twenty years, 
when they make the year to confift of thirteen months. The firft inter¬ 
calation was the month Ferverdeen, which was reckoned twice under the 
fame name. The fecond was Aidcbchcft, and fo on. Scarcely had 
Yezdijurd given his name to the a^ta than he was dethroned, and the ac¬ 
counts of intercalations were entirely negtefted. 


THE JERA OF MtlLLIK SHAH 

Is alfo called Jilalcc. Before his lime they ufed the Perfian sraj but 
by having neglcAcd to make the intercalations, the year began impro¬ 
perly. By the command of Sultan Jilaleddeen MuUik Shah Siljukee, 
the efforts of Omar Kheyam, and fcveral other learned men, formed this 
®ra, and made the year to begin from the fun’s entering the figo Aries. 
At firft the years and months were both natural j now the month is an 
artiheial one of thirty days; and at the end of Isfendiar they add fis'e or hx 
days. Of this period there have clapl^ five hundred and fifteen years. 

the xhakeeah ^ra 

Begins with the reign of Ghazan Khan, and is founded upon the aftrono- 
mical* table of II Khan. The years and months are nansral folar. Before 

his 
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his time they fiated ail public deeds from the Hijera.; but the lunar year 
was in common ufr. This method of computation was the occafioo of 
much oppredionj bccaufe thirty-one lunar years arc only equal to thirty 
folar ones; and the revenues being demanded in lunar years, whilft the 
hArvcIls kept pace with the fun, the hulbandman fuffered a grievous lofsr 
Ghazan Khan immortalized his reign for juft ice, by abolilhing that mode, 
and introducing this a-ra. The names of the months are the lame as the 
Turkilh, with the addition of the w'ord Khance at the end of each. Of 
this period there have itfeems already clapfed two liundrcd and ninety-three 
years. 


the emperor aKBER's jERA, called ILAHEE. 

His majefty had long been dcHrous of eftablllhing a new sra In Hin- 
doftan, in order to remove the perplexity that a variety of dates unavoidably 
occaflon. He dilliked the word Hijera^i bttt was apprehenflvc of ofiendtng 
ignorant men, who fupcrlhitiouQy imagine that tltis sera and the Mahom- 
medan faith arc infeparable; altho' it be evidcQE to the fcolible part of man* 
kimi, that dates arc only of ufe tn worldly t ran lad ions, and can have do 
connexion with religion. But as the world abounds with ignorant people, 
whilft the number of the wife and dlfceming is but fmall, he delayed carrying 
his intention into execution till the ggid ycac of the Hljera, when his light 
having ftione upon mankind, and enlarged their undcrftandtngs, he em¬ 
braced that opportunity for accomplifhing this pur pole. The illuArtous 
Emeer Fuctah Ultali Sheerazy correded the calemlar from the aftronomical 
tables of Ulugh Beg, making this sera to begin with his majefty’s reign; and 
contemplating the character of the monarcli, named it Tarikh. itahee {or 
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the mighty asra). The yens md months arc both natural folafj without any 
intercalations. The names of the months and* days correlpond with the 
ancient Peiliaii. The months arc from twenty-nine to thirty days each. 
There is not any week in the Perfian month, thirty days being diftingutfhed 
by dtHercnt names; and in (hole months which have ihiriy-two days^ the 
two laft are named Rozo’ Sbub fday and night) j and, in order to diftingujfh 
one from the other, are called firil and fccond.

^ Seeing that without a fufiioiency of food to recruit the anintal flrength^ do 

ooe can exert himfoli fo as to dcTcn’ea ftib£Aencei and as this is lobe *oe- 

» 

rited either by corporeal or intelleftual labour^ it is incumbent on all ranks 

/ of people to employ diemfcK'cs to the fame end. But the fuccels of thefe ^ 
operations, which tends to the cafe and comfort of every condition of life, ! 
depends upon the juftice of monarchs, and the integriry and ability of 
.their miniftersj for every country has fomething pccitliar to itfclf. Some,' 
foils produce crops almoft fponiancoufly, whilft others require the greateft 
cxcnloDS of labour and fltill. Much depends upon the vicinity or diiUnce 
of water; and the ncigbbourhooil of cities ought alfo to be a matter of con- 
fidcration. So that it behovetb the officers of government, in their rc- 
fpcflivc diftriifls, to attend to every one ot thofe circumflanees, that the de-\ 
mands of the ftatc may be fixed accordingly. In former times, the mo- 
narchs of Edindoflan cxaflcd the fixth of the produce of the lands ; in the 
Turkifh empire, the hufbandman paid the fifth ; in Turan, the llxth; and 
in Iran, the tenth. But at the fame time there was levied a general poll- 
tax, which was called Khcraj, Cobad * difapproved of this arbltrarj' mode, 
and intended lo have made a rocaforement of all the arable land in his em¬ 
pire, for the purpofe of afcenaining an equitable fixed revenue. He how¬ 
ever died before be could cany this intenrion into execution ; but his Ton -f- 
Noorfheer van adopted bis plans, and inftliuted a land-meafurc of fixty fqnarc 
kifiery guz ; and, computing the produce of fuch a quantity of land to he a 
kefecz, valued at three dirhems, he determined iliat a third part fhould be 
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rhc proportion of revenue. The kefees is a mcafurCj svbich is alfo called 
Saa coniiflingt fomc lay, of eight rc’tcls i wlitlH others make it to be fomc- 
tiling more. The dirhem was equal in weight to a miikal. When the 
khalifat delcended to Omir, he approved of the wlfdom of Noorlhcenen, but 
introduced a few innovations, which may be learnt by confulitng ancient 
books. Latterly in Iran and Turan, government has taken a tenth of the 
[iroduce of the foil} but^^ at the fame time, the huibandroaa is loaded with a 
number of other taxes, which altogether exceed half the produce. In Eg) pt, 
the proportion of revenue is as follows:

The kodan is a tnearurc of land, containing one hundred fqtiare reeds, each 
of which is equal to one ba (or perch). The ibralieemee pallcs currenc 
for foity kebcers, founeen of which are equivalent to a rupee of Akber Shah. 
In many parts of the Turkifh empire they exaifl from the hufbandinan thirty 
okchchs for every yoke of oxen, lielides forty-two okcJiehs for the exche¬ 
quer, together with twenty-one okchchs for the army, and fifteen okchebs 
for the lbobahdar(or viceroy}. The okchch is a fmoll coin, eighty of which 
ate equivalent to one ibraheemee. In other places of the fame empire, for 
every yoke of oxen, twenty-feven okchchs for the troops, and fix for the 
viceroy. In other parts, twenty-feven okchebs for the feng^akbegy, and 
twelve for the foobalby or cootwai. There are alfo other rates of colleftion 
in that empire, the relation ol which would run me into prolixity. The Ma- 
hotnmctbns make three dlflin^lIons in conquered lands ^ AQierec, Khemjcc,

] dom, befides the land-tax, government cxadls foracthing from the property 
of every individual j which excraordinaiy levy Is called Tumgha. In Iran 
and Turan they coUcft land-tax fromlbme j from others jehat; a number 
pay fyerjehat; and others voojoobat and fetoohat. Summarily, the quit- 
rent is called Mai; the taxes upon raanufaftures Jehat j and all other im- 
pofls are in general named Sycijehac. Of the charges of colleAions, die 
proportion taken by the revenue-officers is called Voojoohat | and all other 
cxpences are named Feroohat.

The middling guz ferved lor meafuring buildings of ftonc 
and wood, thatches, religious houfes, wells, and gardens; and the (hert guz 
was employed for meafuring cloth, armour, beds, palkccs, cliairs, carts, &c.

As at tH 5 t time the empire was but of fmalf extent, the 
exigencies of the fervants of the crown were accumulating daily | and the

Let him expel from 
the city all hypocritical malhingees, and calendar!* or make them quit tlut 
courfc of life; but he mu ft be careful not to moleft reclufe worftiippers of 
the Deity* nor to offer violence to tbofe who refign themfeivcato poveity 
through rell^ous principles. Let Inni fee that butchers, thofe who waOti 
dead bodies, and others who perform unclean offices, have their dwelling | 
feparate from other men, who fliould avoid the fbciety of fuch ftony-beancd| 
dark-minded wretches. Whofoever drtnkcth out of the fame cup with ani 
executioner, let one of his hands be cut off*} or if he eaieth of his kettle, 
deprive him of one of bis ftngers. Let him fee that the cemetry be wiihout- 
fide the city. In the weftern quarter. Let him prohibit the difciples from 
mourning tn blue veftments, ordering them to wear red cloths upon fuch 
occafions. * From the firft till the nineteenth of the month* FerverdeeUp 
doling the whole of Aban, on the firft day of every fobr montli, on 
feftivals, on days of eclipTcs of the fun and moon, and on Sundays, let him 
prohibit men from flaying beafls, except it be for feeding animals iifed in 
hunting, or for fick people, as neceffity may require. Let him have the 
place ol execution wlthouifide the city. Let him fee that the Uahee fefti. 
vals are duly obferved j and on the night of the new year, and the 1 9[h 
night of the month Ferverdecn be celebrated witli illuminations. On the 
eve of a fefti val, as well as on the feftival itfelf, let him order a kcitlc-drum 
to be beat every three hours. He fhall caufc the Uahcc tarikh to be ufed 
in the Perfian and Hindovee almanacs, obferving that in the latter the 
momh be made to begin &om iCifticnputcb, 
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He mtift conHder liimlelf lUe Immediate friend of the Iiufbondmanj, be j 


I diligent in bufinelsj, and a ftridt oblerver of trutl), lieing the reprefentativc 



every one may find eafy accefs, without requiring any mediator. The 


crafty and dlfbbedicnt he fliall ftiive to reform by reprehenGon i and if that 
produce not the defired effect, he fhall inflift other pumfbment. Let 


Iditi not be difeouraged at the I.ir;d3 having fallen wafle, but exert faimfelf to 
bring them back again bto culuvatlonr He fliall not be faiisded with re-' 
ccLviiJg pecuniary fines in exculpation for murders and other capital 
offences; bis condu^ mud be fucb as to give no ^ufe for complaint. He 
inuft afiift the needy hufbandman with loans of money, and receive pay¬ 
ment at diftant and convenient periods. When any village is cultivated to 
the higheft degree of perfeftion by the ikilful management of the chief 
thereof, there Hiall be bellowed upon him half a bifwab out of every beegah 
of land, or fome other reward proportbnate to his merit, {jLet him en¬ 
deavour to aicenain the quantity of land in cultivation, and make trial of 
different portions, In order to gain a competent knowledge of its various 
properties, for there is a great difference in the value of land i and fome foili 
are only capable of being cultivated for particular purpofe^ ^^t him learn 
the ebara^er of every hufbandman, and be the iimncdiaie protedfor of that 
cUfs of our fubjefls. He /ball acquaint bimfelf with and maturely confider 
the conduft of former Aumih; and if they appear to have been guilty of 
inconfideraiencfs or difhonefty towards the hufbandman, lie muft flrive to 
remedy the evils they may have occafioned. Let him endeavour to bring the 
walle lands Into cultivation, and be careful that the arable lands arc not 


ncglcdlcd. 
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neglcfted. Let him promote the oiltivation of fuch art ides as will produce 
general profit and utility, with a view lo which he may allow fome re- 
mifllon from the general rate of colled ion. If an hulbandman cultivates a 
lefs quantity of land than he engaged for, but produces a good excufe lor 
fo doing, let It be accepte^ If an hulbandman is able to culdvate more 
bunjer land than may happen to be in his own particular village, he Ihall ■>, 
be allowed land in Tome other place, him ufe the utmoft clrcumfpec. 
lion and impartiality in meafuring the bnds. He (hall annually aflift the 
hu(bandman with loans of money. Let him fee that his demands do not 
exceed his agreements. If in the lame place fomc want to engage by ' 
meafuremenr, and others defirc to pay their proponton of the revenues from 
an efiimate of the crops, fuch contrary propo&ls fliall not be accepted. As 
loon as the agreements are concluded and executed, let them be lent to 
the prefence. Let him not be covetous of receiving money only, but Isketvifc 
take grain. The manner of receiving grain is after four ways:—Fjrft, 
Kunhof. fir™, in the Hindovee language, fignifiesgrsun i and the meaning 
of Kwt is conjedhare or eftimate. The vray is this: The land h meafured 
with the crops (landing, anti which are eftimared by inlpcfbon. Thofe 
who are converfant in the bufincls £iy that the calcoladon can be made 
with the grcaieft cxadlners. If any doubt arlle, they weigh the produce of 
a given quantity of land, confilting of equal proportions of good, mid¬ 
dling, and bad, and form a comparative ellimaic therefrom. Second, 
Bii/Jity, and which is aU’o called /fAawWcy, is after the following manner t , 
They reap the harveft, and, cqllefting the grain into barns, there divide it | 
according to agreement. But both thefe methods are hable to impofition, 
if the crops me not carefully watched. Third. wUenthey 

divide the field as foon as it k fown. Fourth, BuUuj. They form the 
grain into heaps, of which they make a divilion. Whenever it will not 
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an hunKuidmaa fows his IrikI nitii ihe bcfi kmds of gTRin, let there 
‘ be lemitted the fir ft year a fourth part of the rate for poolej land. If 
' upon making the meafurement the kinds of gain appear to be better, al¬ 
though the quantity of .Und be lefs than was agreed for, fo that the difference 
caufes no dchdency in the revenues, the aumil lhali not exprefs any 
difplcafure thereat j and in every inffance he mu ft endeavour to ad to die 
fatisfadton of die hufbandm^ ^et him not enmift the principal men of t 
the village with making the eftimates of kunkoot; for fuch a meafure, by 
giving room for opprefEon, would create diiguft, and conrcqucntly occafion 
indolence and negled. Bur, on the conirary, let him trantad his bufineft | 
with each hufbandman fcparatcly; and fee that the revenues are demanded 
and lecelved with affability and complacent^ f^he fecurities 

for the coadud of the land-mcafurers, weighmen, and t^er officers in this 
department.

AnePbefides the above, he Qiad pay them thexr mondily falaries. They 
iball ftz a mark upon the land they have meafuredf^ 
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^be aumll thiU take a written- obligation from'ihe principal ioliabitahti, 
todifeover any difference that may happen in the crops. If at the time of 
making the tneafurement he meets wiih a pared of bad land, he (hall im¬ 
mediately make an eftiraate ol the qaantity and quality, and give ifae paper 
to the Imlb^odman, by way of certificate. If Ilich dilcov'cry be made after 
gaihcring the harveft, he (Itall collet information from the neighbour of 
that place, as well as from the putwarec's accounts, and allow what may ap¬ 
pear to be the medium^ 


^hc raohumr and the putwary (Hall keep their rcfpeaivc accounts of 
the produce of the foil in the fame manner as the karkun. When the aumil 
has compared ihefe accounts together, he (hall pot his fcal to them, and 
give the karkun, mohuror, and putwat>% copies of their refpeftive papers. 
When the accounts of the crops of a village are completed, they (Ivail be 
fubjoined to the montijee {or account of affets) and again authenticated by 
the karkun and putwary. This paper ought to be fern to the prefence 
weekly, and muft on no account be delayed beyond a fortnightly ^ after 
fending die nefukh (eflimaie of affets of revenue) any calamity befds the 
crops, the aumil lhall immediately invefti^te the circumftances, make an 
calculation of the lols, and tranfmit the lame to the prelencc, in order, 
that it may cither be approved of, or an aumcen C:nt to make further in¬ 
quiry. Let him collect the revenues with kindnefs, and never make any 
demands before they become due. He fhall commence ibc collcAions of 
the fpring harveft from the Hooly. This is an Hindoo feaival which 
fails out differently between the time of the fun's arriving at the end of 
Aquarius to the fifteenth of Pifees. The autumn harveft be (ball begin to 
coUeft from the Dcs(hcreh, which is another Hindoo feftival that alfo happens 
differently, from the beginning of Virgo to the commencement ofLibn^ 
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^Let him be care^l that ihe trearurera do not require any particular fpeciea 
6f coin, but that whenever there be any deficienqr ^n 6ncncfs t^r weight, 
the exaft deSciency be taken, and an account thereof given in writing. 
Let him agree with the bufbandman to bring his rents himlelf at ftar e d 
periods, that there may be no pica for employing intermediate mercenaries. 
Whenever there is a plentiful harvefl let him collet the full amount of re¬ 
venue, and not leave any balances to be realized from future crop^ Qf any 
one docs not cultivate kherajce-land, but keeps k for padurage, let there be 
Taken yearly from a buUaloc fix dams, and from an ox three dams j but 
calves fhall be permitted to graze without paying any duty. For every 
plougli there Ihall be allowed four oxen, two cows, and one buSaloe i from 
whom likewile no duty (hall be taken for paflurag^ 

^He fliall lumfclf keep an exaft account of whatever is paid into the trea- 
fury ; and having compared it with the journal of the karkun, caufc k to 
be autUemicaicd by the treafurer. Having Mened and fcaled up the mo- 
ncy-bags, let ihcm be depofited in a fafe place, on the door of which there 
dial! be fcvcral locks of diflerent condruftions; he (hall keep one of the 
keys hirafdf, and the others are to be in the charge of ihcofficcra of the 
.ircafury. At the end of every month he (hall take from the tepukchy an 
account of receipts and dilburfcments, and fend tt to the prefcnce. When¬ 
ever two lacks of dams are colledcd together, ih^ are to be Tent to the 
principal treafury, under charge of a trudy peribt^ (jLct him give dire^ions 
to the putwary of every* village, that whenever there be any balance id favour 
of the fubjeA, he be furniOicd with a memorandum fpecifying the particulars ' 
thereof; and he (hall alfo be dlre^ed to draw out an exafi account of the 
balances due to government, with the names of the perfons indebted, which 
Oiall be figned by the principal part of them. Let the balances be col- 

lefled 
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lc£tcd witbouC oppreffion from tbe next liarrcni^s^e [ball attcntlvtly e*- 
amitie the grants of ftyorghalj and, taking copies thereof, fend them to the 
regifby to be compared. Let him carefully feruttnize the chucknarach, 
and Fcrumc the lhare of the defunft, the abrentee, anil thofe who are re¬ 
moved from offices. Let him be cautious that refumed lands arc not fuf- 
fered to remain uncultivated. He [ball mind to take proper care of the 
circ£ts of abfcniees, and of thofe who die without heirs, and reprefent ilic 
ctrcumllanccs to the prefcncc. Let him fee that no jezeych be collected, 
and that whatever tajces former monarchs thought proper to remit, do 
continue to be excufed. The charges anending travelling, feafling, or 
mourning, fhall not furnifti pretences for eiaSlons; neither is he permitted 
to receive falamces of any kind. The mokuddera and putwai^, whenever 
they came with treafurc or to the courts of juftice, ufed to prefent a fafamy 
of a dam each; which cuftom is ordered to be dlfcontinucd. AUb bil- 
kutty, nveer bchry, rahdary, duties upon blankets, wool, leather, and ghee, 
and various other vexatious taxes, which the avarice of men who feared not 
God had Introduced, to the oppneffion of mankind, he fliall by no means 
fufTer to be cxaSled, He fhall appoint one who is pcrfwaiy acquainted with 
the diftrias under his charge to refide at the prefence, for giving the moft 
minute information that may be required. He fhall make a monthly report 
to the prefence of the condition of the fubjefls, jageerdars, neighbours, and 
rebels, together with the market-prices of goods, the rent of houfesand Ihops, 
the ftatc of dervilbes and jutfficers, and every other remarkable occurrence. 


If there be not any coorwal within his diftria, the aumil fhall execute 
that office in the manner preferibed by the regulations for that department,^ 
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jMuft be of an upright dirpofition, a good writer, Ikilfol in accounts. 


and indoflrioiis, as the aumtl depends fbkly upon liim for juft inforinadon. 
His duty is this: He [hall take from the canoongoo an aa;ou]it of the me* 
diom ftaie of the revenues for ten years in money and In kind, and having ' 


thereby made himfclf acquainted wiifi the nature and cijiwrity of the countir. 



gagements are made with the hulbandman. He fliali keep a feparatc ac¬ 
count of the boundaries of the villages. He fliaU draw out a (latcmenr of 
the vvaftc and arable lands, to which he fhail fubjoin the names of the 
munfif, the mcaTurcr, and tanahdar, together with thofe of the buibaod- 
men and niyaks (or chiefs of the village) the articles of cultivation, villages 
pergtinnah and harveft j and fubtrafting the deficiency, leave the amount of 
afiets. When the mcafurcmenc of a v^ll:^ge is completed, let him draw out 
the proportion of aflefitnent of each ho [band roan, and fpcctfy the revenue 
to be paid by that place, to ferve as a rule for the aumil's coUc^ions. The 
account of meafurement, which In the Hindctvee language is called kheffereh^ 
fiiail be fent to the prefcncc. Ac the time of drawing out the towjee (or 
account of demands) if former natemenis thereof arc not procurable, let him 
obtain information, by taking from the putwary an account of the lan d 
cultivated by each hutbandman. The towjee, together with the accounts 
of receipts and dilhurfcments, fiialt be ftnt to the prefeace regularly. The 
name of the coDcflor [hall be written in the journal at the bottom of the 
account of each place^^Vben an hufbondman brings his revenue, let him 
have a receipt for it, figned by the treofurer. He [hall receive from the 
putwary and mokeddem copies of their towjet accounts, as a guidance for 
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making the coUeftions, t<^ether with copies of the firkhut, or receipts, which 
are given to the hufbandmen. Thcfe he fhatl carefully compare together, 
and if he difeovera any fraud or coUnfion, inflift a fine upon the offenders. 
He fhall daily report lo the aumil the receipts and balances of evejy village, 
and ffimulaie him to the performance of bis duty. hen ever a hulband' 
man comes to fettle his account, let it be done immediately. At the end of 
every harrcll, he (haU prepare accounts of receipts and balances, and 
compare them with the puiwarce’a books. He fiwU keep a journal of re* 
ceipts and dilhurfements under every name and fonn, and which (hall be 
every day authenticated by the feals and fignaturea of the aumll and tiea- 
Purer. At the end of the momli he fhall inclofc thejdjove account in 
a khcreeteh (or filken bag) under the feal of the aurail, and fend it to the 
prefence f whither he lliall alfo daily tratifinit, under the feals of the prin¬ 
cipal officers, the rates of exchange of mohurs and rupees, together with 
the market-prices of every article. At the end of every harveft, he Qiall 
draw out a particular account of the trcafurcr's receipts and diftnirfemcnis, 
and fend it to him for his fignaturc^and at the end of tlic year kt there 
be lent to the prefcnce, under the leal of the aumil, the mu]cmmcl (or ab* 
ftraft) and the jiunmabundy (or panicular account of afieflinentj. If any 
place has been attacked and plundered, let a calculation be made of ihelofs 
fiiftained In cattle and effeas, which is to be entered in the journal, and the 
circumfiances' reprefented to die prcfencc. When the fcafon for making 
the collcdlions Is concluded, he Qiall draw out an account of what remains 
due from the country, which he fhall deliver to the aumll, and fend a copy 
to the prefenc^X^In cafe of dirmiflloit from office, he fhall deliver over to 
the new aumil anWccount of the balances of revcmic and lekavy, and, after 
havioa fatisRcd him regarding ihofc particulars, take an abflraift thereof, and 
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f ^TH£ TREASURE^ 

^The treafuiy ftiall be Htuated near the refidence of the principal officer 
of gOTcmtncnr. Tlie treafurcr fliall not demand from the haftandmao any 
particular kind of com. but receive mohurSf nipees, and copper of every 
fpecies. No fcrf fliall be taken upon the coina of the prefcnc retgn iliat 
are of full weight; and if any of them arc fhort in weighty the deficiency 
only is m be made up. The coins of former reigns fliall be received as 
bulhon. The money fliall be carefully kept^ with the ktiotvJedgjc of the 
Ihckdar and karkun; it lhali be counted every evening, and a memoranduni 
thereof figned by the aumtl. His accounts are to correfpond with thofe of 
the karkun, who is to counterfign them. He is to have one of the keys 
of the ircafuiy ; and whenever it is to be opened, he fhall apprize the anmil 
and karkuti thereof. He fliall not receive any money without the knowledge 
of the aumil and karkun; and he (hall g^vethe hulbandman receipts for his 
payments. To the book, which in the Hindovec language Is called Bihee, 
the putwary fliall affix his fignature, in order that there may not be any dtf- 
agreement in their accounts. No ditburfements fliall be made without the 
approbation of the dewan, excepting in cafes of abfolute nccdEty which will 
not admit delay, when he may aft from the orders of the fliekdar and 
karkiin, but mull afterwards reprefent the cafe to his fuperiors.
